The House of Representatives of the 
Fourteenth Legislature met at 9 a. mM., and 
was called to order by W. C. Walsh, chief 
clerk of the House of Representatives of 
the Thirteenth Legislature. Prayer by Rev. 
John Lovejoy.

A quorum being present, the oath of 
office was administered to the members by 
Judge L. Lindsey. 

The election for Speaker being next in 


4order, Mr. B. H. Epperson put in nomina- 


tion Mr. Guy M. Bryan, of Galveston. 
Representatives Sayers; Cochran and Wor- 
tham were appointed tellers, and the vote 
having been taken, Guy M. Bryan was 
found to have received seventy-five votes 
and B. H. Epperson two votes, whereupon 
Guy M. Bryan was declared to have been 
duly and constitutionally elected Speaker of 
the House of Representatives of the Four- 
teenth Legislature. 

Judge Lindsey then administered the oath 
of office, and the Speaker elect took his seat, 
and thanked the House for the honor con- 
ferred, in a brief and pertinent speech. 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 
If ever brevity was becoming on such oc- 
casions, it is most becoming now. For the 
honor you have conferred upou an old Texan, 
[humbly tender you the thanks of those who 
blazed and traced the way through a wil- 
derness for settlement, founded government 
and established and sustained an indepen- 
dent republic in Texas; and who, from love 
of good government and the motherland, 
voluntarily and enthusiastically placed the 
flag of the Union over that of the Lone Star. 

I thank you, too, in behalf of my constit- 
uency, a district historic in the, past and 
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metropolitan in the present. I give you my 
own heartfelt thanks for your confidence in 
elevating me to the highest office in your 
gift—a confidence I prize, I hope I merit, I 
shall endeavor to retain. 

Iam fully aware of the difficulties that 
surround you and your Speaker. A faithful 
discharge of his duties requires in him jus- 
tice, firmness, moderation and parliament- 
ary experience. I have some claim to the 
latter, with which, and your kind aid and 
with your generous indulgence, I hope to 
assist your legislation in placing our politi- 
cal edifice on a secure basis. In doing this, 
however, let moderation and justice prevail 
in the discharge of duty. Let your acts be 
to all peoples in Texas the symbol of goed 
government. 

Mr. Swain offered the following resolu- 
tion. 

Resolved, That the House of Representa- 
tives now proceed to complete their organi- 
tion by electing the following officers: 
chief clerk, assistant clerk, journal clerk, 
engrossing clerk, enrolling clerk, sergeant- 
at-arms, doorkeeper and assistant door- 
keeper. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The rules of the House of Representatives 
of the Thirteenth Legislature were then 
adopted until further arrangements should 
be made. 

The same tellers were continued. 

Mr. B. H. Epperson then placed in nomi- 
nation for chief clerk, W. C. Walsh, of 
Travis county. The vote being taken by 
ballot, W. C. Walsh was found to have re- 
ceived seventy-eight votes, and was declared 
duly elected, and the Speaker administered 
the oath of office. 

J. F. Brown, of San Saba, then placed in 
nomination for assistant clerk, Thos. Pil- 
grim, of Travis. The vote being taken, Thos. 
Pilgrim was found to have received seventy- 
five votes, and was declared duly elected. 

D. D. Rosborough then placed in nomina- 
tion for the position of journal clerk, J. L. 
Cunningham, of Bastrop county. The vote 
having been taken, J. L. Cunningham was 
found to have received seventy-five votes, 
and was declared duly elected. ‘ 

W. Gellatly then placed in nomination for 
the position of engrossing clerk, J. T. Pol- 
ley, of Sabine county. The vote having 
been taken, J. T. Polley was found to have 
received seventy-four votes, and was de- 
clared duly elected. 

Mr. J. W. Kemble then nominated for 
enrolling clerk G. N. Beaumont, .of Na- 
varro county. The vote having been taken, 
G. N. Beaumont was found to have re- 
ceived seventy four votes, and was declared 
duly elected. 

Mr. Wm. A. Wortham then nominated 
for seargeant-at-arms R. H. Beale, of Hop- 
kins county. The vote having been taken, 
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R. H. Beale was found to have received 
seventy-nine votes, and -—— Killough-one 
vote; whereupon R. H. Beale was declared 
duly elected. i 

Mr. Henderson, of Smith, then nomi- 
nated for doorkeeper R. P. Roberts, of 
Smith county. The vote having been taken, 
R. P. Roberts was found to have received 
seventy-nine votes. and R. J. Randolph one 
vote; whereupon R. P. Roberts was de- 
clared duly elected. 

Mr. J. H. Cochran then nominated for 
assistant doorkeeper Gen. N. H. Darnell, 
of The vote having been taken, N. 
H. Darnell was found to have received 
seventy-seven votes, and was declared duly 
elected. 

The officeis elect then approached the 
stand, and the oath was administered by 
the Speaker. 

Mr. Swain offered the following resolu- 
tion 

Resolved, That the Speaker be authonzed | 
to appoint two pages and two porters, the 
rate of compensation not to exceed three 
dollars per day. Adopted. 

Mr. Simpson offered the following 1es0- 
lution: 

Resolved, That a committee of three be 
appointed to advise the Senate of the organ- 
ization of the House of Representatives of 
the State of Texas. Adopted. 

The Speaker appointed on said commit- 
tee, Simpson, Sayers and Rainey. 

Mr. Epperson offered the following reso- 
Intion: 

Resolved, That with the cencurrence of . 
the Senate, a joint committee of eight upon 
the part of the House of Representatives, 
and alike number on the part of the Senate, 
be appointed to wait upon the Governor, 
and inform him that the Fourteenth Legis- 
lature is now organized and ready to receive 
any communications from him. Adopted. 

The Speaker appointed the following 
gentlemen said committee : Epperson, Har- 
ris, Sayers, Wortham, Henderson of Ken- 
dall, Kessler, Rainey and Brown of San 
Saba. 

Mr. Stephens offered the following reso- 
tion: i 

Resolved, That the House proceed to elect 
a chaplain. 

A message from the Senate announced that 
that body was organized and ready to proceed 
to business, and had appointed a committee 
of three to meet a like committee on the part 
of the House to wait upon the Governor and 
inform him of the organization of the 
Fourteenth Legislature. 

Mr. Epperson moved to reconsider the 
vote adopting the resolution offered by him- 
self of same purport. Carried. 

On motion of Mr. Epperson the resolution 
was then laid on the table. 

Qn motion of Mr. Epperson, the Speaker 
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appointed the following committee to act 
in conjunction with the Senate committee 
just announced to wait upon his Excellency 
the Governor: Messrs. Epperson, Harris 
and Sayers. 

Mr. Jobnson, ot Shelby, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That the chief clerk prepare 
the ballots that members may draw for seats 
at once. Adopted. 

Mr. Stuart, of Falis, offered the follow- 
ing amendment: And that the ballots be 
prepared by districts. Adopted. 

Mr. Kessler moved to reconsider the vote 
adopting the amendment. The House re- 
fused to reconsider. The drawing then pro- 
ceeded. 

The Speaker having announced that the 
drawing was: complete, Mr. B. H. Epperson 
submitted the following report: 

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives : 

Your committee appointed to wait upon 
the Governor, in conjunction with a like 
committee appointed by the Senate, to in- 
form him of the organization of the Four- 
teenth Legislature, and that it was ready to 
receive any communication from him, have 
to report that they have performed the duty 
assigned them, and were informed by the 
Governor that he would reply to the com- 
mittee in writing during the day, and before 
5 o'clock P. m.

SECOND DAY

House met pursuant to adjournment. Roll 
called; quorum present. > 

Absent—Kessler, Sayers, and Stewart of 
Montgomery. 

The journal of yesterday was read and 
adopted. 

Mr. H. Manning, of Freestone, came for- 
ward and took the oath. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Stephens, 
providing for the election of a chaplain, was 
taken up and adopted. 

Messsrs. Sayers, Cochran and Wortham 
were appointed tellers. 

Nominations being in order, Mr. Foote 
nominated Rev. John L. Lovejoy. Mr. 
Brown, of Gregg, nominated Rev. O. 
Fisher. Mr. Wortham nominated Rev. A. 
G. Stacy. Mr. Goodwin -nominated Rev. 


J. W. Phillips. Mr. Storey nominated Rev 
John F. Hillyer. 

Pending the nominations, Mr. Jeremiah 
Galvan, of Cameron county, came forward 
and was sworn in. 

The ballot having been taken, Rev. John 
L. Lovejoy received 29; Rev. O. Fisher, 10; 
Rey. A. G. Stacy, 5; Rev. J. W. Phillips, 
5; Rev. John F. Hillyer, 31. 

No candidate having received the requi- 
site majority, a second ballot was taken, 
and resulted as follows: Lovejoy, 31; 
Fisher, 6; Stacy, 2; Phillips, 4; Hillyer, 
88. No election. 

The names of Revs. Fisher, Stacy and Phil- 
lips were then withdrawn, and the third bal- 
lot was taken, with the following result: 
Lovejoy received 386 votes, Hillyer, 41; 
Fisher, 1. Whereupon Rev. John F. Hillyer 
was declared duly elected. 

The Speaker appointed James Shepherd 
and James Hardeman pages. 

Mr. Goodwin offered the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolced, That under the direction of the 
Speaker suitable seats be prepared for mem- 
bers and reporters of the press. Adopted 

Mr. G. R. Scott, of Burleson county,came 
forward and was sworn in. 

Mr. O’Neal' offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Whereas, The Secretary of State is rc- 
quired by law to deliver to the Speaker of 
the House the official returns in the elec- 
tion for Governor and Lieutenant Governor, 
on the first day of the session of the Legis- 
lature; and --- 

Whereas, The Seeretary of State has 
tailed to comply with this provision of the 
law; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Speaker of this House 
in his official capacity demand of the Sec- 
retary of State the said election returns. 

Mr. Harrison offered the following substi- 
tute: 

Resolved, That the Speaker of the House 
appoint a committee of three to wait 
upon the Secretary of State and de- 
mand that he furnish to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives the returns of the 
election held on the second day of Decem- 
ber last, now in his possession, for Gover- 
nor and Lievtenant Governor, and other 
State officers, and the vote on the Consti- 
tutional Amendments, and that the com- 
mittee report as early as practicable. 

Mr. Rainey moved to amend the substi- 
tute by striking out the word ‘‘demand” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word ‘‘re- 
quest,” and also by mserting after the word 
‘‘Representatives” the words ‘at 3 o'clock 
P. M.” Adopted. 

Mr. Sayers moved to amend by striking 
out the words ‘‘and other State officers” 
and inserting the word ‘‘and” between Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor. Adopted. 
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The substitute thus amended was then 
adopted, and the Speaker appointed Messrs. 
O'Neal, Epperson and Harrison said com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Storey offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That until further arrangement 
the chief clerk be authorized to procure fuel, 
lights and stationery for the use of the 
House of Representatives. Adopted. 

Mr. Linn offered the following resolu- 
tion: : 

Resolved, That the chief clerk of the 
House be instructed to furnish, as soon as 
practicable, ‘cach member of this House with 
acopy of the rules of order as adopted on 
yesterday. Adopted. 

Mr. Reeves moved to adjourn to 8 P. M. 
Lost. 

Mr. Harison moved to adjourn to 2:30 
-P, M., Which carried.

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, ? 
Austin, Texas, January 18, 1874. ( 

Gentlemen: In reply to your verbal com- 
munication made me to-day, I have to state 
that I do not think it advisable, or for the 
public good, that I should disregard the 
decision of the Supreme Court made re- 
cently, touching the late election, by off- 
cially recognizing the gentlemen you repre- 
sent as being the constitutionally elected 
Fourteenth Legislature. 

It seems to me that there is some better 
solution of this present difficulty than that 
the Governor and those claiming to be the 
elected Legislature should jointly combine 
to override the judiciary and disregard their 
construction of the Constitution. I must 
believe that such course will leave the door 
open for dangerous uncertainty in the fu- 
ture, both in the matter of authority to 
enact the legislation that may be proposed 
by the gentlemen you represent, and the 


matter of constitutional existence of the 
highest tribunal of our State. “There may 
be found two Supreme Courts and even two 
Legislatures claiming authority. It is even 
now claimed by some that the Thirteenth 
Legislature is at present the only legally ex- 
isting Legislature, and that it only can con- 
stitutionally convene and provide for this 
emergency. It will then be only, after all, 
a settlement brought about by a species of 
revolution or violence as against the court 
making’ the decision. 

It is true, it is easy enough, and it seems 
the simplest solution of the present diff- 
culty, that we should jointly adopt that 
course, as the Supreme Court has no way of 
enforcing its decisions as against the Execu- 
tive and Legislature combined, but I con- 
sider that in this case the easiest course is 
not one that I would like to be a party to. 
I will be happy to join you and the gentle- 
men you represent in applying the promptest 
and most feasible remedy in this difficulty. 
It has been repeatedly held that the recog- 
nition of Congress and the Executive of the 
United States will settle the question as to 
what body of men constitute the Legisla- 
ture, and which is the proper State govern- 
ment. This may afford a solution to be 
accepted by all. . 

I am more free to act with independence 
in securing, with you or those gentlemen, 
that sort of solution, because I feel myself 
entirely disinterested herein. I accept the 
election, whether constitutional or not, as 
conclusive against myself, and will in no 
event continue to exercise the functions of 
the office I hold beyond my constitutional 
term of four years.

Resowed, That a committee of seven be 
appointed by the Speaker, whose immediate 
duty it shall be to arrive at and determine 
the result of the returns of said election for 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor and the 
constitutional amendments from such 
sources and by such means as may be 
deemed best and most practicable by said 
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committee, and said committee shall report 
their action to this House at as early a pe- 

riod ag is possible. Said committee may em- 

ploy all necessary clerks and messengers, 

and may invoke the power of the sergeant- 

at-arms, and assistant sergeant-at-arms, and 

other officers of this House, to aid said com- 

mittee in the discharge of their duties; and 

said committee shall have power to send for 
persons and papers anywhere in this State. 

All process issued by said committee shall be 
directed to the sergeant-at-arms, or any as- 
sistant sergeant-at-arms `of the House of 

Representatives, and shall be signed by the 

chairman, and atleast one other member of 

said committee, and shall be executed by 

the ‘sergeant-at-arms or any of his assist-* 
ants.

The joint committee conducted the Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor elect to the 
Speaker’s stand, whereupon Judge L. Lind- 
sey administered the oath of office to 
Richard Coke as Governor and R. B. Hub- 
bard as Lieutenant Governor. Governor Coke 
then delivered his inaugural address. 

Fellow-citizens of Teras: After passing 
through many vicissitudes and trials, and 
being chastened in the ordeal of adversity, 
you at length nave reached the haven where 
the ngbts and powers of self-government 
are yours, and the duties and responsibili- 
ties of that condition are devolved upon 
you. To-day, for the first time since she 
emerged from the ruin and disaster of the 
great civil war, -Texas sees the inauguration 
in her f'apitol of a government chosen by 
the free and untrammeled suffrage of her 
people, having their confidence, and look- 
ag to them for support and accountability. 
Let the heart of the patriot throb with joy, 
for the old landmarks of constitutional, 
representative government, so long lost, are 
this day restored, and the ancient liberties 
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served by each of the several States when 
they formed the Union, and created the 
Federal Government. The right which 
reserves to the States respectively the 
power to regulate and control their in- 
ternal and domestic affairs, and so to shape 
their policy and direct the operations of 
their government, as to give scope and de- 
velopment to the inclinations and genius 
of their people. The wise founders of our 
government foresaw that over so vast an ex- 
panse of territory, so diversified in climate, 
soil, production, and population, perpetual 
jarring and discord would ensue, arising out 
of the different, andin many cases conflict- 
ing, interests and views cf the various 
States, if the notions of proper public pol- 
icy of any one or more of the States should 
be enforced on another State, contrary to 
its own opinions of what was best for its 
interests. Hence the fundamental idea, 
which underlies the Federal constitution, is 
a recognition of the perfect right of each 
State in its own way to work out its own 
destiny, and seek the prosperity and happi- 
ness of its people, subject only to the re- 
quirement that its government shall be re- 
publican in form, leaving to the general 
government the care and control of all mat- 
ters pertaining to the common interest and 
general welfare of all the States. This 
wise djstribution of power leaves in the 
State governments respectively, which are 
immediately under the influence and con- 
trol of the people, and reflect directly the 
popular will, jurisdiction over the near- 
est and dearest rights of the citi- 
zen to regulate his conduct, the use, 
possession, title, and descent of his 
property, his duties a3 a member of society, 
in fine, to govern bım and his family, his 
home and his fireside, in every particular 
wherein the interests of society require that 
they shall be governed. How indispensable 
to the liberty of the citizen itis that the 
government which thus controls and deals 
with his person and property should be near 
him and directly accountable to him. On 
the other rand, to the Federal government, 
which is more remote, inaccessible, and 
therefore not so directly accountable to the 
people. is d legated power over matters that 
do not so nearly concern the people, in 
which they are not so directly and person- 
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ally interested, butin which the people of 
ali the States have a common and general 
interests Under our Federal constitution 
these two powers are so adjusted as to work 
in perfect harmony, each achieving in its 
appropriate sphere the desired result, 
and the two combined constituting that 
grand fabriciof free government whichis the 
pride and boast of every American citizen. 
In this -_plan of government, the wisest 
ever devised by the ingenuity of man, the 
right of local self-government, so indispen- 
sable to a preservation of the liberties of the 
people and to their material prosperity, is 
the fundamental principle. In virtue of it, 
each State, being free to pursue its interests 
and the happiness and. prosperity of its peo- 
ple, according to its own ideas of proper 
policy, possesses opportunity and margin 
for development and advancement, which 
is limited only by its resources and 
the wisdom of its government and people. 
Having an equal voice through 1ts represen- 
tatives in the administration of the Federal 
government; sharing its burdens and its 
benefits alike with its sisters, and having 
with them a common interest and a com- 
mon pride inits greatness and power, its 
beneficence and care, each State may in thé 
career chosen by the will of its people 
speed onward to the fulfillment of its des- 
tiny; while the Federal government uniting 
in itself the combined effort of all the 
States, recerves momentum from its consti- 
tuents and represents within its constitu- 
tional sphere the aggregate greatness and 
power of them all. The adoption of the 
thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
mentsto the Federal constitution, which 
are as binding as if promulgated in the ori- 
ginal instrument, has taken from the States 
and vested in the Federal government, 
powers formerly residing in the States, and 
itis true thatin the operative agency of the 
Federal government ‘there is a natural ten- 
dency to an absorption of power from tbe 
States, which tendency was greatly stimu- 
lated during our civil war and has grown 
constantly since, Still the essential princi- 
ples of local self-government remzin to 
the States respectively untouched ; and now 
that slavery and secession are dead and ; 
buried beyond the possibilicy of resurrec- | 
tion and no sectional question disturbs the | 
public mind ; since the States recently under- 
going reconstruction have been restored to 
their constitutional relations with theFed- 
eral government, aud the people iemittted to | 
t 
| 


their original rights and duties; since a true 
and lasting peace has come, and the power 
and authority of the Federal government, 
within limits which cover all the issues of 
the war, have been amply vindicated, aad 
are acknowledged by all; since it is the 
inherent right of every American citizen to 
do.8o in the interest of good government, 


has not the time arrived when, without be- 
ing obnoxious to the charge of disloyalty, 
we may recur to original principles on 
which the government was founded, discuss 
them among ourselves, and base our politi- 
cal action upon them? Is it inconsistent 
with a patriotic devotion to the Union and 
the Constitution to do so? Is it not rather 
the highest duty of the citizen to study 
and understand the principles of the goy- 
ernment under which he lives, and in de- 
fense of which, if necessary, he should lay 
down his life? If, while perpetuating the 
Union, we, at the same time, would pre- 
serve the right of local self government in the 
States from the dangers which menace it 
in the constantly growing process of cen- 
tralization, we must exert such political in- 
fluence as we have, for the protection of 
that priceless heritage, and this we can 
only do-by recurring to the principles of the 
Constitution, invoking a strict adherence 
to them in the administration of the goy- 
ernment, and making them the basis and 
guide of primary popular action. If the 
original framework of our government and 
the fundamental canons of the Consti- 
tution are to be preserved, and handed 
down to our posterity, as we re- 
ceived them, we must appeal to the virtue 
and intelligence of the voting masses of the 
people. They sometimes, under the influ- 
ence of excitement, passion, or feeling, go 
astray, but their sober second thought is the 
perfection of human wisdom, and ever 
brings them back to the maintenahce of cor- 
rect principle and good government. Inevery 
section and quarter of this great republic 
evidence of this fact is being given in 
manifestations of popular enthusiasm and 
determination for a return to honesty and 
economy and the limitations of the Consti- 
tution in the administration of the govern- 
ment. In his disposition of the American 
people to return to old constitutional land- 
marks so soon after the subsidence of the 
great civil strife, which caused a departure 
from then, we recognize the popular Instinct 
which tolerated what the necessities of the 
times demanded, but keenly appreciate the 
fact that the necessity no longer exists, and 
demands a restoiation of government, based 
on fixed principles. The patriotic belicver 
in republican representative goverment finds 
in this manifestation abundaut cause for 
rejoicing, because he sees in it that con- 
,zervative quality of the popular mind and 
heart which is the surest gua:auty or the 
stability and permanence of our institu- 
tions. Opposing political’ parties, aspiring 
te the control and direction of the govern- 
ment have existed under every limited 
govelnment in the world, and will al- 
ways exist. In a government like ours, 
they are a necessary consequence. When 
based on principle end the advocacy 
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of great measures of public policy; 
when they demand popular confidence and 
support on account of the excellence of their 
respective theories of constitutional con- 
struction; when ‘measures, not men,” is 
in truth their controling idea, they consti- 
tute the staunchest prop, the most powerful 
element of support, and the most effective 
preservative of constitutional governments 
to be found in the organization of our so- 
ciety. The masses of the people are edu- 
cated by them to an understanding of 
the principles of the government. But 
when abandoning or ignoring principle, 
political parties become the mere partisans 
of men in their scramble for power and 
place, they are hurtful and demoralizing 
to government and people, and a bane and 
curse upon the country. This is not a 
country for personal parties and personal 
issues. In the empires and kingdoms of 
the old world, where opposing dynasties 
marshal their adherents in contests for 
crowns and sceptres, each claiming to be 
master of the people by divine right, such 
parties are legitimate, because in full ac- 
cord with their theory of government. But 
here where the people are sovereign and 
the Government constitutional, where all 
men are free and equal, and where, in a 
great measure, the. preservation of our pe- 
cular form of government, and with it the 
liberties of our people, depend upon the 
policy and measures of administration and 
the principles which guide and control it, 
no party should be trusted with power which 
does not boldly avow and blazon on its ban- 
ners its leading principles and measures of 
policy, and ask for them the popular in- 
dorsement and approval. The great civil 
war with its madness and passion is 
a thing of the past, while patriotism, 
broad and comprehensive as our common 
country, now possesses the hearts of our peo- 
ple. Reason and cool unclouded intelligence 
have resumed their sway Henceforth ac- 
rimony and bitterness and appeals to preju- 
dice and hate in political contests must give 
way to enlightened discussion of the ele- 
ment and principles of government; and the 
party which would propitiate popular favor 
must achieve that result by appealing to the 
sober judgment and intelligence of the peo- 
ple and through the excelleuce of its princi- 
ples and plan of administration. Hence, I 
repeat, the time has arrived when the peo- 
ple of Texas, recurringto fundamental prin-. 
ciples and drawing new inspiration from 
them, should base their political action on 
them and demand of their servants a strict 
adherence to and observance of them in their 
official conduct. The limitations of the Con- 
stitution observed, and the rights of local 
self-government preserved, as it now exists, 
from further encroachment, the future is 
bright with promise of stability for the gov- 
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ernment and happiness and prosperity for 
the people, Let the people be true to them- 
selves, and exercise with intelligence, with 
watchfulness and care, their elective fran- 
chise—demanding, as a condition to a be- 
stowal of place and trust and power, capacity, 
unsullied honor and integrity, and unswerv- 
ing devotion to the principles and inner spirit 
of the Constitution—and our government, 
the freest on earth will go down, and carry 
its blessings to- our remotest posterity. Un- 
der it, the inestimable boon is now ours of 
seeking the progress, development and ad- 
vancement of Texas, and the happiness and 
prosperity of our people in our own way. 
The genius, tastes, sentiments, feelings, and 
will of the great mass of the people of 
Texas, will find expression in the adminis- 
tration of their State government, and tho 
destiny of Texas, her glory and her history, 
will be the work of her own people. We 
have the fairest land that the sun of heaven 
shines on, rich in all the elements of great- 
ness, in vastness and extent, in fertility of 
soil, in variety of climate and productions, 
in ore and mineral, in beauty and grandeur 
of scenery, and in salubrity and healthful- 
ness, and richer still in the heroic history 
of its people. This glorious land is ours. 
Forgetting the troubles and adversity of the 
past, except the lessons of wisdom to be 
drawn from its bitter experience, and re- 
membering only its giories, let us m the 
spirit of true statesmanship look to the fu- 
ture which lies bright before us, beckoning 
us on toa higher and more advanced civil- 
ization, to progress, development, prosper- 
ity and greatness, and by seizing the op- 
portunities in our reach show that we are 
worthy of our magnificent country, and of 
the heroes and statesmen who won and 
transmitted it. With firm reliance on 
the capabilities of our people, an unfalter- 
ing faith in the greatness of the destiny 
of Texas, and a determined purpose 
to reach the highest excellence in 
all that pertains to ber development, and 
to the material prosperity, and moral, intel- 
lectual and political advancement of her 
people, let us mould the action of our gov- 
ernment to the achievement of these grand 
results. Let our watchword be progress, 
—and I mean by progress that vigor 
which may be imparted té the natural 
growth of Texas by skillful and gen- 
erous cultivation; the policy which is 
broad and comprehensive enough in its 
sweep to discern and utilize all the resources 
of the State—which leaves none of its 
wealth unmined and none_of the elements 
untouched which may be used in build- 
ing up its greatness, that healthy, steady, 
sturdy advancement which is born of in- 
telligent, considerate, persistent effort 
to be up and abreast with the times 
in all that is geod and great, and which 
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carries along with i$ increased and 
increasing prosperity and elevation-to both 
State and people. The great purpose em- 
braced in this idea should animate our peo- 
ple and pervade all departments of our gov- 
ernment. We should mature, adopt and 
pursue an educational policy, an internal 
improvement policy, an immigration policy, 
and a financial policy, each to be improved 
as time snd experience may suggest, and as 
the changing conditions of the State may 
require. With a common free school system 
which shall secure to every child in the 
State an education fitting him for the 
high duties of American citizenship, an 
immigration policy which shall make 
known to ‘the world the unrivaled 
advantages of Texas, her liberal home- 
stead laws, and the cheapness of her 
rich and productive lands, the remunerating 
prices of labor, the healthfulness of her 
climate, the magnificent rewards of thrift, 
energy and industry, within her limits, and 
by appropriate legislation stimulate and in- 
crease the steady and swelhng tide of en- 
terprising, thrifty and intelligent popula- 
tion, new pouring into her borders from 
every quarter of the old and new world; a 
wise and liberal policy, which shall invite 
the investment of capital in works of inter- 
“nal improvement, especially in the construc- 
tion of railroads, by giving ample margin 
for profit, and by friendly and just legisla- 
tion inspiring confidence in the good will 
of our people towards such enterprises, now 
so absolutely essential to the growth and de- 
velopment of Texas, reserving at the same 
time such powers over them as will surely 
subordinate them to the will, interests and 
supremacy of the people; and with a finan- 
cial policy running parallel with a strictly 
economical and thoroughly honest adminis- 
tration of the government, which shall re- 
duce taxation to the lowest figure adequate 
to,the expenses of “he government, the 
prompt payment of the public debt and the 
preservation unblemished of the credit of 
the 8tate—to these I will add a system which 
will supplement the efforts of the Federal 
government for the protection of our suffer- 
ing frontier, and give that protection to the 
inhabitants of that portion of the State to 
which they are clearly and justly entitled, 
thereby opening up an area of magnificent 
territory to settlement and productiveness, 
while discharging a high obligation to the 
frontier people; with the inauguration 
and steady, judicious prosecution of these 
lines of policy, Texas: will develop, in the 
near future, a greatness truly magnificent. 
Wealth, population and political power will 
flow in upon us, and every interest and in- 
dustry will be buoyed in the rising tide of 
the country’s prosperity. Let us be true to 
ourselves and posterity, and use with wis- 
dom the munificent gifts bestowed upon us 
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by a kind Providence, and we will reap the 
rich reward of our efforts in the prosperity 
and happiness of our people and the great- ` 
ness and glory of our beloved State. 

We must. remember that this is an emi- 
nently practical era. That abstract princi- 
ples, barren of practical results, find no 
favor in the popular mind. The people 
demand facts, results. The world is 
moving around them and if they 
stand still, the party in power will 
justly be held responsible. They cannot 
see the excellence of principles which keep 
them in the rear while others are advancing 
in the general march of improvement. 
Hence the political party which would com. 
mend its principles to popular favor must 
show by its works, by the results it accom- 
plishes when in power, that it stands upon no 
platform of dead abstractions, but upon liv- 
ing, moving principles, in full harmony with 
the spirit of the age, having the power of ex- 
pansion and adaptation to the changing con- 
ditions of society, fully capable of meeting 
its wants and responding to its demands in 
all the phases it may assume. A govern- 
ment adhering in its operations closely to 
constitutional restrictions, marked by vigor 
of administration, as well as the strictest 
honesty and economy; giving perfect pro- 
tection to life, liberty and property, by a 
vigorous enforcement of the laws: advanc- 
ing the moral and intellectual condition of 
the people by means of common free schools; 
filling the country with population by means 
of an immigration policy which shall active- 
ly promote the object; liberally fostering 
by friendiy legislation the construction of 
railroads which shall give rapid and cheap 
transportation to the production of the 
country; and maintainisg the honor and 
credit of the State by paying the public 
debt, and incurring no debt in future, with- 
outat the same time providing a specific fund 
for its payment, is demanded by the times 
and the people of Texas, and nothing less 
will satisfy them. Let us respond fully to 
this call of duty and patriotism, and pre- 
pare to acquit ourselves of the duties and 
responsibilities now devolving, and to be 
devolved upon us, in such manner that 
hereafter. when the great tribunal of the 
people shall pass judgment upon our acts, it 
shall find not only-their liberty preserved, 
but their material prosperity and the power 
and greatness of the State advanced. 


involve no accumulation of public indebted- 
ness, or. the imposition of further burdens 
upon our people. On the contrary, a care- 
ful administration of our government, ad- 
ded to a prudent husbanding of our re- 
sources, and due attention to proper re- 
trenchment of all unnecessary expenditures, 
will enable us to secure not only these but 
other blessings to our State and people, and 
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at the same time enable us to take from their 
shoulders a large portion of the load of tex- 
ation now resting on them. The healthy 
development superinduced by a wise admin- 
istration of these essential measures will add 
new sources to our revenues each day, and 
thus in a manner furnish the means neces- 
sary for their důe execution. Demanded 
alike by the exigencies of the hour and the 
united voice of our people, their successful 
inguguration must command our early and 
assiduous attention and our most untiring 
energies. Standing to-day in the threshold 
of a new era in the history of our State, our 
thoughts naturally recur to the past with its 
checkered vista of storms and sunshine. 
We remember the privations, hardships, 
struggles and victories of the fathers, the 
gradual. advancement of civilization and the 

uilding up of waste places, the develop- 

ent of our resources, the increase of pop- 

lation, and we look around us to-day and 
find, as a reward for steadfast devotion and 
constant toil and effort, a State the peer of 
any in this proud commonwealth of States. 
We love Texas because we have, day by 
day, watched her growth and contribnted 


in part te her development. It is 
the home of our nativity or adop- 
tion, and we cheerfully lay upon 


her saltar. the purest treasures of our 
hearts’ devotion. Her government and the 
administration of her laws receive our most, 
zealous watchfulness, because committed 
to our hands by her people. But we do 
not forget that a part of our sovereignty is 
lodged elsewhere, and that as patriots we 
owe duties and obligations to another au- 
thority, which in its sphere equally demands 
our loyalty and devotion. As Texans we 
stand by Texas, as American citizens we 
atand by the Union, and are prepared to 
peril our lives in defense of our national 
government, its interests and its honor, as 
Texans have done before. Its interests are 
ours, its prosperity is ours, and to us be- 
longs a part at least of its glory and its 
greatness. Side by side with our sister 
States, we have labored for the achieve- 
ment of a common result—the development 
and advancement of our common country. 
And Texas will prove no laggard in the 
race, but with the stride of a young giant, 
will press forward to to the fulfillment of 
her every duty. i 

Fellow-citizens of Texas, this day I as- 
sume the high trust to which you have 
called me. Chosen by a portion of my fel- 
low-citizens of one political belief, I am 
not unmindful of the fact that others.of a dif- 
ferent faith are citizens of Texas and equally 
entitled to the benefits and blessings of 
good government. We must forget the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the past, and vie 
with each other only in a generous emula- 
tion to subserve the true interests of our 


- 


glorious State. Invoking the charity and 
forbearance of my fellow-citizens, and hum- 
bly asking the favor and guidance of 
Almighty God, I announce to you my ac- 
eeptance of the responsible duties devolved 
upon me, and my unwavering determina- 
tion, so far asin me lies, to so discharge 
them that the interests and liberties of our 
people will be protected and preserved, and 
the honor and glory of Texas advanced. 


After which Lieutenant Governor R. B. 
Hubbard proceeded to address the Senate, 
House of Representatives, and citizens pres- 
ent. 

Senatore and Representatives of Teras:” 
Assuming the office of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor at a grave and perilous crisis in the 
history of Texas, and invoking the favor of 
God for the future, I gree, you, Senators, 
at the beginning of our joint labors and 
responsibilities. 

I approach the discharge of the high du- 
ties imposed upon me as the presiding offi- 
cer of the Senate with a full consciousness 
of the difficulties of the position, earnestly 
inviting from the honored representatives 
of the people their forbearance and co-op- 
eration. 

It shall be my aim, as it is my pledge, to 
act conscientiously and impartially, know- 
ing no party or sect in the official discharge 
of the trust reposed in me by the people of 
Texas. 

You have come up, Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, to this capitol fresh from the 
people, to reflect and execute their known 
will on great issues expressed at the ballot, 
as well as to guard and protect and develop 
all the great political and material interests 
of the commonwealth. 

It is unnecessary that I should remind you 
in -whose hands have been placed: so 
momentous a trust, the necessity of caution 
and mature and patriotic deliberation in 
council. The passions and prejudices ex- 
cited in the heat of great political contests, 
such as we have but recently witnessed - 
the fierce invectives of the hustings, or of 
the press, should be laid aside, if not for- 
gotten, in the presence of the grave and 
exalted duties devolved upon the legisla- 
tor, sworn to represent and support the 
Constitution and laws, and to protect the 
interests of the whole people. 

But we would be untrue to our constitu- 
ency, representing as we do the clearly ex- 
pressed will of the people of Texas, should 
the law-making power of the government 
fail to redeem their pledges to the people 
by the enactment of such laws as will give 
force and power to the popular will, and 
restore peace and quiet, protect person and 
property, life and liberty—develop our won- 
derful material resources, and which will se- 
cure purity and ability in ell the depart- 
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ments of ovr State goyernment, legislative, 
executive and judicial. I stand inthe pres- 
ence of a body of representative menin whom 
the people may well have confided so great 
and sosacred a trust. Some of you stood by 
the Republic of Texas at its birth, saw on the 
historic field of San Jacinto our star rise from 
a night of darkness and of storms. Many of 
you, more than a quarter of a century 
apo, were engaged in the service of the 
young and struggling State, in its counsels, 
and guarding the frontiers when this capi- 
tal itself was on the wild border. 

Others of you, in more recent periods, 
have adorned the bench and the forum, 
represented the people in the legislative 
counsels of the commonwealth—whilst all 
have received the endorsement of a great 
people for distinguished capacity, experi- 
ence and integrity in the public service. 
To such a presence, I repeat, I do not feel 
called upon, nor does the occasion require 
of me to advise any course of State policy, 
save that which is dictated by your own 
wise judgment anda devoted love for 
Texas. | 

You represent a State magnificent in di- 
mensions and resources, rich in all the 
elements of mineral, agricultural and com-" 
mercial power and prosperity. You rep- 
tesent, likewise, more than a million of 
people, who, by their enterprise, toils, and 
daring have removed our frontiers from the 
Sabine almost to the Rio Grande, within 
two decades, and who have so déveloped 
our resources, that to-day we exercise 4 
controlling commercial and political power 
in the American Union. Such a con- 
stituency impose grave and solemn respon- 
sibilities. But we are yet only in the in- 
fancy of our progress; a noble and vigorouš 
manhood awaits the wise statesmanship of 
our législators, and a just administration 
by the chosen rulers of the people. To 
foster a just and beneficent system of inter- 
nal improvement; preserving the people 
from extortion and monopolies on the one 
hand and giving liberal encouragement to 
the investment of capital on the other; to 
foster immigration so that our vast solitudes 
may be filled by the coming millions from 
the worn-out lands of the old world and the 
new; to protect our frontiers under wise 
and wholesome laws from the ruthless sav- 
ape; to organize a judicious system of com- 
mon school education, so that in due time 
the children of the State, poor and rich, 
may reap the fruits of the labors of the 
fathere of the republic whea they founded 
a magnificent school fund for their posteri- 
ty; to inaugurate economy in the govern- 
ment, reducing taxation, while we, at the 
same time, preserve our honor and integrity 
and plighted faith; these are some of the 
chiefest of the many subjects gravely de- 
Manding legislation. Tho opportunity and 


duty are ours in conjunction with the other 
branches of the government to inaugurate a 
new era of efficiency and prosperity in the 
State. A majority of nearly fifty thousand 
of her sons in the great civic contest 
through which we have just passed, pro- 
claims thatof thoseto whom much has been 
entrusted, much will be required. For the 
first time in many years the government of 
Texas, by the fairest constitutional expres- 
sion of the popular will, in efi its depart- 
ments is placed once more in the hands of 
the real representatives of the people. Let 
us so use that power that the bitterness and 
controversies and passions of the past may 
be forgotten in acommon union and in a 
common brotherhood of sentiment for the 
honor and glory of Texas. 

Emerging, in company with our sister 
States of the South, from great disasters, 
stricken with sorrows, borne down i} the 
uaequal contest, mutilated, poverty-stricken 
—a stainless, fadeless honor crowns her 
brow, still radiant with courage’ and hope. 

Standing as we do in the presence of the 
mute memorials of our country’s honor and 
glory—speaking from Yonder monument in 
the vestibule of this Capitol, erected to the 
memory of the martyrs of liberty, and from 
the breathing canvass on its walls, telling 
us of the ‘heroic age” in our history—let 
us invoke the aid of that Providence whose 
sway is justice and ‘‘who ruleth in the coun- 
sels of men,” that no false or faltering step 
may be taken in the path of honor and of 

uty.

1873. 

Both were read and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Towns and City Corporations. 

Mr. Stewart of Montgomery presented a 
petition of the people of Montgomery county 
to be allowed until January 1, 1875, for the 
payment of State taxes due for the year 
1873. Read and referred to the Committee 
on Finance. 

Mr. Barziza introduced a joint resolution 
suspending the powers of the mayor and al- 
dermen and other officers of the city of 
Houston, in Harris county, in certain cases 
therein enumerated. Read first time. 

On motion of Mr. Barziza, the rules were 
suspended, the joint resolution read second 
time and ordered engrossed.

These figures are taken from the agreed 
statement of facts referred as aforesaid, 
which shows that if only the vote of Grimes, 
Madison and Walker are counted, Sam Y. 
Smith is elected over James V. Lea by a 
mojority of 43 votes, but if the votes of 
San Jacinto county are counted, together 
with those of Grimes, Madison and Walker, 
James V. Lea is elected over Sam Y. Smith 
by a majority of 398 votes. It further ap- 
pears that the issue between the parties 
claiming the seat arises thus: the presiding 
justice of Walker county is, under the law, 
the returning officer of said Fifteenth Dis- 
trict. The presiding justice of San Jacinto 
county, through mistake, mailed the elec- 
tion returns of that county to the presiding 
justice of Grimes county, instead of to the 
proper officer, the presiding justice of 
Walker county. By reason of thiserror the 
returns of San Jacinto county failed to reach 
the presiding justice of Walker county until 
thetwenty-fifth day of December, 1878, more 
than twenty days after the election. The 
presiding justice of Walker county counted 
the votes on the twenty-sixth day of De- 
cember, 1873, of Grimes, Madison and 
Walker counties, buf excluded and failed 
to count the vote of San Jacinto county on 
the ground that it did not come tohis hand 
within the twenty, days succeeding the 
election day, the second of December, 1873. 
The result of the vote thus counted was, as 
before stated, a majority of forty-three 
votes for Sam Y. Smith. The issue, under 
these facts, presented for the determination

Under the provisions of said act of March 
22, 1871, the lessees are required to keep the 
buildings of said Penitentiary in good re- 
pair, and to construct such additional build- 
ings and cells as, in the opinion of the di- 
rectors and lessees, may be necessary for 
the proper accommodation of the employees 
and convicts; and with their approval, to 
erect such other walls and buildings, and 
make such other changes and alterations in 
the machinery as may be deemed necessary 
for the profitable employment of the labor 
of the convicts, for all of which, that may 
be in excess of the value of materials, ma- 
chinery, money to buy machinery, and prop- 
erty, including walls, buildings and cells 
mad? at the time of making said lease, the 
State is bound to repay to said lessees. 

Committee further report that under the 
provisions of the act passed June 7, 1878, 
the lessces of the Penitentiary were, for 
certain considerations and upon certain 
conditions, to have the benefit of a 
delay of payment of the sum of $45,000 
until the expiration of said lease in the 
year 1886, conditioned that seven per cent. 
interest per annum should be paid on the 
same, and provided that said sum of $45,000 
and interest, should be allowed to credit of 
said lessces, against the excess due to them 
for improvements on the Penitentiary at the 
end of thelease. The lessees were also to 
file a new bond to be conditioned and ap- 
proved as required by law. 

Committee have duly ascertained from 
the Hon. George Clark, Secretary of State, 
that a new bond executed by said lessees, 
duly approved by the late Governor, is now 
on file in his office. 

Committee have been informed that some 
of the Penitentiary buildings now being 
erected are of an unnecessarily costly char- 
acter to the undue debit and charge of the 
State, but nothing further or more definite 
in regard to the condition of the Peniten-

Gentlemen of the Senate and Louse of Repre- 
sentgtives : 

The Constitution devolves on the Execu- 
tive the duty of transmitting to your hon- 
orable bodies in wiiting, from time to time, 
statements of tke condition of the differ- 
ent departments of the State government, 
and of all matters of public interest, and 
of making such suggestions and recom- 
mendations as shall be deemed expedient 
and advisable, for your consideration, in 
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reference thereto—causes not necessary to 
be iecapitulated here, because well under- 
stood by yourselves and the country, have 
until the last few days, debarred the Execu- 
tive, as well as yourselves, access to any of 
the records or archives of the several de- 
partments. My predecessor leaves no re- 
port of the operations of the government 
or the condition of the State since his last 
communication to the Thirteenth Legisla- 
ture. I entered the executive office to as- 
certain as best I may, from its records, the 
history of the great mass of business trans- 
acted there in the last twelve months. No 
report tiom any of the late heads of de- 
partments have been made; none, I pre- 
sume, will be made.

for the want of such information can Isug- 
gest or recommend any anything for your 
consideration on the subjects which usually 
command much of the time and attcntion of 
the Legislature For the purpose of miiy- 
ing at a proper knowledge on which to base 
legislative action, J 1ccommend your honor- 
able bodies to send committees to each of 
the several departments to aid the new in- 
cumbents to ascertain their condition re- 
spectively and report thereon. The public 
interest demands a speedy investigation by 
competent persons, of the past operations 
and present condition of each of these 
departments. Necessary legislation must 
stand in a great measure obstiucted until 
this is had, and therefore the sooner it is 
done the better. In the meantime, T 1c- 
spectfully invite the attention of your hon- 
o1able body to some subjects in which ac- 
tion may be had without further delay, and 
which are of primary importance. 
FRONTIER PROTECTION. 

The cfforts of the general government for 
protection of our extended line of frontier 
have proved unavailing. The people inhab- 
iting that portion of the State have suffered 
long and greatly—their womenand children 
have been butchered and many of them car- 
ried into captivity, worse than death, their 
propeity stolen and destroyed, and both per- 
son and property rendered so insecure by 
the continuous incursions and depiedations 
of savage Indians, as not only to threaten, 
but actually on some portions of the line 
to drive in the settlements and depopulate 
the country. 

These people aie citizens of Texas, pay 
taxes to support the government, are 
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j amenable to our laws and are entitled to pro- 
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teetion. Every citizen of Texas is entitled 
to demand of the State government protec- 
tion for life, liberty and property, in return 
for his homage to the government. Be- 
sides, the property interest among this peo- 
ple is large and valuable, and contributes 
very considerable to the revenues of the 
government. The country is picturesque, 
healthy, rich and productive, and, with 
proper security for person and property, 
would be most inviting to the immigrant, 
and would soon teem with population and 
wealth. Every consideration of humanity, 
justice and interest demands piotection for 
the people of the frontier. The Federal 
government should gryethat protection, but 
failing todo it, Texas must discharge her 
duty to her people, must redeem that pri- 
mary obligation due fiom every government 
to the citizen—protect him and his piopeity. 
The tomahawk and scalping knife must be 
stayed in thei: bloody work, and the lives 
and property of our people made secure. 
The people of the fionticr were assured, in 
the platform of the dominant paity, that 
they should receive protection fiom the 
State goveinment, and the administration 
just inaugurated is pledged to a policy 
which shall make good the assurance. I 
make no doubt that your honorable bodies 
will redeem the pledge. The Federal gov- 
ernment is charged with the duty of 
guarding the frontier linc, and it is 
unjust that Texas should bear the bur- 
den. Weare informed by the events now 
tanspiling in Congress that the representa- 
tives in that body from Texas have intio- 
duced and are pressing a bill, looking to 
measures which, it is bélieved, if enacted 
into law, will fully meet the necessities of 
the frontier in the matter of protection, 
and 1elieve Texas of the expense she must 
otherwise incur in taking eme of her peo- 
ple. In view of the importance to Texas of 
the performance of this duty on the part of 
the general government, I suggest that a 
wemorial from your honoroblé body to the 
Jongress of the United States on this sub- 
ject might be productive of some good, and 
give some aid to the Texas delegation in 


.that body ın procuring the necessary legis- 


lation. The past experience of Texas, how- 
ever, demands that we shall no longer rely 
on that source, but provide ourselves for 
1epelling the incursions of the Indians and 
protecting our people from their predatory 
raids. I know the question, how the fiov- 
tieris to be protected, to be difficult of solu- 
tion, considered with reference to the ex- 
penditure necessary for that purpose, and 
the ability of the State to meetit. It re- 
mains with the wisdom of your honorable 
body to give it the, best practical solution 
that can be arrived at. That should be 
done which it is in the power of the State 
+ 
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to do, having reasonable regard for other 
publicinterests I recommend to your con- 
sideration the general plan as indicated in 
sections two, three, four and six of the act 
to ‘‘provide for frontier protection and other 
purposes,” approved December 15, 1863, 
which seems to me to involve a smaller 
expenditure and to promise greater efli- 
ciency than any other yet devised. 

It is believed that under the operation of 
this plan the frontier enjoyed greater im- 
munity from Indian depredation than at any 
time since its discontinuance. The wisdom 
of your honorable bodies will, I make no 
question, devise some plan for the protection 
of the frontier, if that referred to fails to 
meet your views. You will doubtless bear 
in mind that the weight of taxation resting 
upon the people of Texasis heavy, and that 
any system of frontier defense you may 
adopt should be such as comes reasonably 
within the ability of the government to 
maintain without necessitating oppressive 
taxation. The frontier must be defended, 
buton the cheapest possible plan to be ef- 
fective. In order to bring home to the 
knowledge of the country, and direct the 
attention of the general government to the 
magnitude of the spoliation inflicted upon 
the people of Texas by the Indians, their 
great sufferings end losses, I suggest to 
your consideration, ifit would not be wise to 
provide, by means of a commission created 
for the purpose, or through the agency of 
the district courts, for taking testimony to 
establish the amount, value and ownership 
of the property stolen and destroyed by the 
Indians on our fronticr, reaching back, say, 
to the first of October, 1865. Besides de- 
monstrating the enormous loss and destruc- 
tion of property, and the consequent neces- 
sity for protection, a tangible basis will be 
fuinished by this method for a claim on the 
Federal government for reparation to the 
losers, founded at least in equity and good 


conscience, and appealing to the sense of | 


justice of the government for its recogni- 
tion and settlement. 

I transmit with this the report of Adju- 
tant General Steele, made up from the records 
of his office, as found on his entry therein, 
together with the accompanying tables and 
papers, showing the number, whereabouts, 
etc., of minute men, frontier forces, etc., 
now in the field, period of service, etc. 
Also, statement of disbursements on account 
of frontier defense, and a statement of the 
number and character of arms belonging to 
the State, to which I respectfully call your 
attention. i 

THE CONSTITUTION. 

It is admitted on all hands that the Con- 
stitution of Texas must be extensively and 
radically amended, or a new one adopted 
in the regular mode in a convention to be 
assembled for the purpose. The country 
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expects and demands a thorough change in 
many essential points, not necessary to be 
enumerated here, of the organic law. 

There are two modes of changing the or- 
ganic law. One is through the medium of 
a constitutional convention, and the other 
by amendment in the manner provided by 
the Constitution in section fifty, article 
twelve. This section provides that ‘‘the 
Legislature, whenever two-thirds of cach 
house shall deem it necessary, may propose 
amendments to this Constitution ; which 
proposed amendments shall be duly pub- 
lished in the public prints of this State at 
least three months before the next general 
election of representatives, for the - consid- 
eration of the people,” at which general 
election the popular vote is taken. 

If it should be desirable, in the judgment 
of your honorable bodies, to pursue this 
course, a joint committee of your two 
houses could be appointed to prepare the 
amendments to be submitted to the two 
houses for their action; or any designated 
number of gentlemen, qualified by expe- 
rience and ability, might be selected from 
the body of tre people of Texas to prepare 
amendments to be submitted for the action 
of youf honorable bodies. If submitted to 
the people by you, their vote would be taken 
in December, 1875, on them, unless the elec- 
tion is changed by your honorable bodies. 
If a convention to fiame a new constitution 
is to be assembled, Isuggest that the sooner 
itis done the better, and that as little legis- 
lation as can be gotten along with should 
be done by your honorable bodies now. A 
new constitution will require legislation to 
conform to it, and the undoing of much 
that you would do now. 

If the desired changes are madc in the 
Constitution, the mode in which the result 
is accomplished does not seem to me to be 
material, except so far as the expense is 
concerned. 

I submit this matter for decision to the 
wisdom of your honorable bodies without 
further suggestion, satisfied that your ac- 
tion will be dictated by the best interests 
of the State. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The one thing needful in Texasis popula- 
tion. We want labor, thrifty industrious 
men and women who will reduce to cultiva- 
tion and render productive our millions of 
acres of rich lands. The wealth of Texas 
lies dormant in her soil, and sleeps in the 
vast beds of ore’and mineral which under- 
lie her hills and valleys. The energy and 
effort of men alone, is needed to awaken it 
to life andaction. It is a truism in politi- 
cal economy that ‘‘crowds of men make 
land valuable.” We have,the land, let us 
adopt the policy which will bring population 
to it, and developits value. The eyes of the 
world are now turned to Texas; her vast re- 
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sources, the unequaled inducements she of- 
fers to immigrants is beginning to be ap- 
preciated ; ourrailroad communications now 
tap the hiye where the population- swarms, 
and Texas is easy of access; the tide of im- 
migration now pouring into her borders is 
strong and swelling, now is the propitious 
time by wise legislation to inaugurate a 
policy which shall to the fullest extent 
utilize our splendid opportunities to make 
Texas the home of the immigrant from 
every quarter of the world. It is seldom in 
the life of a people or a State that the fu- 
tureis so magnificent as is that of Texas 
now} with wise councils and intelligent, sa- 
- gacious action her greatness in the near fu- 
tuieis assured. Let us populate her terri- 
tory with hardy, industrious, intelligent and 
enterprising men and women from the old 
and the new world, invite them to make 
homesteads and become citizens among us, 
and enjoy civil and religious liberty with 
us; set before them.our advantages, the 
richness of our soil, the healthfulness of 
our climate, the cheapness of our lands, 
the variety of our productions, and the 
wealth which flows frem intelligent, well- 
directed labor in Texas. Let us do this 
with judicious economy, by liberal adver- 
tisements and publications, and the estab- 
lishment of agencies at appropriate points 
in the United States and in Europe, and our 
people will never regret the money expended 
in doing it. Iearnestly invoke the atten- 
tion and consideration of your honorable 
bodies to this subject and recommend lib- 
eral and comprehensive action on it. 
INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

The policy of Texas has been, since 1850, 
to encourage the construction of railroads 
by granting land subsidies. The wisdom 
of this policy has been vindicated by the 
results. In her struggling infancy, when 
her vast domain was her only resource, and 
the value of that was only nominal; when 
her population was so sparce, and her pro- 
ductions s9 meagre, as to offer no induce- 
ment to capital for investment in railroads 
through her territory, it was wise states- 
manship to invite their construction by 
granting subsidies of land. This has re- 
mained the policy of the government to 
this time, notwithstanding a change of the 
circumstances which originally induced: its 
inauguration. i 

In the election just passed, however, I 
understand, ag ore of its results, that this 
policy has been modified so as to restrict its 
Operations to those sections of the State 
which have not heretofore 1eccived their 
due proportion of benefits under it. The 
platform upon which the new administra- 
tion stood before the people in tlie late can- 
vass, contains this modification, and I sug- 
gest that your honorable bodies should con- 
sider it, in any action you may take on this 
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subject. Some portions of the State have 
derived great benefits, have been made 
populous and prosperous under this policy, 
while other portions have not received its 
benefits; if would be unequal and unjust to 
deny the latter their proportion of benefits 
fiom a fund which was the common prop- 
erty of all, by allowing the former still an- 
other share of what is left of the public do- 
main. It may be difficult to make a prac- 
tical application of this idea in deal- 
ing with this subject, but it is be- 
lieved that, beaming in mind and mak- 
ing an effort to do it in your legisla- 
tive action, will result in an ap- 
proximation to the end suggested. 
Within the sphere of this land subsidy pol- 
icy, as recently modified, I.recommend the 
same liberality that has heretofore obtained 
in encouraging the construction of rail- 
roads, Equal justice and sound policy alike 
demand that those sections of the State 
which now languish for the want of railroad 
facilities, shall be fostered and built up 
with the same means and care which has 
developed the growth and increased the 
wealth of the more highly favored sections. 
The unity of Texas, so dear to every patri- 
otic heart, will be assured by this policy, 
which will bind with iron ties the re- 
mote sections of the State together, and 
unite our people in acommon brotherhood, 
and our State in a common development. 
The indiscriminate granting of charters 
to applicants, without inquiry into their 
solvency or responsibility, has been’ very 
damaging to the interests of the State, and 
should no longer be allowed. Here- 
after it should be distinctly understood 
that charters -will only be granted to 
those who are able to build railroads, and 
mean to doit. I recommend that no rail- 
road charter be granted any company that 
cannot exhibit, in some mode to be desig- 
nated by your honorable bodies, indubita- 
ble evidence of ability to commence the 
construction of the road, with reasonable 
prospects of completing it in accerdance 
with the requiiements of the chartér; and 
that no forfeiture of a charter heretofore 
granted be 1elieved against, except upon 
the same conditions. I further recom- 
mend that no charter be granted, and that 
no forfeiture of one heretofore granted be 
relieved against, except upon the condition 
that the State reserves such power as will 
enable the government effectually to protect 
the people against oppressive charges for 
freight and travel; subject to such salutary 
and necessary restrictions as are demanded 
for the protection of the public interests, and 
as will surely subordinate railroad corpora- 
tions to the supremacy of the government, 
in all matters where the welfare of the peo- 
pie may be affected. I recommend the ut- 
most liberality of dealing with them. They . 
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are a necessity for Texas. The wealth of 
the vast interior of Texas can alone be 
reached through them. 

Texas has but little navigable water in her 
limits, and must rely almost solely on rail- 
roads for the transportation of her pro- 
ducts; ıt is to them that she must look 
mainly for the development of her future 
greatness, and her government should en- 
courage their construction in every mode 
consistent with a reasonable regard for 
other interests. 

EDUCATION. 

I commend to your especial consideration 
our system of public free schools, and the 
necessity of bringing it to such perfection 
that the children of the State may realize 
the benefits contemplated therefrom by the 
fathers of Texas. 

The present law upon this subject, passed 
by your immediate predecessors, has not 
been on trial sufficiently long to justify a 
conclusion as to its sufficiency in meeting the 
requirements of the times, While an ex- 
amination of its provisions may disclose 
some defects requiring action at your hands, 
it occurs to me that in the main it was a 
salutary enactment, and thatits efficient ex- 
ecution will demonstrate the wisdom of its 
framers. It certainly brings the machinery 
of the system home to the people them- 
selres, and places the officers thereof di- 
rectly under their supervision and accounta- 
ble to them. 

T have full confidence that this admirable 
feature can be preserved, along with proper 
efficiency, and weshould bend our efforts to 
this consummation. We must have common 
schools fully adequate to the wants and re- 
quirements of the State. At the same time 
we must remember that a proper system is 
of slow growth—to be amended and de- 
veloped accarding to the dictates of experi- 
ence, and the state of our available re- 
sources. Inthis connection I respectfully 
call to your attention the necessity of utili- 
zing, in some manner, the magnificent school 
fund of our State, and of placing it in such 
condition that an annual revenue may arise 
therefrom, sufficient for all practical pur- 
poses, without the necessity of resorting to 
taxation. 

The demand for education in our State is 
urgent and pressing, and we shvuld begin 
to utilize every source of revenue in our 
reach for this purpose, 

The children of the present generation 
areas much entitled to the benefits of public 
education as those who may come after 
them, and I cannot see the puactical 
wisdom of keeping the almost entire school 
fund of the State locked up and Iy- 
ing dormant in unproductive lands, many 
thousands of acres of which are in settled 
counties, retarding each day their proper 
growth and development. 
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These lands are of three clases, to-wit : 
First. wniversity lands. Second, the alter- 
nate sections of the public domain; and, 
third, the school lands, belonging, at least, 
originally to the several counties. 

As to the power of control and disposal 
of the first two classes by the State, there 
can be no question; with regard to the 
third class there would seem to be some 
doubt. 

I recommend to your honorable bodies a 
critical examination of the latter question, 
and what authority, if any, the State can 
constitutionally exercise over this species of 
property. If the control thereof remains 
with the State, then I recommend that some 
system be devised for the gradual sale of 
this class of landsto actual settlers only, for 
full value, upon long time, and upon proper 
interest, payable annually. 

Provision should be made for the proper 
investment of the principal as paid in, and 
the application of the interest in such man- 
ner as may be legal and proper. 

One of the gicatest and most pressing 
wants which, more than any other, impedes 
the successful operation of our free school 
system, is a sufficiené number of educated 
and trained teachers. Without these no 
system of public education can be a suc- 
cess. I earnestly recommend, in view of 
the urgent necessity, that your honorable 
bodies take measures looking to an early ' 
establishment, upon a liberal scale, of a 
Normal School for the education and train- 
ing of teachers, to conduct and carry on our 
common free schools. 

It is believed that an institution of this 
character is absolutely necessary to a suc- 
cessful prosecution of a geneial system of 
free schools, and that they are to be found 
in every State where such a system has at- 
tained any degree of excellence. 

I regret that I have no data before me as 
to the present state of the public schools in 
Texas. There is no report in this office 
from the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, but so soon asa report from that office 
is laid before me I will communicate it at 
once to your honorable bodies. 

FINANCE. 

Having no report from cither the Comp- 
troller of Public Accounts or the Treasurer, 
Iam unwilling, until I can procure more 
exact and satisfactory information than can 
now be had from those departments, to 
make suggestions or recommendations on 
this subject. I will, however, in a few days, 
be able to communicate a reasonably accu- 
rate statement of the financial condition of 
the State, and propose to make it the sub- 
ject of a special message to your honorable 
bodies. The delay ın the performance of 
this duty 1esults unavoidably from the fact 
that the new incumbents of the offices from 
which the necessary information must come 
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have just received possession of their Offices 
and the records and archives pertaining to 
them, and having no previous familiarity 
with them must have some little time within 
which to make the necessary examinations 
in order to get up a 1eport that can be relied 
on as accurate and correct. 

As germain to this general subject, I 
recommend that special committees be ap- 
pointed by your honorable bodies to exam- 
ine into the management and general con- 
duct of each of the several asylums, and of 
the penitentiary, with the view of cutting 
down, as far as possible, the expenses of 
their administration, and of coriecting such 
abuses as may have crept into their manage- 
ment, 

I make the same recommendation with 
reference to the several branches of the Ex- 
ecutive department of the government, and 
suggest that it would be wall for your hon- 
orable bodies to piesciibe by enactment the 
hours fou labor in those departments, or vest 
the power of doing so in the Exccutive. If 
the heads and employees of these depart- 
ments are required to labo in their respec- 
tive places, as men ordinarily do in business 
pursuits in private life, the expense of ad- 
rainistering the several offices might 
possibly be considerably a1educed in 
lessening the number of salaried em- 
ployees. There is always danger to the 
public interest when important duties are 
left, without constant supervision by the 
trusted agents of the people, to employees. 
The course [suggest will, in addition toits 
economy, necessitate the performance by 
the heads of departments thémselves, of la- 
bors which will keep the business of their 
lespective offices constantly before them and 
thus insure to the public service the benefit 
of their skill and integrity in their several 
places. 

It is justly expected by the people of 
Texas that the new administration of the 
government will be marked by the strictest 
economy in all its branches. The people in 
the late canvass received our pledge to that 
effect. I suggest the impoitance of the 
closest sciutiny of all expense incident to 
the public service, and tenderyou my cor- 
dial co-operation ia reducing them to the 
lowest figure consistent with the public in- 
terest. 

INSURANCE. 

I feel it to be my duty to call to your at- 
tention the subject of insurance in our State, 
and especially to some ôf the evils thereof, 
which have become apparent to the most 
casual observer. Our people have hith- 
erto invested but a small portion of their 
capital in incorporations of this character, 
and the vast bulk of the enormous insurance 
business in our State is done by foreign com- 
panies. I think I am justified in saying 
that there is no more constant and exhaus- 
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| tive drain upon the resources of our State and 


people than this. For years past the State 
has been canvassed fiom one extremity to 
the other by traveling agents of foreign fire 
and life insurance companies, and local 
agencies, in addition thereto, have been es- 
tablished in every city, town and village. 
In some instances, at least, developments 
have proven that the solvency of some of 
these companies was not entirely beyond 
question, and imposition has been prac- 
ticed upon our people which calls for some 
remedy at our hands. 

No provision of law exists by which rights 
and remedies can be enforced in our home 
tribunals against these corporations; and 
the insured, in case of loss, are left, in a 
great measure, to the discretion and magna- 
nimity of distant companies, or to their 
ideas of policy and expediency. 

It is certainly the part of statesmanship 
to devise ways and means for the prevention 
of such imposition, especially, when, by so 
doing, we can prevent the outflow from the 
State of large amounts of money, and at 
the same time assist in the organization and 
development of home institutions of like 
character. 

This question of insurance has engaged 
the legislative mind of most of the States 
of the Union, especially within recent years, 
and their statute books contain many pro- 
visions devised for the regulation of home, 
as well as foreign companies. 

Being geographically distant from the great 
centres of capital, where these companies are, 
in the main, located, suits for the recovery 
of policies, on the part of our citizens, are 
necessarily attended with great delays and 
expense, and it therefore becomes the more 
urgent upon our partto give this matter our 
serious attention. 

Tiecommend to your honorable bodies 
the passage of a general law, which shall 
authorize suit against all foreign insurance 
companies doing business in the State, to 
be instituted before a competent court in 
any county where it may have an authorized 
agent, requiring as a condition precedent 
tothe transaction of any business by such 
company ın this State, the filing with the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts a written 
instrument, duly signed and sealed, author- 
izing service upon any agent or agents of 
such company in this State, and consenting 
that service of process, original, mean or 
final, uponsuch agent or agents, shall be 
as valid as if served upon the com- 


pany; and waiving all claim or right 
of error by reason of such service, 
I would suggest also as a further 


condition that each company of this char- 
acter be required to file with the Comp- 
troller of Public Accounts a certified copy 
of its charter, together with a statement, un- 
der oath, of its chief officers, stating the

name of the company, and where located, 
the amount of its capital, and its last an- 
nual statement. 

In order that judgment in our courts may 
be properly executed and satisfied, it would 
be well also to require of such companies a 
deposit with the Comptroller of a certain 
amount of bonds of the United States, or 
of this State, to be held and applied to the 
satisfaction of adjudicated claims against 
such companies, under such regulations as 
in your wisdom you may deem right to 
prescribe. 

ELECTIONS. 

By the terms and requirements of article 
five, section twenty-two, of our State Con- 
stitution, the Governor is required to com- 
mission certain county officers; and by 
the provisions of section twenty-eight 
of “An act regulating elections,” ap- 
proved March 31, 1873, the Governor is 
required to commission all officers elect, ex- 
cept members of Congress, members of the 
Legislature and the Governor. I respect- 
fully call to your attention that the last 
named. act fails to provide any mode by 
which the Executive Department may be in- 
formed of the names of the officers elected 
in the several counties at any election. The 
State Department is required to keep a com- 
plete register of all the officers elected or ap- 
pointed in the State, and unless some pro- 
vision is made requiring district clerks or 
other competent authority to forward, after 
each election, to the State Department, cer- 
tificates showing names of officers elected 
and qualified, with date of qualification, a 
compliance with the law will be impractica- 
ble. I suggest an amendment of our elec- 
tion law to the above effcct. 

LEGISLATION. 

I call the attention of your honorable 
bodies to a portion of section twenty-four, 
article three, of the Constitution, which 
reads asfollows: 

“ Bills may originate in either ITouse and 
be amended, altered or rejected by the 
other; but no bill shall have the force of a 
law until on three several days it be read in 
each house, and free discussion be allowed 
thereon, unless in case of great emergency 
four-fifths of the house, in which the bill 
shall be pending, may deem it expedient to 
dispense with this rule.” 

The evident intent and purpose of this 
provision of the Constitution is to secure full 
and mature consideration to each bill before 
it becomes a law, and thereby to prevent 
hasty and ill-advised legislation. 

It will be observed that this provision is 
express and mandatory in requiring that the 
bill shall be read on three several days in each 
House before if shall have the force of law, 
unless the rule is dispensed with in case of 
great emergency by a four-fifths vote. Isub- 
mit with great deference to your honorable 
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bodies, that the precedents of the Legisla- 
ture of Texas in recent years show frequent 
departures from the letter and spirit of this 
most wise and necessary constitutional pro- 
vision. It has been recently a common 
practice to avoid a slight inconvenience by 
suspending the operation of this rule, 
when nothing less than a great emer- 
gency is a constitutional justification for this 
course. I take it upon myself to say that 
it is a rare occurrance in the Legislative 
history of this country that a great emergency, 
in the sense in which that term is used in 
the Constitution, occurs requiring a suspen- 
sion of the constitutional rule. Yet itis a 
fact that hardly a day passes in which for 
some cause the rule is not suspended in 
your honorable bodies. It sometimes will 
occur that a delay which will admit the 
reading on three several days of a bill be- 
fore it becomes a law, will be fraught with 
great danger and injury to the country or 
some of its Interests, to meet this contin- 
gency, the Constitution provides for a sus- 
pension of this rule. But it can only be at 
rare intervals that such a state of things 
can exist to such an extent, that it can truly 
be said a great emergency has arisen. 

To suspend this rule merely to suit the 
convenience of one or many persons is a 
perversion of the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution, a departure from a method 
found by experience absolutely essential to 
safe and cunservative legislation, and. con- 
sequently a precedent which I submit should 
not be sanctioned or followed. 

Another abuse against which, with the ut- 
most deference I warn your honorable bodies, 
is the practice which very much obtains in 
legislative bodies of only reading a bill by 
its title. I respectfully submit that the 
Constitution requires the bill itself read, 
and that a reading of the title only is not a 
compliance with the requirement. I com- 
mend to your honorable bodies as the only 
sure guaranty of wise and safe legis- 
lation, and as the only safeguard 
against hasty and ill-advised action, 
a close and stiict adherence to the rule 
as prescribed in the Constitution, a rule 
founded in the wisdom and experience 
of ages, and of universal prevalence, as 
shown by its adoption into the organic 
law of the Union and of every State in it. 

Knowing the precedents on this subject, 
and believing them unwise, inexpedicnt and 
unconstitutional, I am led to make these 
suggestions on the threshold of your labors, 
mere to invite the attention of your honor- 
able bodies to the text of the Constitution 
and the dangerous consequences flowing 
from a departure from it, than from any ac- 
tion of your honorable bodies during the 
short time you have beenin session. 

CONCLUSION. 
In conclusion, gentlemen. I will add that

the short time within which, when greatly 
pressed with other business, I ‘have had to 
prepare this message, and the entire absence 
of the usual reports from the other branches 
of the Executive department of the govern- 
ment is my apology for its meagreness. I 
commend the subjects treated to your con- 
sideration, and express the hope and belief 
that the deliberations of your honorable 
bodies will be harmonious, and that your 
action will be conducive to the best inter- 
ests of the people of Texas.

REPORT FROM ADJUTANT GENERAL STEELE. 
ADJUTANT GENERAL’S OFFICE, 
STATE OF TEXAS, 
Austin, Jannary 23, 1874. 
To His Excellency Richard Coke, Governor of 

State of Texas. 

Srr—In obedience to your instructions I 
submit the following report of the condi- 
tion of my office, as far as I have been able 
to ascertain. It must necessarily be imper 
fect from the want of data: ‘ 

Of the funds appropriated for disburse- 
ment in this department, I find that the 
contingent fund forthe year ending thirty- 
first August next, has already been over- 
drawn. 

Of the fund for frontier service there re- 
mains $3629 31 with accounts already pre- 
sented, more than sufficient to absorb that 
amount with doubtless more to come. 

There is a balance in the treasury of unex- 
pended contingent fund for the year end- 
ing thirty-first August last, the use of which 
is of doubtful legality. 

There is no supply of stationery on hand, 
although a considerable bill appears to have 
been ordered and paid for in August last. 

As to the troops in the pay of the State, I 
refer you to statement kerewith, from which 
you will see that the sum of $48,683 63 has 
been expended on account of minute com- 
panies called out unde: the acts of Nevem- 
ber 25, 1871, and June 2, 1878, and that ac- 
counts have been presented up to this time 
for the additional sum of $4405 50 for the 
same service, which have not been paid. 
You will also see that five companies have 
reported under the call of the late Execu- 
tive, dated November 1, 1873. The pay of 
these companies was estimated at $3950 per 
month, including commutation of clothing, 
with an addition of fifty cents per diem to 
cach man for provisions and $482 18 for the 
lorage of one company one month. 

I find that my predecessor has paid the 
minute men by drawing from the treasury 
the whole amount of a pay roll, placing the 
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same to his account in bank and checking 
upon it, and signing his name in this con- 
nection as ex-officio paymaster, for all of 
which I have seen no authority. 

The statement of arms herewith, is taken 
from the statement of my predecessor on 
the thirty-first December last. Only asmall 
portion of the arms arein hand, the greater 
portion being reported as in the hands of 
militia, formerly (State Guards) volunteer 
companies, minute men, surveying and geo- 
logical parties,- penitentiary and private in- 
dividuals. 

It is likely that a great discrepancy will 
be found to exist when the actual number 
available can be ascertained. The arms, 
ammunition and equipments in hand are 
stored in a rented house, which is not well 
adapted to that purpose. 

The appropriation for my office only au- 
thorizes the employment ot one clerk, which 
is entirely insufficient for the labor to be 
performed. 

My predecessor appears to have had con- 
stantly employed at least three, with an oc- 
casional crease to five clerks, which were 
paid, I am informed, from the frontier fund. 

In view of the above mentioned facts, I 
would respectfully recommend that appro- 
priations be asked for as follows: 
Contingent expehses to August 31...$ 800 
Hire of two clerks, at $125 permonth. 1,500 
Printing, muster rolls, etc 500 

Also an allowance, when traveling on 
public business, of ten cents per mile, or 
actual traveling expenses. 

I would also suggest the propriety of sel- 
ling State arms to troops called into service, 
inasmuch as arms issued to troops appear to 
have been rarely returned, and are ulti- 
mately either paid for by the soldier or lost 
to the State.

newspaper, the cause still pending in said 
Priest’s court. 

Fourth, Because at the July term of 1873 
of the District Court of Cherokee county, 
the said Pricst refused on the final hearing 
of a nisi judgment, upon a forfeituie of a 
recognizance for four thousand dollars 
against R. M. Sanders; W. P. Britton and¥J. 
R. Montgomery, to allow the issue to be 
tried before a jury, but ignorantly and arbi- 
trarily assumed to himself the right to try 
and dispose of the case, and disallowed an 
appeal from his judgment. 

Fifth, Because the said Priest combining 
with Judge L W. Cooper of the Third 
District by paitial rulings, did hinder and 
defeat justice by causing an acquittal of R. 
M. Sanders after he. the said Sanders, had 
been twice convicted of murder in the first 
degree ; the two judges believing that 
their allegiance to a political party was 
above their obligations under thei: oaths to 
the Constitution and laws of the State of 
Texas. z 

Sixth, Because the said Priest has will- 
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fully neglected and refused to perform the 
duties of his office ın utter disregard for his 
oathin this: 1, Refusing to hold the ...term 
of the .... year of San Augustine court. 2, 
In refusing to hold the March term of 
1878 of the District Court of Cherokee 
county. 3, In failing and refusing to 
hold the courts in Nacogdoches county 
longer than two weeks, notwithstanding 
the time allowed by law is three weeks, and 
he the said Priest has almost invariably 
failed to try all the causes on the docket of 
said court of said county. 

Seventh, That said Priest has failed and 
refused to sign the minutes on the dockets 
before adjourning the terms. Because the 
said Priest has, on divers and sundry occa- 
sions, long after the adjournments of the 
terms of the courts in his district, and 
especially after the adjournment of the De- 
cember term of 1872, of the District Court 
of Cherokee county, signed the minutes of 
said term without the same having been en- 
tered and read in court before adjournment. 
That said Priest, being ignorant of the 
laws, has, on several occasions, or- 
dered cenires for colored’ men exclusively, 
and especially in the cases of Mandy 
Wilson, who was under trial for murder; 
in trying causes wherein he ¥was interested, 
onthe docket of the Cherokee district court, 
in the case of B. Renn and others v. W. P. 
Britton, and same against Steel and Carter. 

Eighth, Because said judge is generally 
incompetent, and is without the confidence 
of the profession or the people of his dis- 
trict. 

Resolved, That this address be entered 
upon the journals of both houses of this 
Legislature, and that said M. Priest, judge 
of the Fourth Judicial District of this State, 
who is a citizen of Cherokee county, be no- 
tified to appearonthe ..... day of .....- 
1874, and make his defense to the causes 
set out in this address. 

Mr. Smith of Houston, offered the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That the address requesting the 
rénioval of M. Priest Judge of the Fourth 
Judicial District, just read, be referred to 
a joint special committee of five members 
of the House and three on the part of the 
Senate, the Senate concurring therein, and 
that said committee report the proper mode 
of procedure in such case. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Stuart of Falls, offered the following 
resolution: 

WHEREAS, The Thiiteenth Legislature 
passed ‘‘An act to provide for a system of 
common schools in and for the State of 
Texas,” and 

Whereas, Under the provisions of said 
bill the scholastic population of the several 
school distiicts in this State was required to 
be taken by the trustees appointed or elected 


in said districts, and report the same to the 
president of the school directors in and for 
said counties, and they to the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, and until such 
reports had been made under the provisions 
of the law above alluded to, no distribution 
could be had of the common school fund, 
nor was any provision made by which teach- 
ers who had or should organize a free 
school under the provisions of this law could 
receive any compensation until a full and 
complete compliance with this law had been 
made by act of said school districts; there- 
fore, be it 

” Resolved, That the Committee on Educa- 
tion be instructed to report to this House a 
bill providing relief for those districts and 
school teachers who have complied with the 
requirements of said law, at their earliest 
convenience, and any change that in their 
pinion would be more efficient to geta full 
return of the scholastic population of this 
State. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Rainey presented the following ad- 
dress: 

To his Excellency, Richard Coke, Governor af 
the State of Texas: 

The House of Representatives of the 
State of Texas, the Senate concurring there- 
in, do hereby address your Excellency, and 
would represent that one L. W. Cooper, 
Judge of the Third Judicial District, com- 
posed of the counties of Houston, Ange- 
lina and Trinity, is unfit to hold the office 
of Judge of the District Court, for the fol- 
lowing reasons, to-wit: 

First, He is unqualified for the position 
of district Judge, because of the fact that 
hes possessed of NÒ adequate amount of 
legal learning, and is, therefore incompe- 
tent. 

Second, By reason of his incompetency 
he has failed to discharge the duties of his 
office, resulting, in the county of Houston, 
in the obstruction of public justice, by the 
unnecessary accumulation of business, and 
the virtual denial of justice to parties seek- 
ing redress in the judicial tribunals of that 
county. 

Third, The said judge has been guilty of 
gross partiality to his political friends and 
associates in the discharge of his official 
duties, as evidenced by his rulings and offi- 
cial conduct in thé case of The State of 
Texas v. .... Gireaux, the same now pend- 
ing on appeal in the Supreme Court at this 
place, wherein, after a gross perversion of 
the law, in his charge to the jury in the in- 
terest of the said party defendant, he did 
fix the appeal bond at one hundred dollars, 
when the jury had rendered a verdict against 
the defendant for two hundred dollars, he 
being charged with an aggravated assault 
and battery, or false imprisonment, for hav- 
ing as a policeman placed irons and hand- 
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cuffs on acitizen of Houston county, on the 
plea that he had not obeyed E."J. Davis’s 
high handed usurpation, known as his 
« Election order,” in 1871, when said citizen 
had violated no law of the land. And further, 
the said judge then accepted as bondsmen 
Wm. Hood and ........ as the sureties, 
without requiring an oath of them as the 
law provides, and refusing to allow the at- 
torncys sepresenting the State to have their 
solvency tested, when it was then asserted, 
and a notorious fact, that said sureties were 
wholly insolvent; and for other acts and 
rulings insaid cause, evincing a disposition 
to favor the defendant at the expense of 
public justice. Also, for many other acts 
of similar character in numerous cases, 
where the said judge has manifested his 
partiality for his political friends of the 
Radical persuasion, which this House will 
reserve the right hereafter to specify. 

Fouith, For attempting to use and in 
using his official influence as judge afore- 
said in persuading parties prosecuting 
and otheis concetned, and in various 
ways attempfing to defeat the oper- 
ation of the Jaw, by hearing and 
attempting to secure the dismissal of cases 
where parties were charged with grave 
offensesiagainst the law. As evidenced in his 
conduct in certain causes pending in the Dis- 
trict Court of Angelina, styled the State of 
Texas vı Wm. Benner et al, wherein de- 
fendants were charged with murder, and 
thereaftcr for wrongful conduct and erro- 
nious rulings and charge to the jury in said 
cause, whereby he sought to secure the ac- 
quittal of xaid parties, and dia thereby 
secure the acquittal of the defendants at 
the expense of public justice and to the 
scandal of the judicial authority; and for 
many other similar acts throughout his dis- 
trict in the interest of his political and per- 
sonal friends, which this House will reserve 
the nght to hereafter specify. 

Fifth, For his gross and unbearable 
partiality for his son-in-law, H. W. 
Moore, a practicing attorney in his court, 
whereby his whole judicial authority 
and influence arc and have been exerted in 
the interest of the said Moore, both in 
civil and criminal cases, to the prejudice of 
other attorneys of the said court, resulting 
in great injustice to parties litigant, and 
bringing judicial authority into disgrace, 
as evidenced by his nearly every official act 
where the said Moore was concerned, and 
as evinced by his rulings and charge in cause 
of E. M. Collins vs. Thomas F. Cook, now 
pending on appeal in Supreme Court at 
this place, to which reference is made. 
And for many other similar acts, which 
this House reserves the right hereafter to 
specify. : 

Sixth, For presiding in the cause of The 
State of Texas vs. W. D. Taylor, pending 
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in Houstén county, wherein defendant ig 
charged with muider, and making rulings 
therein in the interest of the said Taylor, 
when the said judge had previously been 
engaged as the attorney of the said Tay- 
lor, (and his said son-in-law was then one 
of the attorneys for the said, Taylor,) all in 
contempt of the law, and in utter disregard 
of his official oath. : z 

Seventh, For compounding felony in the 
case of The State v. Abe Smith, pending in 
Houston county, wherein the defendant was 
charged with theft; whereby the said judgė 
did receive the sum of one hundred dollars 
as an inducement for and in consideration 
of his thereafter having the said Smith dis- 
charged, or some such Similar service, where- 
by the said Smith was promised that he 
should not be further troubled in said 
cause ; and that the said judge thereafter 
failed and refused to discharge his duty in 
said cause, and has failed to have said Smith 
brought to trial and has refused; on appli- 
cation of the attorney representing the 
State, to allow a forfeiture taken on said 
Smith’s bond, though the said Smith had re: 
peatedly and uniformly failed and refused 


to attend the said court, as required by his 


said bond, ahd for many other derelictions 
of duty and cotruptions in office, whith this 
House reserves the right hereafter to specify. 

Mr. Denman offered the following reso= 
lution: : 

Resolved, That the address just read, re- 
questing the removal of Judge L. W. 
Cooper, be referred to a joint special com- 
mittee of five members of the House and 
three on the part of the Senate, the Senate 
concurring therein, and that said committee 
report the proper mode of procedure in 
such case.

The undersigned, from the Committee on 
Finance, asks leave to express his dissent 
from the report made by its chairman, Hon. 
W. L. Moody, adverse to the petition of the 
citizens of Montgomery county, who—from 
their necessitous condition, arising from 
the destruction of their crops of corn as 
well as cotton—ask not a donation of their 
taxes for the year 1873, but merely an ex- 
tension of time for the payment of the same 
until they can realize from the coming crop 
the means for paying them. 

The grounds taken by the committee in 
refusing the relief prayed for, are: First, 
That if relief be afforded to Montgomery 
county, other counties would come claiming 
like exemption, Second, That provisions 
of this nature may now be inhibited by the 
operation of the lately adopted amend- 
ments to the Gonstitution, 

The first -objection offered by the com- 
mittee does not seem to admit the exercise 
by the Legislature of a just and feeling 
discrimination between an extremely neces- 
sitous case now urgently needing relief, and 
claims for like extension for the payment 
of their taxes, by counties whose condition 
do not require it, but to whom it might 
otherwise prove convenient. : 

Was the principle involved in this propo- 
sitien to be made by the Legislature one of 
general application, much that is due to 
the interests of the country and much that 
would be serviceable to humanity, would be 
left undone, lest imposition might. be prac- 
tised, or because the desired results might 
not be attained. 

It is fair to believe that other counties, 
with the exception of Grimes county, do 
not necd relief, or application would have 
been made for it to the Legislature, and 
thence the possibility of such claim bemg 
made, if relief be granted in this instance, 
should be no giound for denial of ie- 
lief, where it is so much needed. The 
Legislature would certainly retain its 
right to determine the merits ‘or ne- 
cessities of such other claims as 
might be presented for its consideration. 
Relief of this characte: is not without ap- 
propriate precedent. It was granted in 
187- to Orange county, when that county 
was devastated by storms—an instance to 
which that of Montgomery county is 
closely parallel, the crops of the latter 
county having been destroyed by excessive 
and continuous 1ains during the entire crop 
season, 

From an examination of the lately 
adopted “amendments,” it does not appear 
that its restraints will apply in this case. 
No general law is needed, or applicable, 
Where but one or two counties need relief, 
and the nature of the rehef sought is not, 


fied inhibitions of the “amendments.” 
Provisions may be made requiring such 
persons as may need relief to make due 
proof by affidavit, sustained by the evi- 
dence and affidavits of two or more disin- 
terested persons, before they may be allowed 
to enjoy the benefit of an extension of 
time for the payment of their taxes, with 
appropriate penalties for making false state- 


!ments, to be duly inquired of by the 


grand juries of the county, under the 
proper charge of the judge of the district 
court. 

Such precautionary provisions against 
imposition will effectually prevent and re- 
strain allpersons, whose necessities cannot 
be fully verified by credible and disinter- 
ested witnesses, from taking improper ad- 
vantages of such measures of rehef as may 
be afforded by the Legislature in behalf of 
those persons actually needing it. 

The Legislature is respectfully asked to 
take tender consideration of the unfortu- 
nate condition of a large number of the 
citizens of Montgomery county, whose per- 
sonal property of every kind—horses, mules, 
wagons, oxen, plows and implements of hus- 
bandry, now actually necessary to them 
wherewith to make this year’s crops—will be 
taken and sold under the stringent, now 
oppressing, provisions of the tax; laws un- 
less relief be granted to them. 

From the sales of personal property little 
revenue will acciue to the State. ` For very 
sympathy and like inability on the part of 
the community there will be no purchasers 
of the property sold for taxes. The prop- 
erty sold wili thence be bought in for ac- 
count of the State, and it is casy to see 
what will become of it in the hands of the 
officer, subject as 1t will be to the expense 
of keeping, waste or misappropriation, while 
without benefit to the State the unfortunate 
farmer will be deprived of the means of 
making a support for his destitute and help- 
less family. g 

The undersigned respectfully asks for his 
constituents that their petition and the re- 
port of the majority of the Finance Com- 
muttee be recommitted to a special commit- 
tee—on which he asks to be excused from 
serving—to be appointed by the Speaker, 
to take further consideration of the premi- 
ses.

Fourth, That the said Wheeler, with full 
knowledge of the fact that he would not 
be in attenđance at the times and places 
prescribed by law for holding the terms of 
the District Courts in the several counties 
of his district, has invariably representéd 
to those interested that he would at all 
events hold a teim of said court, thereby 
entailing heavy and unnecessary expense 
upon the several counties and upon parties 
litigant in his district.

Mr. Cochran submitted the following mi- 
nority report: 

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives : 

A minority of your special committee on 
branching the Supreme Court, to whom was 
referred House bill No. 146, requiring them 
to consider and report as to the most proper 
and suitable places of holding the other 
two branches of the Supreme Court of this 
State, other than the city of Austin, beg 
leave to make a minority report, dissenting 
from the report of the majority of your 
special committee, for and upon the follow- 
ing reasons: è 

First, It appeared that the city of Hous- 
ton, a prominent candidate for the location 
_of one of the branches of said Supreme 

Court had no representative apon that com- 
mittee. 

Second, That while we do not propose to 
detract from the city of Tyler any merits 
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that she can justly claim, disclaiming’ at 
the same time, any selfish motives of pecu- 
niary interest in the location of any branch 
of said Supreme Court at any place, and 
actuated only by a desire to secure the 
greatest good to the greatest number, and 
believing that this can only be accomplished. 
by a due consideration and respect for geo- 
graphical position, population, location, 
natural and acquired advantages of the 


| places to be selected for the holding of said. 


Supreme Court, would respectfully state 
that the city of Dallas has the advantage 
over Tyler in all these respects. By refer- 
ring to the map of the State of Texas, we 
find that the dity of Dallas is the most cen- 


tral point north of the city of Austin. We- 


find that the distance from Red River 
to>the city of Dalas is equal to 
the distance from Dallas to the parallel 
which equally divides the distance from 
Dallas to Austin. We also find thai Dallas 
is about two hundred miles west of the eas- 
tern boundary line of the State, and about 
two hundred and fifty miles east of the mest 
western settlements, directly west of the 
city of Dallas, and near five hundred miles 
east of the western boundary line of the 
State. It is clearly perceivable that the city 
of Dallas is the geographical centre of the 
present inhabited portion of the State in 
which one branch of the Supreme Court is 
to be located, and that Tyler is too far east 
of the above mentioned section of the State, 
being only about one hundred miles due 
west from the east boundary line of the 
State and about four hundred miles east of 
the extreme settlements on the west. Be- 
sides, the city of Dallas has a population of 
ten thousand inhabitants, while Tyler has 
only about four thousand five hundred. 
Besides, the city of Dallas is located in a 
healthy section of country, surrounded by 
a rich and fertile soil, with a thrifty, indus- 
trious, energetic and rapidly increasing 
population, accessible by railroads from the 
east, north and south, and destined soon to 
become the railroad centre of the State. 
We further claim that some consideration 
should be given to the wants of the rapidly 
growing West, and would respectfully rep- 
“resent that the city of Tyler is entirely too 
far east for their convenience, and that, in 
our opinion, all those living between the 
two branches of the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
road, as far east as Texarkana along the 
line to Sherman, and as far east as Jeffcrson 
along the line to Dallas, and especially 
those living west cf the Texas Central, 
would prefer coming to Austin even, rather 
than go to Tyler, as those living west of 
the Texas Central would either have to 
travel the dirt road to Tyler, or else leave 
their horses in the livery stables of the rail- 
road stations at enormous costs in order to 
reach Tyler by rail. Taking into consider- 
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tion the geographical advantages of Dallas 
over Tyler, together with the facts, that 
Dallas as a commercial city, is second to but 
two others in the State, and her rapid in- 
crease in population, rising in the short 
space of twelve months, from four thousand 
to ten thousand inhabitants, together with 
a brilliant prospectof doubling her popula- 
tion in the near future, and destined soon 
to be the railroad centre of the great State 
of Texas, and that she has a court house 
built of hard rock almost equal to the capi- 
tol building in Austin, being one hundred 
and twenty feet long, and sixty-six feet 
wide, two stories high, with two upper 
rooms of sixty-six by sixty feet each, with 
ample jury rooms—of which she proposes 
to furnish one sufficient and commodious 
room for the holding of the Supreme Court 
in, with sufficient jury and library rooms; 
all free of chargeto the State—we would 
respectfully ask that the claims of the city 
of Dallas be duly weighed and considered. 
Hoping that the greatest good may accrue 
to the greatest number, we most respect- 
fully ask that this ‘minority report be pro- 
perly received and favorably considered.

In this estimate of deficiencies is not in- 
cluded the debt due the available school 
fund, supposed to be about $60,000, nor the 
mileage and per diem, or any ot the expen- 
ses attending the session of your honorable 
bodies, the 14th Legislature. Nor does it 
include the expense of maintaining the fron- 
tier force called cut by my predecessor, by 
circular letter, dated November 1, 1873, 
an estimate of which, up to the first of March 
1874, amounting to $108,616.00, made by 
Adjutant General Steele, at my request, is 


; bonds are in the vault of the treasury, as 


shown in report of the Treasurer. 

I call the attention of your honorable 
bodies to the explanatory note attached to 
the Treasurer’s statement, which shows that 
the $36,078. '75 in currency, and $94.56 specie, 
of State revenue, which appears to be in the 
Treasury, subject to draft for expenses of 
the government, is really not there, because 
that amount is greatly less than the debt 
due from State revenue to the available 
schoolfund. Theconstitution requires that 


one-fourth of the revenue receipts shall go 


to the available school fund, and the fact is, 
that since the commencement of the present 
fiscal year, only $17,513.89 has been paid 
to that fund, when about $100,000 should 
have gone to its credit; and after placing 
the $36,078.75 currency, and $94.56 specie, 
alluded to above, to the credit of the avail- 
able school fund, State revenue-will still be 
indebted to that fund nearly $60,000 ; so 
that the report of the Treasurer shows when 
he come into possession, and now, not only 
not one dollar in the treasury subject to 
payment of expenses of the government, but 
apart of the constitutional school va 
used for general revenue purposes, which 
must be 1eplaced out of the State reveñue 
when collected. 

I commend to the consideration of your 
honorable bodies the statement of the Treas- 
urer, with reference to payment of interest 
on bonds falling due March f; 1874, and 
will add interest falling due September 1, 
1874, on bonds, for payment of which, so 
indispensable to a preservation of the State 
credit, we can only look to State revenue. 

The report of the Comptroller shows the 
amounts to be paid respectively in March, 
and September. I have directed the Treas- 
urer to make immediate arrangements for 
the prompt payment of the interest falling 
due on first of March, which must be done 
from any State revenue which may be paid 
in. 
Thatthe treasury is empty, we know to 
be a fact.. We are informed by the Treas- 
urerthat he fears we will have to look to 
some other than the ordinary sources of rev- 
enue for the means to pay the interest on 
the bond debt as it falls due. How and 
why this isso, time, and an exploration of 
the confused mass of records in the Treas- 
urer’s and Comptroller’s offices, may develop. 
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However this may be, we have the facts, as 
they now exist, to deal with, and itis proper 
that we understand well what we have to do. 

Your honorable bodies must provide not 
only to meet the interest as it accrues, and 
such of the principal of the public debt as 
js now due, or will fall due before the mcet- 
ing of another Legislature, but must pro- 
vide for the expenses of the governnient 
during the next fiscal year, commencing on 
the first of September, 1874. 

Referring to the Comptroller’s report, we 
find :

This amount, except, perhaps, $100,000, 


is due, and its holders are entitled to de- 
mand it now, at the counter of the treas- 
ury; and the balance will be due in March 
and September next. To meet it, as well 
as the expense attending the session of the 
Fourteenth Legislature, and that to be in- 
curred in maintaining such a system of 
frontier defense as may be established, your 
honorable bodies must provide. 

The amount of State tax assessed for the 
year 1873 was $1,113,890. Of this amount, 
I am informed by the Comptroller, that 
$311,100 has been paid into the treasury; 
leaving a balance of $802,790 still to be 
collected and paid in. One-fourth of that 
amount, when collected, belongs to the 
school fund, which, being taken off, leaves 
$602,148. Deductfrom this amount twenty 
per cent. to cover delinquencies and losses, 
which, I am informed by the Comptroller, 
is less than the per cent. lost for several 
years past, and a balance of $481,714 is left, 
which will be paid into the treasury be- 
tween this and the first of September next, 
for general revenue purposes. A small 
amount, which cannot well be estimated, 
but which past experience leads me to be- 
lieve will be insignificant, may be expected 
from back taxes and delinquent sheriffs. 

In the meantime, the ordinary current ex- 
penses of the government, until the first of 
September next, nearly seven months, 
amounting, say, to five hundred thousand 
dollars, have to be met. 
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A statement of these facts, touching the 
financial condition of the State, will sug- 
gest to your honorable bodies the gravity 
and importance of the questions which we 
must solve. 

It is true that cunsidering her resources 
and capabilities, the public debt of Texas is 
insignificant, but these resources are not 
available in the present exigency, and to 
meet present necessities, the fiscal opera- 
tions of government are now being per- 
formed through the medium of Comptroll- 
ers warrants, and these are fluctuating in 
value from sixty-five to eighty cents on the 
dollar. 

Little or no money is being used. As fast 
as a dollar is paid into the treasury, an obli- 
gation of the State demands it, and it is paid 
out. The expensesof the State, whenever 
she goes into the market as a purchaser, are 
nearly doubled by reason of the depreciation 
of her warrants, the discount being added 
to the priceof the commodity. 

The sheriffs who cullect the resources 
when they bring the fund of the State to 
Austin, it is believed, are often led into im- 
proper uses of it for private gain, by hold- 
ersof warrants, who pay for the privilege of 
delivering it into the treasury in order that 
their warrants may draw the money. 

It is the universal experience of the world 
that nothing tends more to the corruption 
of a government and people than a depycci- 
ated currency. Officials, especially, have 
opportunities for availing themselves of the 
chances for speculation, which, under such 
circumstances, always present themselves. 
Improper use of and speculation with pub- 
lic funds generally ends in fraud and pec- 
ulation. We arenot without numerous il- 
lustrations of the truth of this proposition 
in Texas. Besides, no government can 
maintain itself, in the respect and confi- 
dence of the people, whose administration 
and current expenses are paid for in depre- 
ciated paper. If we would administer the 
government economically, and at the least 
expense, avoid official corruption and pecu- 
lation, and command the esteem and confi- 
dence of the people, we must pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the government in good 
par nioney. 

In order to bring down the expense of 
the administration to a proper economic 
standard, we must only pay market value 
for what the government buys, not that, and 
fifty per cent. besides, to cover discount on 
paper, which, though depreciated, has even- 
tually to be paid in full by the government, 
and to get what must be had, at a fair mar- 
ket price, we must have money to pay for it. 

I hold that no greater misfortune, 
whether in a financial or moral point of 
view, can befall a government than that 
which condemns ıt, under the necessities of 
financial embarrassment, through the me- 
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dium of dishonored paper, to be fleeced by | by the floating debt all claims for money 


speculators and swindled by officials, made 
corrupt, possibly, by opportunity and temp- 
tation. 

When par funds only are used, with 
proper watchfulness, there is no danger of 
fraud; there is no inducement held out to 
officials for improper speculation in, or use 
of public funds; and no margin for illegiti- 
mate private gain; and the public interests 
will be honestly dealt with. 

In view of these considerations, I recom- 
mend to your honorable bodies to take 
such action as will devote the State revenue, 
coming into the treasury from this time, to 
the satisfaction of claims arising against the 
State on and after the thirteenth of Janu- 
ary, 1874, and to the payment of interest 
on the public debt. This will be considered 
a harsh measure toward the holders of 
claims against the State existing anterior to 
that time, but it must be borne‘in mind 
that we are driven to this course by neces- 
sity, if it i8 adopted. 

The people are already taxed to the ex- 
tent that they are able to bear, and I do not 
believe that your honorable bodies would 
impose additional taxation on them. I 
could not recommend you to do it. 

We could not sell bunds of the State at 
this time, except at a runous sacrifice. The 
country has not yet recovered from the 
shack of the unparalleled financial storm 
through which it has recently passed, and 
out of which it comes strewed with the 
wrecks of ruined credit, and the best secu- 
rities in the great commercial centres twill 
not bring money, except upon discounts 
which no prudent business man is willing 
to make. 7 

Iam not willing to advise you to force 
the bonds of Texas on such a market and at 
such a sacrifice. Itis believed that laterin 
the season, perhaps during the summer, 
when capital is usually not so actively 
employed, and money iš easier of access, 
by which tıme it will be understood that 
the government of Texas is the-choice, and 
can pledge the faith of the people of Texas, 
that Texas securities will biimg probably 
something near their value in New York, 
but they will not do it now. - 

Those two are the only modes known to 
me for raising money, and I cannot at this 
time recommend you to adopt cither of 
them. 

Af we cannot raise money to meet our lia- 
bilities and pay the current expenses of 
the government, then I say use the money 
coming into the treasury to pay the latter, 
and make the best arrangement we can for 
the former; and for this purpose I recom- 
- mend that your honorable bodies provide 
by law for retiring the entire floating debt 
of Texas in existence up to the thirteenth 
day of January, 1874, into bonds. I mean 


against the State, whether in the shape of 
warrants or other claims, which might be 
matured into warrants upon the treasury. 

I recommend that bonds be issued for 
this debt, in such mode as you may pre- 
scribe ; that these bonds be payable in ten 
years, and at the option of the State, in five 
years ; that they bear ten per cent. interest, 
and that the interest be payable semi-annu- 
ally, and that it be provided that whenever 
a bond is executed and delivered, that the 
Treasurer shall set apart, out of the first 
money paid into the treasury, enough to 
pay the first installment of interest, and a 
small per cent. sinking fund, and succes- 
sively after each interest installment is 
paid, again, in the same way to make pro- 
vision for payment of the next install- 
ment, ete. 

I recommend an enactment on the general 
plan of that of May~80, 1873, to which I 
respectfully make reference, with the addi- 
tional provision which will cut off that por- 
tion of the public debt referred to from the 
right to present satisfaction at the treasury. 

As before remarked, this is a measure of 
absolute necessity. If it is not adopted, 
every dollar paid into the treasury will be 


absorbed as fast as it goes in, and the cur- 


rent expenses of the government must be 
paid in warrants, and much of it at a dis- 
count which will make the expense double 
what it would be if money were used. While 
paying and taking up one warrant at full 
face value, we would be issuing two, or 
three, and get for them but little, if any, 
more than half their-face value; these in 
turn to be redeemed at their face value. We 
would be traveling in a circle, the public 
debt acquiring volume and speed in its ac- 
cumulation, in proportion to the number of 
its revolutions. The result would necessa 
rily be that the treasury would remain 
empty, the country would be flooded with 
warrants, and they would depreciate to such 
an extent that all the evils of a worthless 
currency would be upon us. To permit 
these warrants to be taken in payment for 
taxes might be advantageous to a few in- 
dividuals who hold the bulk of them, in 
this, that they would be euabled to get rid 
of them at remunerating prices (for, be- 
fore the session of your h«norable bodies 
commenced, Iam informed that these war- 
rants were bought here at sixty cents on the 
dollar), but the great mass of the people of 
Texas, who never saw one of them, would 
derive none of the benefits, and suffer all 
the evils resulting from it. After taking 
advantage of a temporary advance and sell- 
ing out, these same persons would be in con- 
dition to take advantage of the inevitable 
decline which would surely follow, and 
again reinvest, to hold for another rise. 

If money could be raised to pay off all 
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these demands without too great a sacrifice, 
of course it ought to be done; but if that is 
impossible, I hold it tobe the duty of the 
government to protect itself, and the peo- 
ple, in the administration of its affairs, just 
as a prudent, practical business man would 
doin a period of temporary embarrassment— 
that is, to so manage its affairs as to amply 
secure its creditors and pay them well for 
the delay ot settlement, and at the same time 
protect itself against unreasonable sacri- 
fice. The bonds into which it is suggested 
that these warrants be funded, I venture 
the assertion, are not excelled by any secu- 
rity in the State as a profitable investment 
for capital. Running for a comparatively 
short time, bearing ten per cent. intcrest, 
payable semi-annually and secured beyond 
doubt, capital will seek investment in them, 
and I venture the prediction that ninety 
days will not elapse after the passage of the 
law, if if is passed, before these bonds will 
be worth ninety cents on the dollar, because 
they will be intrinsically worth par, and 


_ even apremium. On the other hand, the 


warrants proposed to be retired have not 
averaged more than seventy cents on the 
dollar, under circumstances much more fa- 
vorable to their value than would exist here- 
after if they are not funded. It is my firm 
conviction that funded, as I suggest, these 
claims against the State will be worth twenty 
cents on the dollar more than in their pres- 
ent shape. 

This portion of the public debt is held ex- 
clusively by the people of Texas, and they 
will understand that the necessities of the 
country demand this course. They will not 
see init any breach of faith on the part of 


* the government. On the contrary, they 


will recognize the fact to be that this ad- 
ministration is compelled to provide for a 
public exigency, which neither it nor the 
people of Texas had any agency in bringing 
about; and that we have no option but to 
deal with facts as we find them in the 
mode least detrimental to the public inter- 
ests. 

If my suggestions as to the best mode of 
dealing with this subject should not meet 
the concurrence of your honorable bodies, I 
shall look to the wisdom of your two Houses 
for some other plan to relieve the State of 
financial embarrassment, and tender my 
cordial co-operation in any other that may 
reasonably promise the desired result. I 
must, however, be permitted to reiterate my 
clear conviction that any plan which fails 
to provide par funds to meet the ordinary 
expenses of- administering the government 
will fall skort of the demands of a proper 
policy. 

If it were probable that State bonds could 
be sold without too great a sacrifice, I 
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information is that this is an exceedingly 
unpropitious time for such an operation, 
and that no such sale can be effected except 
at great sacrifice. 

During the ensuing summer money may 
be easier, and sales that would be satisfac- 
tory might possibly be made. I suggest 
for the reflection of your honorable bodies 
another alternative, which, if if is peferable 
to you, will be entirely satisfactory to me as 
a solution of our trouble, and which might 
be preferred by the holders of the debt 
proposed to be funded. It is to suspend the 
payment of that debt for a period of time, 
say twelve months, to be paid earlier upon 
notice by the Comptroller that funds had 
been raised for the purpose. In order to 
raise money it would become necessary for 
your honorable bodies to provide by appro- 
priate enactment for the issue and sale of 
bonds. - ' 

It is believed that during the next twelve 
months a sale may be effected of State se- 
curities on terms that would involve no 
greater sacrifice than ought to be made for 
the purpose of paying off the creditors of 
the State. Bonds could most. probably be 
sold during the summer ; they ought to be 
sold at the earliest possible moment, if this 
plan is adopted. It would be better for the 
State to submit to a small sacrifice than 
throw a heavier loss upon the holders of 
her paper. 

Isuggest twelve months, because ashof€er 
time, say six months, would probably place 
it in the power of interested persons to 
take advantage of the necessities of the 
State by depressing the value of her secu- 
rities. This plan, like the other, will re- 
serve the revenues coming into the treas- 
ury for payment of the current expenses of 
the government, a result the accomplish- 
ment of which I deem of paramount im- 
portance. I believe it the best policy for 
the Legislature, either by funding in the 
mode proposed, or by the issue and sale of 
bonds, as soon as it can be done without 
too great a sacrifice, to provide for placing 
the finances of the State upon a solid, sta- 
ble basis, so that no more expedients will 
have hereafter to be resorted to. We ought 
to settle what we now owe in as short a 
time as possible, and pay as we go here- 
after. If payment of these claims is sus- 
pended, as suggested, justice would require 
that interest be paid on them. 

The grand total of the value of real and 
personal property in Texas, upon which 
taxes for the next fiscal year will be col- 
lected, 1s estimated by the Comptroller at 
$240,000,000, and the occupation tax is 
estimated at $250,000. Itis believed that 
the latter is considerably underestimated, 
while the former is at least as small as it

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nary expenses of the government, embraced 
in the Comptioller’s estimate for the next 
fiscal year, his estimate of the amount neces- 
sary for this purpose being $1,000,800. 
And itis beheved that out of this amount 
may also be paid the interest on the bond 
debt, including the floating debt, whether 
funded or paid by sale of bonds. l 
Accompanying this will be found a copy 
of the repoit ot A. Bledsoe, late Comp- 
troller of Public Accouuts, for the fiscal 
year terminating August 31, 1873, to which 
I respectfully refer your honorable bodies. 
Twill state for the information of your 
honorable bodies, that the bonds described 
in an act entitled ‘‘Anactto effect a loan to 
meet deficiencies in the revenue,” approved 
May 81, 1873, which in said act the Gover- 
nor of this State was authorized to sell, are 
still in New York unsold. These bonds 
amount to $900,000. Upon a portion of 
them, hypothecated with Wilhams & Guion, 
of New York, according to the accompany- 
ing report of Comptroller Darden, the sum 
of $327,074 70 has been advanced, as perre- 
port of ex-Governor Davis on file in that 
office. The amount of interest due on this 
money advanced 1s shown in the Comp- 
trollez’s report to be, up to September 1, 
1874, $84,500. I am informed that a suit 


is pending m the city of New York by the_ 


Messrs. Williams & Guion against certain of 
the Jate officers of the State government of 
Texas, in which it is sought to procure a 
decree subjecting the hypothecated bonds 
to judicial sale for the payment of the 
money advanced on them. Upon hearing 
this I telegraphed the Farmers’ Loan and 
Tiust Company of the city of New York, 
with whom the iemainder of these Texas 
bonds are deposited, to see that this suit is 
properly defended. 

The forty-three bonds refered to in the 
above revited act of May 31, 1873, claimed 
to have been fraudulently obtained from 
Raymond & Whitis, and for which no con- 
sideration has ever been received by the 
State, remain as heretofore in the hands of 
claimants in New York. 

1 recommend the passage by your honor- 
able bodies of a joint resolution pledgin 
the faith and credit of the State for the 
prompt payment, principal and interest, of 
the bonds authorized, under the act of May 
31, 1873, to be sold, believing 1t would 
strengthen public confidence in these bonds, 
and aid materially their sale for a fair price. 
It will be remembered that under existing 
law, the proceeds of sale of these bonds 
when sold go into the treasury, to be ap- 
pled to the payment of all claims upon the 
State arising upon appropriations made by 
- law for the support of the State govern- 

ment ; and in devising ways and means, I 
suggest that your honorable bodies take 
these bonds into the estimate. I recommend

that the tax law be carefully revised, with 
a view to increase the efficiency of the sys- 
tem of assessment and collection of taxes. 
It is believed that a large per cent. of the 
property in Texas, especially real estate, is 
not assessed, and bears no part of the bur- 
den of supporting the government. A fair 
assessment, close collection and honest pay- 
ment of the tax into the treasury would, I 
make no question, increase the revenues of 
the State ove-third. Iam informed in the 
Comptroller’s office, that twenty-five per 
cent. 1s the average loss, for several years 
past, of the amount of tax assessed. If we 
add to that the tax on property not assessed 
at all, it will be seen that my estimate is not 
an exaggerated one. I suggest an inquiry into 
the propriety of giving the Comptroller 
of Public Accounts greater authority over 
the action of the assessing and collecting 
agents of the revenue, believing it possible 
that their efficiency might, by a judicious 
enlargement of the jurisdiction of that offi- 
cer over them, be greatly increased. Iin- 
voke from your honorable bodies the most 
mature deliberation and consideration of our 
financial condition. Everything depends 
npon the wisdom of our action touching 
that subject. Financial problems have al- 
ways been the most important and the most 
difficult of solution with which the states- 
man has had to deal. The operation of the 
whole machinery of government depends 
upon the soundness and wisdom of the finan- 
cial policy which moves it. Fortunately 
for Texas, her embarrassment is only tem- 
porary, and results from causes which do 
not reflect upon the wisdom of her people 
or statesmen, neither of whom have had any 
voice or choice in bringing about the trou- 
bles we now have to meet. With her vast 
resources and rapidly increasing taxable 
values, the public debt of Texas is as noth- 
ing. 
It embarrasses us now only because the 
revenues which have been paid by the peo- 
ple, and should have prevented the accumu- 
lation of debt, have been squandered and 
filched by those whom a cruel fortune 
placed in her offices of trust. We must 
remember that the honor and interests of 
Texas aie in our keeping, and so shape our 
action that no detriment shall come to 
either. Having the utmost confidence in 
the wisdom and patriotism of your honor- 
able bodies, and believing that your efforts 
will be equal to the demands of the occa- 
sion, I stand ready to co-operate with you 
in any action which may be believed neces- 
sary to the welfare of the people of Texas, 
or to the honor of the State.

REPORT OF STATE TREASURER. 


The accompanying statement shows the 
condition of the State Tieasury at the date 
of its vacation by the late Treasurer. By 
1eference to the State revenue account, it 
would appear that there is a balance on 
hand which might be used in payment of 
the expenses of the government, which is 
not the true condition of the account. Itis 
in debt to the available school fund, and a 
fourth of all receipts since the beginning of 


the present fiscal year, with the exception of 
oo | $17,513 89, transferred to that account No- 
yember 30, 1873—the law requiring that 
one-fourth of all taxes collected shall be 
placed to the credit of that fund. 

The cash balance to the various funds ag- 
gregated show the amount of money turned 
over to me by the late Treasury. The bonds 
I find also as stated. In addition to the 
above funds there is also in the Treasury 
$98,500 of 10 per cent. State bonds, issued 
under act of May 30, 1873, for funding State 
warrants, being the balance of $150,000 de- 
posited by the Comptroller with the Treas- 
urer, September 20, 1873. I shall have to 
look to the revenue account to procure 
means with which to pay the interest ón the 
State debt due March 1, 1874, and with its 
present deficit other resources will have to 
be looked to. There area number of bonds 
which will fall due in 1877, for which the 
law 1equires an interest and sinking fund to 
be set aside. I find that nothing has been 
done in that direction.

Your Committee on Benevolent Institu- 
tions beg leave to report that they have vis- 
ited the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
and after a thorough examination find the 
same in a satisfactory condition, so far as 
the immediate management is concerned. 

The pupils appear to be in excellent 
health, are well cared for, and are being ad- 
vanced in moral and intellectual culture to 
a degree truly commendable to the superin- 
tendent, and all others entrusted with these 
high duties. The rooms, bedding, etc., are 
kept scrupulously neat and comfortable, 
while the entire institution, both indoors- 
and out, has the appearance of cheerfulness 
—making this truly a happy home for this 
unfortunate class of our people. 

But your committee wish to call your 
attention to what they conceive to be a 
great oversight in the conduct of this in- 


stitution. While it is of, the first im- 
portance to cultivate the minds of 


the deaf mutes of our State, so that they 
_ may have a proper conceptien of their cre- 
ation, and be prepared tor social and irtel- 
lectual enjoyment itis ceitainly of vital im- 
portance to their welfare in after life to un- 


the pupils and the State largely increased, 
Your committee would also call attention 
to the expenses of the institution. From 
the report of the superintendent, it appears 
that the cost to the State of each pupil, per 
annum, is about five hundied dollars. This 
large cost is owing, forthe most part, to the 
present depreciation of treasury war- 
rants, in consequence of which the 
State is compelled to pay for supplies for 
the institution at a rmmous discount, and 
until the financial condition of the State is 
improved, this evil must continue to exist.

framing a constitution. We do not conceive 
that it was contemplated by our constitu- 
encies that we should arrogate to ourselves 
the power of framing the organic law of the 
land, nor were we, in our opinion, elected for 
a purpose so foreign to their intention. The 
usurpation of power would be so flagrant, 
the precedent so startling, as to create in the 
minds of all thoughtful men the gravest 
anxiety. Since the establishment of the 
Fedeial Union, the uniform mode of pro- 
cedure concurred in- with an almost uv- 
varying unanimity by all the States in 
framing their organic law has been to as- 
semble delegates for that especial purpose 
direct fiom the people. So long has this 
rule of procedure obtained, and soe satis- 
factory has been its results, that it is now 


firmly established as the common law of 


this Republic We believe that should this 
commission be constituted, that the over- 
shadowing influence of powerful, unscru- 
pulous and wealthy railway companies will 
be biought t> bear with peculiar force upon 
the small number of men composing this 
commission, with a view to mould the or- 
ganic law of the land so as to subserve their 
purposes. Your committee are satisfied that 
no undue influence whatsoever will be 
brought to bear upon this commission by 
the Executive of this State, nor by the bon- 
orable Judges of the Supreme Court, 
nor do your committee anticipate that 
any of the departmental officers hold- 
ing under the present Constitution, 
a tenure of office for four years, would un- 
dertake for a moment to influence the ac- 
tion of this commission, yet, in the opin- 
ion ef the committee, the opportunity af- 
forded by the foimation of this royal 
commission for the exercise of improper 
influencesis repugnant to every principle 
of Democracy, and every dictate of right. 
Will it not be said by the great mass of 
the people of Texas, should the present in- 
cumbents be continued in power, that un- 
due influences were brought to bear upon 
this plenipotential commission which gia- 


ereignty of a great and intelligent people? 
Yet is it advisable that a sweeping change 
be made in the otheers of State who so 
universally command the esteem of all true 
men? Can a commission assume that most

responsible task of determining whether or 
not the present. State officers shall con- 
tinue in power or a new clection be 
declared under the provisions of the Con- 
stitution they may frame and submit? The 
present officers of the government would 
naturally feel a great hesitancy and deli- 
cacy in being confirmed in positions by any 
other authority than that invoked by the 
people in the exercise of their inherent sov- 
ereignty. : 

The very fact of the establishment of a 
commission is, in our opinion, anti-Demo- 
cratic—it evidences centralization; « fear 
of the people; an unwillingness to trust 
them with the destines of their State. 

It is a reflection upon the intelligence of 
the people, and an egotistic assumption of 
the superior attainments, knowledge and 
qualifications of the Fouiteenth Legislature. 

We believe that a Constitution, to meet 
the varied and diverse interests of an em- 
pire State must necessarily be carved out of 
concession and compromise, and that dele- 
gates specially authorized to exercise their 
judgment in concessions and compromises 
only should undertake this grave duty. 
Should the precedent once be established 
that a body elected asa Legislature to frame 
laws under an existing Constitution, areem- 
powered to frame constitutions by commis- 
sions, with what hesitancy would the peo- 
ple elect their next legislative assembly? If 
one Legislature can assume this power, all 
subsequent Legislatures can do likewise, 
and an ever-varying, ever-changing and un- 
settled organic law would be the result. 
We believe that it becomes Democrats, who 
are proud of their history and jealous of 
their honor, not to abandon our principles 
by delegating our most sacred rights to any 
commission, however honored or pure, and 
we sincerely trust that a measuie of such 
doubtful expediency and fraught with so 
much danger, will commend not itself to 
our associates in the House. 

Should a commission be established, not 
more hopeless was the cause of the luckless 
Peri when ‘‘ the chrys-al bar of Eden moved 
not,” than will be the condition of the un- 
fortunate Fourteenth Legislature, when 
they are forced to confront the Democrats 
of Texas, who have demanded in no uncer- 
tain voice a convention from the people. 

Your minority of said committee, there- 
fore, with all due deference to the report of 
the majority, respectfully recommend the 
adoption of the accompanying resolution.

Your Committee on Engrossed Bills have 
carefully examined the following House bills 
to-wit: House bill No. 51, “An act toau- 
thorize parties in certain cases to sue m the 
district courts for headright certificates and 
bounty and donation warrants, and to pro- 
vide for the issuing of such certificates ;” 
House bill No 78, “An act to amend ‘An 
act to organize courts of justices of the 
peace, and county courts, and define their 
jurisdiction and duties,’” approved August 
13, 1870; House bill No. 181, “An act to 
amend section twenty-nine of an act entitled 
‘An act prescribing the times of holding the 
district courts in the several judicial dis- 
tricts of the State,’ approved August 10, 
1870; and find each correctly engrossed.

Mr. Storey presented the following ad- 
dress to his Excellency Governor Coke, 1e- 
questing the removal of J. B. Williamson, 
judge Sixth Judicial District, with accom- 
panying resolution: 

To His Excellency Richard Coke, Governor of 
the State of Texas: 

The House of Representatives of the State 
of Texas, the Senate concuiring therein, do 


address your Excellency, and state that one 
J. B. Williamson, who now holds the office 
of District Judge of the sixth Judicial Dis- 
trict, in the State of Texas, composed of 
the counties of Harrison and Rusk, is unfit 
to hold said office. And we, the House of 
Representatives and Senate, do request that 
the said J. B. Williamson, be removed from 
said office for the following 1easons, reserv- 
ing the right to add additional causes for 
his removal: *-- 

First. Zncompetency—in this, that the said 
J. B. Williamson is not sufficiently learned 
in the law, and has not the mental capacity 
to become so learned. 

That the said J. B. Williamson, is not 
sufficiently leaned in tbo practice and the 
rules of practice of the courts of this State. 

That the said J. B. Williamson is unable 
by reason of lus said incompetency, to 
submit to a jury a general charge of the 
law, in a case of any complication, 
and has adopted, as almost an universal 
practice in civil cases, in the cout of 
the Sixth Judicial District, submitting spe- 
cial issues to be found by the jury, in many 
cases numbering as high as thirty to forty. 
And for many other reasons is the said J. 
B. Williamson incompetent to the office of 
district judge. : 

Second. Neglect of duty—in this, the said 
J. B. Williamson does, asa usual thing, 
hinder and delay the business of the district 
court in the said Sixth District, and espe- 
cially of the District Court in the county of 
Harrison in said district, by convening said 
court at a late hour; and during the ses- 
sions very frequently sitting on the beach 
for an hour, sometimes for hours, apparently 
in no wise engaged, doing no business and 
allowing none to be done, while litigants, 
witnesses, jurors and attorneys are idly 
waiting, to the great detriment of the busi- 
ness of the court and the county; and 
in frequently adjourning the court to. 
a particular time and in not open- 
ing the court for hours thereafter. 
And in refusing to give any information to 
parties, attorneys or the officers of the court, 
as to what time the court would be opened, 
thereby keeping in attendance, in and about 
the court house, for such indefinite time, 
parties, jurors, witnesses and attorneys, to 
the great detriment of the business of the 
court and the county ; and in failing and 
refusing to call the motion docket or to 
hear motions, until the last day of the term 
of the court, during, as in Harrison county, 
a session of eight weeks ; and failing and 
refusing to give any judgmeut on motions 
in said court till the last day of said terms, 
thereby depriving parties of an opportunity 
of making proper preparation of cases for 
appeal; and in withholding judgments on 
special verdicts returned by juries, for 
weeks at a lime, and until the last day of 
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parties of the necessary time to prepare 
cases for appeal, and driving them to the 
necessity of preparing and filing statements 
of facts, after the adjournment of the 
court, a practice prohibited by the statute. 

That at the . ...... term of the District 
Cout of Harrison county, in the case of 
Morrison and Woodson v, S. G. Alexander 
et al., said cause having been tried about the 
thiid week of said term, the jury returning 
a special verdict, under the direction of the 
court, the said Williamson as judge of said 
court failed and refused to render a judg- 
ment upon said verdict. after repeated ap- 
plications of plaintiffs’ attorneys therefor, 
the said term of said court remaining in 
session at least four weeks after the re- 
turning of said verdict, rendering it neces- 
sary for said plaintiffs to move at a subse- 
quent term of said court for a judgment on 
said verdict, thereby and by such means, 
prevented and defeated said plaintiffs from 
preparing said cause for appeal to the Su- 
pleme Court, and rendering it necessary for 
said plaintiffs to abide the said judgment 
rendered at the subsequent term of said 
court to their great damage. 

Third. And for other reasonable causes—in 
this, that about the early part of the year 
1871, the said J. B, Williamson, then being 
judge of said district, did with others, es- 
tablish, own and publish, and caused to be 
published, a newspaper in the city of Mar- 
shall, in said Sixth District, known and called 
the Marshall Weelly.” And did cause and 
procure the said newspaper, to be by Gover- 
nor E. J. Davis, designated as the official 
publishing journal for the said Sixth Dis- 
trict. under the provisions of the act of the 
Twelfth Legislature, known as the ‘‘print- 
ing bill.” And the said Williamson, with 
the said other persons., did accept, receive 
and publish all the official publications in 
said district, in said newspaper, for which 
they, the said owners and managers of said 
paper, with the full knowledge and appro- 
bation of said Williamson, did demand, 
charge and receive, from twenty-five to two 
hundied per cent, more than they, by the 
statute, were authorized to charge and re- 
ceive. i 

That at the term of the District Court of 
Harrison county, one Wm. Mumbdenstock, 
who was then the proprietor of said news- 
Paper, was indicted by the grard jury of 
said county of Harrison, for demanding and 
receiving greater fees for said publications 
than was authorized by law. And the said 
Williamson, at the same term of said court, 
- he then being interested in said paper and 
put owner thereof. dismissed said bills of 
indictment and discharged said Mumbden- 
stock from arrest. 

That the district attorney of said district, 


at said term of the court, at which said in- 
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the term of the court, thereby ‘depriving dictments were found, declined and refused 


to prepare said bills against the said Mumb- 
denstock and did refuse to prepare bills 
against other officers of said county of Har- 
rison and of the said city of Marshall, at the 
request of the grand jury, and said grand jury 
procured} said bills to be prepared by other 
attorneys at law. And the said Williamson 
being informed of such facts, at the next 
term of said district court, in his charge to 
the grand jury, instructed them that they 
could look alone tothe district attorney for 
advice and to prepare bills of indictment, 
and that if they or any of them sought in- 
formation and advice and the preparation 
of hills from any other person, tbat he 
would visitupon them fines therefor and im- 
prisonment if necessary, And if any other 
person or persons offered to render them 
such assistance that he charged them 
to report such person to the court, and that 
for such contempt he would impose upon 
such peison the heaviest fine, thereby seek- 
ing to protect and shield the said officials 
from punishment for crimes and misde- 
meanors of which they were suspected of 
having committed, and prevent and hinder 
any investigation into the official conduct of 
said officials. 

That about the first of June, 1871, the 
said Williamson did write, prepare and 
cause to be published in said Marshall 
Weekly a false, bitter and denunciafory arti- 
cle against the people of Marshall and Har- 
lison county, charging them with riot and 
riotous spirit, and urging upon the authori- 
ties the immediate necessity of sending to 
Marshall a large force of armed State police 
to preserve peace and quiet there, and to 
protect him in holding court then in ses- 
sion; and did, with others of his political 
partisans, by telegraph and otherwise, urge 
upon Governor E. J. Davis to send at once 
an armed force of State policeto Marshall to 
preserve peace and orderand to protect bim 
in holding the court, falsely representing to 
the Governor that there was then prevailing 
there a state of riot. All of which he and 
his associates then knew to be false. 

The said Williamson wrote and caused to 
be published in said newspaper about the 
. .. dayoff 1872, a false and slanderous ar- 
ticle of and concerning the arrest of one 
John Roberts, and with a view and intent to 
prejudice the public against said Roberts, 
there being then in the District Court of 
Harrison county an indictment pending 
against said Roberts for murder, and upon 
the trial of which cause at that term of the 
court, the said Roberts was found not 
guilty. 

That upon the trial of said cause against 
the said Roberts, Wm. H. Pope, Esq., as at- 
torney for the defendant, in his address to 
the jury, in urging the jury to try the case 
upon the law and the facts, and to disregard 
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any and all outsideinfluences, alluded to the 
said article in the said newspaper, and the 
probable effect which the same might have 
upon their deliberations and conclusions, 
urging them to guard against such influences 
and their effects, whereupon and for which 
reason the said Williamson, then presiding 
as said judge, fined the said attorney the sum 
of twenty-five dollars. 

That the said Williamson did about the 
.... day of 1872, he then being judge as 
aforesaid, counsel and advise one C. G. 
Stephens, who was then acting as and pre- 
tending to be mayor of the city of Mar- 
shall aforesaid, to arrest and imprison one 
James H. Yan Hook, a highly respectable 
citizen of said city of Marshall and a re- 
sponsible merchant and manufacturer of said 
city, for the refusal of said Van Hook, to 
pay a certain tax imposed by the board of 
aldermen of said city, and which the said 
Van Hook claimed to be illegal, and de- 
sired to test the same in the courts. But 
the said Williamson conspiring with the 
said Stephens and with the malicious in- 
tent to extort said tax from said Van Hook, 
believing the said Van Hook would pay 
said tax before he would be imprisoned in 
the county jail for any length of time, in- 
formed said Stephens of the day upon which 
he, the said Williamson would lcave said 
town for the Rusk county District Court, and 
advised and counseled said Stephens to cause 
said Van Hook to be arrested upon his de- 
parture, and there being no district judge 
near who would grant the writ of habeas 
corpus; that imprisonment of said Van Hook 
for at least a day would result ; and upon 
the advice aforesaid, said Stephens acted, 

-and the said Van Hook was imprisoned in 
the county jail, and to liberate himself did 
pay said illegal tax. 

That at the next term of said district 
court thereafter, the said Stephens was in- 
dicted for the said false imprisonment of 
said Wan Hook, and tried at the same term, 
was found guilty and fined in the sum of 
two hundred dollars. 

That said Williamson, then presiding in 
said court, immediately upon the return of 
said verdict, inquired of defendant’s attor- 
neys if they would move for a new trial, 
and upon being answered affirmatively, he 
replied, if in common form it was granted; 
and then, while the motion was being pre- 
pared, the same was by the court granted 
and the defendant discharged on his bail, 
and soon thereafter fled the country and is 
now a fugitive from justice. 

That thesaid Williamson did about the ... 
term 1871, remove from the office of justice 
of the peace of precinct No. 3 in said county 
of Harrison, the same being the precinct of 
the county seat in said county, H. D. Smith, 
who was then the presiding justice in said 
county, without any information or indict- 


ment, with the intent, conspiring with other 
persons and political partisans of the said 
Williamson, ot securing the control of the 
police court of said county, to his said polit- 
ical partisans, which result then ensued 
after the removal of said Smith, to the 
great detriment of the said county of Har. 
Tison. Which judgment of removal, was 
by the Supreme Court reversed and the said 
Smith restored to his said office. 

That the said Williamson as judge of said 
court did, at the .... term of said court 1871, 
of his own motion and without any informa- 
tion or indictment filed, remove Y. T. Perry, 
from the office of justice of the peace in 
precinct No. 1 in said county, with the 
intent thei and there to secure to his 
said political partisans, the full con- 
trol of said police court. And the said 
Williamson upon the trial of his said mo- 
tion against said Perry, offered a series of 
abusive, insulting and vindictive inquiries, 
remarks and suggestions, to the said Perry, 
and utterly ignoring the written defenses 
filed in answer to said motion, by said 
Perry, by his attorney, and utterly ignoring 
and failing to recognize said attorney as the 
representative of said Perry, 1equired the 
said Perry to answer orally his said motion. 
And, thereupon, the said Williamson made 
his order removing said Perry, in which 
order many facts, as grounds of removal are 
recited, which were not urged against said 
Perry, and which were not made by the 
writings filed in the case, and concerning 
which there was no proof offered, or at- 
tempted to be offered. Which said grounds 
were falsely recited in said order, to pre- 
vent the same from being reversed by the 
Supreme Court. And the trial of said mo- 
tion was had at a time and under such cir- 
cumstances as to render said Perry unable 
to prove a bill of exceptions, taken by his 
said attorney. And the said Williamson, 
maliciously refused to sign any bill of ex- 
ceptions, to the great injury of said Perry. 

That in the trialof the cause of McKinney 
v. Andrews, in the District. Court of Harri- 
son county, August term, 1873, plaintiff's 
attorney prepared a charge upon a certain 
point in the case and asked the court to sub- 
mit the same to the jury. And the said 
Williamson, then presiding in said court, 
interlined said charge, asked by said attor- 
ney, intentionally changing the proposition 
and adversely to the cause of the plaintiff; 
and so interlined and changed, submitigd 
said charge to the jury over the signature of 
said attorney, and as a charge asked by said 
attorney, for the malicious purpose of injur- 
ing plaintiff's cause and deposing and injur- 
ing the said attorney. 

That in the trial of the cause of Dial v. 
Johnson, in said District Court of Harrison 
county, at the August term ofsaid court, the 
attorneys for the parties failed to agree toa 
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statement of facts, so far as the testimony 
of Johnston, the defendant, a witness called 
by the plaintiff, was concerned, which 
devolved upon said Williamson, as said 
judge, the duty of making said state- 
ment of facts, so far as said wit- 
ness’s evidence was concerned, the 
plaintiff having called said witness, and, 
upon direct examination, elicited facts as 
she desired; and, upon cross examination, 
by defendant’s attorneys, many facts were 
elicited adversely to plaintiff’s cause; and 
the said Williamson, in making said state- 
ment, neglected and refused to show that 
said adverse testimony was elicited upon 
cross examination after the matter had been 
caled to his attention by plaintiff’s attor- 
ney, and fully argued upon by attorneys for 
both parties, thereby causing it to appear 
that the whole of said testimony of said 
witness was elicited by said plaintiff, and 
thus acting with the malicious intent and 
purpose to disparage said plaintiff’s cause in 
the Supreme Court, upon appeal, which was 
then being prepared. 

That upon the trial of the case of The 
State v. F. M. Boynton, for assault 
upon a freedman, tried ın the District 
Court of Rusk county at the .... term, 
187-, the said Williamson caused to be ar- 
rested and imprisoned in one of the jury 
rooms in the court house, a female 
witness, Lucinda Lowsha, immediately 
after she had testified for defendant, with 
the malicious intent of discrediting said 
witness with the jury and of destroying the 
force of her testimony, and for the purpose 
of securing the conviction of said defendant 
Boynton. 

That in the District Court of Rusk 
county, at the .... term thereof, upon the 
trial of The State of Texas v. ........ A 
charged with simple felony, the cause was 
submitted te the jury upon the charge of 
the court, who retired to consider of their 
verdict, and were out until about 11 o’clock 
at mght, when they desired to return into 
court their verdict. N. G. Bagley, who 
was one of the attorneys in the defense of 
said cause, ın the meantime, after night, 
gone home to his residence, about three- 
quarters of a mile from the court, and upon 
the coming in of said jury, the ‘said Wil- 
liamson required the said Bagley to be called 
into court, and the said Bagley not hearing 
said cali and not appearing in court, the 
said Williamson fined the said Bagley twen- 
ty-five dollars. with the intent to vex and 
harass the said Bagley and to gratify the 
malice of said Williamson. 

That the said J. B. Williamson, as judge 
„of the said district, in utter disregard of 
his official duties and of the interests of 
the State of Texas, and with the intent of 
Promoting his political partisans, did ap- 
prove the bond of S. H. Russell, sheriff of 


Harrison county, given by the said Russell 
as collector of the State taxes in the said 
county of Harrison, dated November 19, 
1872, for the sum of thirty-five thousand 
dollars, with J. W. Flanagan, A. D. Tins- 
ley, Robert W. Flanagan, J. W. Flanagan, 
jr., and William Mumbdenstock as sureties, 
which sureties on said bond were, at the 
date of the execution and approval, wholly 
insolvent, and which insolvency of said 
sureties was well and fully known to the 
said Williamson, at and long before the date 
of said approval. 

For these and many other reasonable 
grounds, not herein specified, should the 
said Williamson be removed from office. 

Resolved, That this address be entered 
upon the journals of both Houses of this 
Legislature, and that the said J. B. William- 
son, judge of said Sixth Judicial District, 
and who resides in the county of Harrison 
in said district, be notified to appear on the 
twenty-first day of February, 1874, and 
make his defense to the causes set out in 
this address. 

The resolution was adopted, and the

Report from Committee on Asylums: 

Hon. Quy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives : 

Your committee to whom has been en- 
trusted the duty of visiting the State 
asylums, and inspecting their management 
and cordition, have the honor to report the 
result of their examination of the Institute 
for the Blind. 

We have taken special pains to inform 
ourselves in reference to the facts, by in- 
specting the grounds and buildings, ming- 
ling with the pupils, and conversing with 
the teachers and officers. 

The institution is in a prosperous condi- 
tion, performing its benevolent work ina 
manner creditable to the State. We found 
the buildings and grounds in perfect neat- 
ness and order, and every department in ex- 
cellent condition. The number of blind 


inmates now present is thirty—a number 
greater than in any previous year—and there 
are ample and convenient accommodations 
for all who are likely to be present for sev- 
eral years to come, ; s 

The Superintendent has managed the af- 
fairs of the asylum with fidelity and up- 
rightness, He has kept careful watch over 
the expenditures which have been confined 
within as reasonable limits as the heavy dis- 
counts on State warrants would permit. 
The annual cost of each pupil is $500 in 
warrants, which in purchasing power, has 
not, till lately, more than equalled $350 in 
currency. As the number of pupils in- 
crease, the cost of maintenance will rela- 
tively diminish, and an institution of forty 
or fifty pupils can be perfectly well con- 
ducted at a cost of $300 a year per pupil. 
We find on examination that the expenses 
of the various blind schools of the ceuntry 
range from $250 to $750 per annum, and 
when, by judicious legislation, our’ State 
treasury isagain in funds, we see no reason 
why the expense per capita should exceed 
the sum we have mentioned. i 

The Texas institute for the instruction of 
the blind, is declared by law to be a school 
to train the blind to self help. To 
give a dollar to a blind person may 
be an act of questionable beneficence, 
to show him how to earn one is 
true philanthrophy. Experience has shown 
that the blind can make a comfortable sup- 
portin many ways. One can be trained as 
a teacher of music, another as a piano- 
tuner, a third as an instructor of the blind, 
while with by far the larger portion a pri- 
mary education, and a thorough training in 
some handicraft, will prove the wisest 
course. ‘ 

In the school all the branches of a com- 
mon school education are taught by three 
diligent and competent instructors, two of 
whom are themselyes blind. We commend 
the practice of selecting the most promising 
of the pupils, and preparing them with 
special care for the position of teachers, 
Two of the pupils, named Sallie Scott and 
Robert Turner, interested us greatly by 
their bright intelligence, aptitude and pro- 
gress in their studies, especially reading and 
music. They will in a few years make su- 
perior teachers. 


In the musical department, twenty seven, 


pupils are taking lessons on the piano, six 
upon the violin and bass viol, and all re- 
ceivetraining in singingclasses. The object 
mainly is to prepare those who evince the 
requisite ability to earn their own support 
in the field of music. The pupils take 
pleasure in this exercise, and look upon it 
as a privilege rather than a task. 

The domestic department is superintended 
by the matron, Mrs. K. Q. Carr. She isa lady, 
vigilant, prudent and attentive in the ad- 
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ministration of household concerns, uni- 
formly kind, as we believe, and a mother to 
the helpless ones of her charge. It 18 
pleasant to note how much of the home in- 
fluence and feeling is to be seen here. 

‘- Your committee. took much interest in 
the mechanical department, as this will 
most directly and practically serve the 
greatest number of the blind. The great 
majority of the sightless class must earn 
their bread by manual work. Ninety per 
cent of the blind in the institution are poor, 
and the primary object of their school 
should be to enable its graduates to support 
themselves. Experience has shown that 
broom making and seating cane chairs are 
the branches most readily taught, and are 
reasonably remunerative. The boys labor 
three hours daily in the little shop, and 
many of them have become skilled broom 
makers, able toturn out substantial work, 
and earn wages, with which they can clothe 
themselves. This we regard as of the first 
importance. A blind person who is master 
of a useful trade, can earn a good living 
anywhere in the broad Stateof Texas. The 
removal of any class of persons from the 
pauper list, and their elevation into useful 
producers, is a direct gain to the Common- 
wealth. 

There are at least sixty blind children in 
Texas qualified by age, health and intelli- 
gence, for admission into this institution, 
and who need the benefits of its training. 
If all these could be gathered into the 
school, while the widening of its influence 
would be great, the ratio of expense would 
be lessened, for sixty pupils could be in- 
structed and maintained without making 
any material approach to doubling the ex- 
pense incident to educating thirty. 

The present grounds belonging to the 
institution are too small to afford proper fa- 
cilities for recreation and exercises s0 nec- 
essary for the health and comfort of the 
students—there being only two acres. 

There is a block of land of two acres ad- 
joining the block upon which the institu- 
tion is situated, that can now be bought by 
the State for the use of the institution upon 
reasonable terms. We would, therefore, 
recommend the appropriation of five thou- 
sand dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary for the purchase of the same, for 
the purpose indicated. `

Report from the special committee to ex- 
amine the books, papers and accounts of 
the commissioners and architect of the Ag- 
ricultural and Mechanical College of Texas: 


Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House of 


Representatives : 

Your special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the condition of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College of Texas, beg leave 
to report that on the seventeenth day of 
April, 1871, an appropriation of $75,000 
was made by the Legislature of Texas, for 
the purpose of building the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College of Texas, and that 
said amount of money was deposited in the 
State Treasury to the credit of the college, 
and that on the seventh day of August, 1872, 
$12,000 in Brazos county bonds was de- 
posited in the State Treasurer’s office to its 
credit. We find that said appropriation 
has been disbursed as follows: 

The commissioners appointed to locate 
the college drew trom the State Treasury 
fortraveling and other incidental expenses 
in locating the same, the sum of $2,361 75 
in currency, and $150 in coin. We also 
find that said commissioners drew $12,000, 
out of the Treasury under the pretence that it 
was hecessary, to purchase the lands for the 
location of the college. We further find 
that the citizens of Brazos county pur- 
chased and paid for the land (2800 acres), 
and that Brazos county re-imbursed its citi- 
zens by issuing to them bonds payable in 
four years, for the money thus advanced by 
them to purchase said land. We further 
find that the twelve thousand dollars drawn 
out of the treasury for the pretended pur- 
chase of said land, was by some means de- 
livered to W. A. Saylor, now of Austin city, 
and Harvey Mitchell, of Brazos county, 
and that said W. A. Saylor and Harvey 
Mitchell did, on the twenty-fifth day of 
September, 1871, make, sign, and deliver, 
to the Comptroller of Texas their joint 
promissory notes respectively numbered 
one, two and three, for four thousand dol- 
lars each, payable to the commissioners of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College of 
Texas, at six, twelve and eighteen months 
after date ; and that said notes are in the 
office of the Comptroller, and are unpaid. 
We further report, that under a contract 
made by the commissioners with Chal- 
mers & McMillan as contractors, and 
Carl De Grote as architect, and a sub- 
sequent attempt by some of the com- 
missioners to build the college on their 
own account, that the sum of $21,096 60 
was foolishly spent and nothing accom- 
plished, except a foundation laid for the 
main building, which was so very defective 
and worthless that the present contractors 
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had to remove it as rubbish. Thus we find; have carefully examined and compared 


that on the first day of August, 1873, 
$35,458 35 had been spent, wasted, and 
chicken-pied away, and nothing whatever 
accomplished. 

We further report, that under the effi- 
cient management of the present commis- 
sioners, the contract to build the walls of 
the main building has been let at advanta- 
peous rates, and that the first and second 
stories are now up, and the third story, 
which will make the walls ready for the 
roof, will be erected by the middle of 
March. From information received, the 
work is not only substantially but elegantly 
done. The contract to complete the walls 
amounts to somethmg over $28,000, 
leaving still a balance of money on hand, 
but not enough to complete the building. 
From estimates furnished by Captain J. 
Larmour, the architect, it will cost $57,000 
to put a good mansard roof on the main 
building, and put up such other necessary 
out-buildings and fencing, so as to get the 
college ready for the reception of pupils. 

We are glad to state that the present 
hoard of commissioners, J. H. Raymond of 
Austin and Spencer Ford and A. 8. Broad- 
dus of Bryan, and the architect, J. Lar- 
mour, seem to have the good of the State at 
heart, and are acting prudently and wisely 
in the management of the college. We 
trust they will continue in office. 

The endowment of this college, under an 
act of Congress, was 180,000 acres of public 
domain of the United States. This land 
has been sold, and the money used by the 
State, and $174,000 in seven per cent. fron- 
tier bonds substituted for it in the State 
treasury. Also, $12,000 of Brazos county 
ten per cent. bonds, payable in four years, 
making the aggregate endowment $186,000, 
with an annualinterest of $13,380. 

Your committee recommend that the 
necessary appropriations be made to prepare 
this institution for the reception of pupils. 
We further recommend the passage of the 
bill hereto attached; authorizing the com- 
missioners -to collect by suit or otherwise, 
the notes of W. A. Saylor and H. Mitchell, 
for $12,000, and pay the same into the 
neg treasury to the credit of said college 
fund.

On motion of Mr. Reeves, Mr. Hayes was 
excused until Thursday, on account of sick- 
ness in his family. 

Mr. Chambliss presented a petition from 
citizens of Chatfield, calling attention to 
the charges of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral Railroad Company. Referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Linn presented the following addi- 
tional charges against M. Priest, Judge of 
the Fourth Judicial District, which were 
read aud ordered spread on the journal: 

To His Excellency Richard Coke, Governor of 
the State of Teras: 

The House of Representatives of the State 
of Texas, the Senate concurring therein, do 
now amend their address to your Excel- 
lency, of the 29th day of January, A. D. 
1874, and amending, pregent the following 
additional causes for the removal of M. 
Priest, Judge now acting 1n the Fourth Ju- 
dicial District of Texas: 

Ninth, Because said Priest, who, when a 
member of the Twelfth Legislature, in pro- 
viding for himself, secured a place for his 
son and son-in-law; having B. J. Davis, the 
then acting Governor, to appoint one W. L. 
David, his (Priest’s) son-in-law, treasurer 
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of Cherokee county, and the said son-in-law 
haying filed a bond with the clerk of the 
district court without the approval of the 
police court, the said bond being for the 
penal sum of two thousand dollars, the said 
police court did, at its next regular term 
thereafter, In view of the facts, that the 
sheriff of Cherokee county was ready to pay 
over the funds of the said county, nearly 
six thousand dollars, and the said bond 
being insufficient in amount, and not ap- 
proved by the police court as required by 
law, the said court declined to recognize the 
said son-in-law of said Priest, as treasurer 
of Cherokee county, unless he would give 
bond for seven thousand dollars with good 
and sufficient securities. Whereupon tho 
said Priest, father-in-law of the said son-in- 
law David, flush with the idea of centrali- 
zation, and the will of the power being the 
law, visited the police court room, and by 
threats attempted to induce the said court 
to recognize his said son-in-law as the 
treasurer of Cherokee county, which the 
said court declined to do, believing their 
oaths and duty to the people more obliga- 
tory, than the will of the headcentre or his 
tools, and instructed the sherif and all 
others holding funds belonging to the 
county, to refuse to pay the same to said 
David, son-in-law of said Priest, unless he 
complied with the requirements of the law, 
and the orders of the police court under 
the law. 

The District Court of Cherokee county, 
being in session, the said M. Priest, to 
evince his loyalty to the party that placed 
him in power, and his interest in the pecu- 
niary gains of his son-in-law, W. L. David, 
disregarding the law and the oath he had 
taken, did, upon his own motion, cause to 
be entered upon the minutes of the Novem- 
ber term of the District Court of Cherokee 
county, the following order, to-wit:

Tae STATE oF Texas, CHEROKEE GOUN- 
tTy.—Beit remembered, that at a regular term 
of the District Court of Cherokee county, 
begun and holden on the 2ist of November, 
1870, among other proceedings, the follow- 
ing were had: The court, Judge M. Priest 
presiding, upon his own motion caused the 
following order to be entered upon the 
minutes of said term on the third day of 
December, 1870:

In issuing writ of fabeas corpus on the 
twenty-ninth day of August, 1870, to re- 
lieve R. M. Saunders who had murdered 
one Kelly and committed in June previous 
by Judge 5. A. Earle, without bail. Said 
Priest granting bail in the sum of seven 
thousand dollars; the said Saunders not 
being able to give the said bail, with solvent 
sureties, the sald Priest did on the twentieth 
day of September, 1870. issue what he calls 
a writ of habeas corpus, but it was in truth a 
writ based upon complaint against R. B. 
Regan, sheriff of Cherokee county in nature 

of an application for mandamus to compel 
said Sheriff Reagan, to approve the said 
worthless bond, Dut attorneys for 1espon- 
dent Reagan, denying thatthe said Priest 
was the conscience keeper of the sheriff, 
holding that the said Reagan. was under his 
oath responsible to his God, and for his 
official acts amenable to the State of Texas, 
the said Priest ignored the said sheriff, and 
approved the said worthless bond himself, 
attorneys representing the State protesting 
against such usurpation, but the seid Saus- 
ders was Teleased. 

Afterindictment at November term, 1870, 
the said Priest reduced the bail of said Saun- 
dersto ($4000) four thousand dollars, and re- 
fused the privilege to counsel representing 
the State to test the sufficiency of sureties. 
Before the cause was called for trial, said 
Saunders became a fugitive from justice, 
forfeited his bail, was recaptured, and upon 
trial was convicted of murder in the first 
degree, by an honest and intelligent jury. 


Upon the verdict thus found being read, the 
said Priest angrily said: “I thank God 
that I am judge of this district, and have 
the power and the nerve to set aside the 
verdict,” before the attorneys for defendant 
had made any move for a new trial—follow- 
ing which the said Priest, Jeffrey-like, in a 
rage, did insult the jury ‘and counsel repre- 
senting the State; and the said Priest fol- 
lowed up his insults to the State’s counsel, 
upon three subsequent hearings, of three 
several habeas corpus cases, he having become 
chronic in his use of his writ, and issued 
five in said case, which acts, together with 
the acts of L. W. Cooper, Judge of the 
Third Judicial District, in setting aside the 
verdict of the second jury of honest men 
who rendered a verdict of guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree, and the further act 
of the said Priest in reducing the bail of the 
said Saunders to $2000, after two convic- 
tions, so attracted the attention of the citi- 
zens of Cherokee county that they were led to 
investigate, and became so thoroughly con- 
vinced that the said Saunders was “guilty of 
the crime with which he was charged, and 
that he was attempted to be acquitted by 
political judges; that the opinions thus 
formed disqualified them as jurors, hence 
the State at the July term, 1873, three years 
after the murder, was left without the priv- 
ilege of selecting an honest end intelligent 
jury, and the defendant Saunders, at the 
expense of justice, was acquitted. 

Eleventh, Because the said Priest has, ‘by 
his neglect to transact business in Cherokee 
county, eaused the good citizens to decline 
asserting legal rights, the said Priest rarely 
ever trying r more than one or two causes on 
the civil docketat each term—declining to 
do any business on the said civil docket af- 
ter the first week. Also, the said Priest had 
neglected to sign the minutes of July term, 
1872, as well as July term, 1873, of District 
Court of Cherokee county, by reason of 
which said neglect the action of said court 
at said terms is a nullity, unless relieved by 
legislation. 

Twelfth, Because the said Priest, in ig- 
norance of his duties, believing that by 
serving the Radical party he would be more 
in the proper line of duty than by observing 
his oath and the law, he has made it a rule 
to favor ail parties of Æfrican descent tried 
before ‘him, and especially of Jake Hogg, 
f. m. €., for hog stealing, the said Jake hav- 
ing been caught in the act of stealing; 
after conviction, the verdict was*sct aside. 

In the case of the State v. Almira Tay- 
lor, f. w. cC., who placed her newly-born 
bastard infant in the woods to perish, the 
said Priest ignored the acting district at- 
torney, and ailowed a nolle pros. (over the 
protest of the district attorney) to be taken 
by employed counsel as to the intent to 
murder, and a plea of guilty of an aggra- 
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vated assault upon her said infant, and fine 
of $100 entered. 

Thirteenth, Because the said Priest, in 
contempt and disregard of the high posi- 
tion of Judge of the Fourth Judimal Dis- 
trict, and in ignorance of the duties and ob- 
ligations ettailed by the position he was 
attempting to fill, did, on the .... day of 
...-, 1871, cause a portion of the State po- 
‘lice to congregate at Rusk, Cherokee 
county, to intimidate the sheriff of said 
county, R. B. Reagan, because he, the said 
Reagan, would not obey the behests of 
the said Priest in attempting to fraudu- 
lently foist his, said Priest’s, son-in- 
law, ‘W. L. David, upon the people with- 
out bond, as county reasurer of Chero- 
kee county; and the said Priest, in ig- 
norance of the law, did inform said Rea- 
gan that he had orders from his, Priest’s 
master, E. J. Davis, to 1emove him, the 
said Reagan, from the office of sheriff be- 
cause the said Reagan would not disobey 
the lawful orders of the police court, which 
said orders the said Reagan was under his 
oath bound to obey, and not subject to the 
will of the said Priest. 

Fourteenth, Because, in causes No. 1208, 
1204, and 1205, the State of Texas v. L. R, 
Peacock, indicted for theft, in which cases 
M. Priest, acting judge, as well as the dis- 
trict attorney, were of counsel for defen- 
dant, and ‘disqualified from acting in said 
cases, which fact being known to E. W. 
Bush, attorney, prosecuting in behalf of 
the State, and said Bush having left Chero- 
kee court to attend Anderson court, on the 
fourteenth day of August, 1878, the said 
Priest, in the absence of said Bush, ap- 
pointed two young men to represent the 
State and prosecute his, Pnest’s client, but 
neither of them are shown to bave been 
sworn as district attorney pro tem. 

After said appointment the attorneys for 
defendant and said young men, Whitman 
and Bloomfield, agreed to a special judge to 
try said case, who also acted without being 
swoin, and the said special judge, Peyton Ed- 
wards, did dismiss the said cases from the 
docket. Which said acts of said Priest 
show that he was either ignorant of the 
law, in permitting a special judge in a 
criminal case, by agreement of parties, or 
thought he could favor his client, in either 
event, the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, ask your Excellency not 
to allow such to again be enacted, and halt 
not at a semicolon, but bring bis judicial 
existence to a full period. 

Fifteenth, Because not more than twenty- 
four weeks in the year, allowing two weeks 
at each term to San Augustine county, two 
weeks to each term in Nacogdoches county 
and four weeks to each term in Cherokee 
county, is necessary to transact the busi- 
ness in the district courts of the Fourth Ju- 


dicial District, which is reasonable cause for 
the removal of said Judge M. Priest, as well 
as most of the judges in the State.

other officer of said county, who shall cause 
certified copies of the same to be posted in 
three public places in said county for a 
period of ten days. Upon the day men- 
tioned in said citation, upon proof of the 
posting of said citation as herein required, 

it shall be the duty of the judge or justice 

issuing the said citation to proceed to con- 

demn the property mentioned in said cita- 
tion, unless satisfactory proof should be 

made of the ownership of said property, or 
other sufficient cause be shown why the 
same should not be condemned, and he shall 
order the same to be sold by the inspector at 
public auction to the highest bidder. The 
inspector shall be entitled to retain one- 
fourth of the net proceeds of such sale after 
deducting therefrom all expenses connected 

therewith, and he shall immediately pay 
the remaining three-fourths thereof into the 
county treasury, and all sums so paid in 
shall be placed tothe credit of the general. 
fund of such county. 

Section 45. That the operations of this 
act be suspended in the following counties 
until otherwise provided by law, to-wit: 
Anderson, Angelina, Austin, Bowie, Brazos, 
Burleson, Cass, Chambers, Cherokee, Col-

Sirs—The pendency of the question of 
the admission of the Lotisiana Senator at. 
the recent adjournment of Congress and 
your Legislature being now in session, leads, 
us to solicit at your hands, and those of 
your colleagues in the latter body, some ac- 
tion looking to the instruction and request 
of your Senators to recognize the duly 
elected government of the people of this 
State by the admission of Hon. W. L. Mc- 
Millen to his seat in the United States Sen- 
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ate. The facts of the case have been so 
Freely ventilated by the public press, we 
take it, and by the Senate committee report 
last winter, as to render unnecessary from 
us any further explanation than is con- 
tained in the accompanying printed docu- 
ments, which we forward herewith. The 
prophecy of that eminent jurist, Judge 
Cooley, on this subject, contained in his 
note to Storey’s Commentaries on the Consti- 
tution, that the usurpation in this State ‘‘if 
suffered to pass once unrebuked, a precedent 
will be tacitly assented to, which cannot 
fail to threaten constant danger to our lib- 
erties, especially at those very periods of 
high political excitement when prudence, 
caution and the strictest regard for the Con- 
stitution and the laws are most important,” 
has found such speedy and abundant fulfill- 
ment in the current of political events in 
Mississippi and Arkansas, and the menace 
of its recurrence in Texas, as to fill the mind 
of every thoughtful and patriotic American 
citizen with grave apprehensions, lest new 
and successful judicial usurpations may 
rear their fronts in others, if not in all 
the States of the American Union as the ex- 
igencies of defeated and desperate minori- 
ties may demand. ‘What party or what 
political leader can at such times be expected 
to pay scrupulous deference to the laws if 
a judge may ignore them with impunity?” 
asks the Jearned commentator, and in the 
Night of recent events the answer is pain- 
fully obvious. The pending issue thus be- 
comes a matter of national importance, for 
if, by the refusalto admit our Senator elect, 
and admitting his opponent, the Senate 
shotld confirm and approve the Louisiana 
usurpation, it would present new dangers 
to those States yet happily free from this 
curse, by neutralizing their voices by the 
_ votes cf Senators who would revive in their 
persons and theiradmittance a political out- 
rage a thousand-fold more odious than the 
rotten-borough system of England, and 
might, possibly at the crisis of its fate, sur- 
render the destinies of the nation to an ir- 
responsible judicial creature, who would be 
accountable to no constituency. The leg- 
islatures of the various States have, at 
times, by their instructions and requests to 
their Congressmen, exercised great influence 
in controlling their action, and such meas- 
ures, adopted by your Legislature, would, 
we sre fully persuaded, do much to avert 
the threatened enslavement of this State, 
and serve to protect in the future the other 
States of the Union, should like emergen- 
cies unhappily arise. Trusting to your well 
known ability, patriotism and infiuence, we 
hope for your active assistance, in the non- 
partisan spirit in which it has been the aim 
of our citizens te present the issue to the 
American Congress and people, by your sug- 
gesting and moving promptly in the matter, 
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so as to procure favorable action by your 
Legislature, and pledging spas sa assis- 
tance, should your State be ever’so unfortt- 
nately situated, as well as her grateful re- 
membrance,

Your committee, in connection with the 
performance of other duties, honored with 
the tender duty of visiting the grave of 
Gen. Sam Houston, at Huntsville, Walker 
county, Texas, respectfully report that, on 
arriving at Huntsville they were met and 
accompanied to his grave by a large com- 
mittee of the citizens of Walker county, 
where they listened with emotion to some 
feeling and eloquent remarks from the lips 
of Judge Benton Randolph. 

The grave of Gen. Houston is inclosed by 
a substantial and tasteful wooden structure, 
similar to those inclosing the giaves of other 
deceased eminent citizens of Huntsville. 

It appears that the citizens of Walker 
county have had in contemplation the erec- 
tion of a monument to the memory of Gen. 
Houston, but, considering that the name 
and fame and history of ‘‘Sam Houston” 
belonged to no locality, but to the entire 
State of Texas; fearing also that his remains 
might afterward be removed, they have de- 
ferred further proceeding, awaiting the in- 
coming of a thoughtful and patriotic Legis- 
lature to perform that sacred duty. 

Your committee append as part of their 
report, the proceedings of the citizens’ 
meeting of Walker county, earnestly re- 
questing that the remains of Gen. Houston 
be allowed to remain where it was his ex- 
pressed wish and desire that they should 
be deposited : 

CITIZENS’ MEETING. 

Ata mecting of citizens held in Hunts- 
ville, February 16, 1874, the object of 
which was to take some action in regard to 
the visit of the legislative committee to the 
grave of Gen. Sam Houston, the following 
proceedings were had : i 

Capt. Sandford Gibbs was called to the 
chair, and H. M. Watkins appointed secre- 
tary. 

On motion it was resolved that the citi- 
zens should accompany the legislative com- 
mittee to the grave of Gen. Houston, at the 
kour designated. 
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On motion, a committee of ten were ap- 
pointed to prepare suitable resolutions for 
the action of the meeting. 

At 3 P. M, being the hour -desig- 
nated, the legislative committee, accom- 
panied by many citizens, proceeded to 
the Huntsville cemetery, where rest the re- 
mains of Geneial Houston. The meeting 
was called to order by the chairman, when 
the committee of ten reported the follow- 
ing resolutions, viz. : 

WHEREAS, The question has been agi- 
tated of removing the remains of General 
Sam Houston from the cemetery at Hunts- 
ville, Texas, (where they have rested in 
quiet for more than ten years), to the State 
cemetery at Austin, Texas; and 

Whereas, Huntsville was honored, by 
being the home of General Houston while 
living; from which, though he sometimes 
removed, yet it was to return again, becom- 
ing only the more endeared thereto by such 
temporary absence; and 

Whereas, Previous to his death, he ex- 
pressed the desire to his wife to return to 
Huntsville, there to die and be buried; and 

‘Whereas, His wishes in this respect were 
complied with; therefore be it 

Resolved, By the citizens of Huntsville 
and vicinity, many of whom weie the 
neighbors and friends of General Houston 
while living; 

1. That we earnestly request that the Fe- 
mains of General Houston be allowed to re- 
main here, where it was his expressed wish 
and desire they be deposited. 

2. That we deem it but right and proper 
that a monument should be erected by the 
people and State of Texas over the remains 
of General Houston, and such a one too as 
will not only bespeak the gratitude and 
liberality of the great State of Texas, and 
the people thereof, but one which will be 
worthy of his great name as a soldier and 
statesman, and of his virtues as a citizen. 

3. That the Hon. C. B. Stewart, P. S. 
Watts, and H. Manning, the committee ap- 
pointed by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas to visit the grave of-General Hous- 
ton, be furnished with a copy of these reso- 
lutions, and requested to present the same 
to the Legislature when they make a report 
thereto of their visit.

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives : 

Your committee to whom was recom- 
mitted Senate bill No. 61, “An act to pro- 
vide for the public printing by contract,” 
return the same without amendment, and 
unanimously recommend its passage as en- 
grossed. 

In rettirning this bill without amend- 
ment, and recommending that it do pass, 
we deem it due to the House and to our- 
selves to state briefly the motives that 
prompt us in making this recommendation. 
We would state in the outset, that the bill 
had received before its presentation for the 
consideration of the Legislatuie, the m1- 
ture deliberation of the committees of the 
two houses on printing and contingent ex- 
penses in joint session, and upon which 
committees there were several practical 
printers, in addition to others who have 
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had a general superintendence of the edi- 
torial department of newspapers, who, by 
reason of this association necessarily ac- 
quired some knowledge of printing. = 

Your committee believe from their own 
practical knowledge, and not from state- 
ments of interested parties, that the saving 
to the State in one year, by the adoption of 
the contract system, would aggregate fully 
fifteen thousand dollars or more. This con- 
sideration alone, without regard for any 
other reason, would have induced the re- 
commendation of the passage of this bill. 
The provision enacting the contract system 
expressly provides that no contract shall be 
let at a greater rate than that fixed -by the 
present law. Then, is it not a plain infer- 
ence, and one that should be readily ac- 
cepted and acted upon, that if the plan 
proposed provides any reduction in the cost 
of the public printing, is it not proper that, 
as representatives of the people, pledged to 
all economical measures, and called together 
to enact laws for the public good, without 
reference as to how it will effect individ- 
uals, we should at least give that method 
a fair trial which promises a reduction and 
guarantees that it shall not be in excess of 
the price heretofore paid. 

As to the agreement or understanding 
that the present public printer was elected 
for two vears, we conclude that the first 
clause ©: the bill passed by the Thi:teenth 
Legisiature, and by virtue of which he now 
holes the office, proves conclusively that 
su.: na-sumption has no foundation, and 
is a ire assertion of those who have not 

horougaly examined the law. We quote: 
“Phere «all be elected, by joint vote of 
the two zrouses of the Legislature at its 
prescnt session, and at the first regular ses- 
sion of each succeeding Legislature, at ‘an 
early day, some suitable person to do the 
public printing.” 

Now, if the bill under consideration is 
voted down, isit not the imperative duty of 
the present Legislature to proceed immedi- 
ately to the election of a public printer? 
And is there any guarantee that the present 
officer will be re-elected? Has he not already 
received more of the benefits arising from 
this law than he had any right to expect at 
the time of his election? AU the public 
printing of this session has been given him 
because it was deemed unnecessay to gointa 
a new election until the fate of the bill un- 
der consideration had been decided. 

As to the supposition that the passage of 
this bill would be an act of bad faith to- 
wards the present public printer, your com- 
mittee would callattention to the fact that 
he has been allowed to do considerable 
work which the law does not give him, and 
for which he is indebted to this House. In 
this there is no broken faith The moment 
this bill is voted down, if such is its fate, it 
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then devolves upon this Legislature to elect 
a public printer. Your committee, however, 
does not recognize that this is entitled to 
any consideration, and refer to it~ only for 
the reason that the opponents of the bill 
‘seem to think that this body would be 
breaking faith with a party between whom 
and the State there already exists a con- 
tract. Your committee believe that, as 
representatives of the State, we are sup- 
posed to have only its welfare under 
consideration, and should not look to the 
“success of any particular individual enter- 
prise, and in all things pertaining to our 
duties should rise above personal considera- 
tions. Our action has been upon this basis, 
and we now ask that we be sustained. 

We do not believe that the. board pro- 
vided for by this act would, under any cır- 
cumstances, endeavor to use it as an engine 
of political oppression, or fer individual 
advancement or profit. Confiding in the in- 
tegrity of the Executive, who, we believe, 
would execute this law in the same spirit as 
that of all others, and in every instance with 
an eye single to the interests of the State, 
and while we consider him above suspicion 
and beyond reproach, we assert our confi- 
dence in the public press, and assert that 
the time has never been, within the history 
of our State, and itis not probable that it 
ever will be, when the free and untrammeled 
press of this State can be controlled in its 
political action by dollars and cents. Stand- 
ing ever as a bulwark between the people 
and the tide of corruption that is constanty 
seeking to destroy the best interests of the 
country, it 1s ever ready to come to the de- 
fense of the people when their rights are 
assailed, and should be cherished as one of 
the greatest safeguards to the perpetuation 
of good government. 

A word as to the efficiency of the con- 
tract system as compared with the present. 
The printing of ten thousand copies of the 
second message of the Governor (delivered 
a month since) was completed a few days 
ago. Wewould ask, of what use are these 
copies now? Has not the message been 
published in every paper in the State? and 
been read and re-read by all who have any 
interest in the matter? The financial mes- 
‘sage was also delayed some two weeks. 
Are the copies of this message a source of 
any information now to any of our constitu- 
ents? Has it not also been published 
and read in every family in the State 
where it is likely to be read at 
all? We ask, is this not a useless and 
extravagant waste of money, for which no 
legitimate excuse can*be rendered, and for 
which we shall have to answer? If the 
contract system prevailed, this printing of 
messages, and all other official documents 
demanded for immediate use during the ses- 


more than one party if necessary, and their 
prompt execution would be the result. 
Your committee does not hesitate to say 
that the typographical appearance of all 
work done by the public printer is neat in 
every particular, but we claim that the same 
mechanical neatness would be observed 
under the contract system, and that, at the 


same time, a reduction of price would fol- , 
low. The bill provides for the size of type ~ 


to be used in printing the various docu- 
ments, the number of ems in width, the 
length of the sheets, ete., and a compli- 
ance with the law necessarily follows that 
the work is well done. Upon this point the 
law is clear, explicit, and does not admit of 
evasion, and the party contracting would, 
of necessity, be compelled to do the work 
in the same manner and, form ag now 
done. g 

Your committee regret the necessity that 
forces this defense of their action, but feel 
that this bill has been unnecessarily and un- 
justly attacked by those who have not be- 
stowed sufficient thought upon it to under- 
stand its advantages over the law now in 
force on this subjecf,’and who, we believe 
will, upon more mature deliberation, recog- 
nize the efficiency of the plan of letting out 
the public printing as here proposed. 

Your committee point with pride to the 
fact that the economy and efficiency of the 
bill under consideration has never been 
called in question—the only ground of at- 
tack having been that it deprives certain 
parties of office, the fallacy of which we 
showed in the outset by quoting the law 
under which said party was elected as pub- 
lie printer. — i 

In conclusion, we claim for our own ac- 
tion freedom from all bias or prejudice. 
We have looked alone to the benefits to ac- 
crue to the State in the passage of this bill 
as a measure of relief in reducing the pub- 
lic expenditures. Recognizing fully the 
efficiency of the proposed plan of letting 
out the public printing by contract, and be- 
ing fully convinced that it will result in 
saving a large amount of money to the 
State annually, if the House fails to sustain 
us, we are willing for our views to be con- 
sidered by those who have a practical 
knowledge of the art of printing and by 
the already over-burdened tax-paying pop- 
ulation of the State.

‘Report from Committee on Engrossed 
Bills: 

Hon. Guy MM. Bryan, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives : 

Your Committee on Engrossed bills have 
carefully compared House bill No. 121, “An 
act authorizing the County Court of Galves- 
ton county to issue and provide for the pay- 
ment of bonds to be used in erecting suita- 
ble buildings for the Supreme Court,’ > and 
find the same correctly engrossed. 

L. J. Storey, Chairman. 

Leave being granted, on motion of Mr. 
Rosborough the “following report was sub- 
mitted: 

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives : 

Your Committee on Public Buildings have 
the Honor tostate that they have examined 
with careful attention the additions recently 
made to the Institute forthe Blind, together 
with the plans and specifications, ‘proposals 
and contiact, and beg leave to report as fol- 
lows: 

The plans and specifications for these ad- 
ditional buildings, were prepared by the 
architect, Prof. Larmour, and bids and pro- 
posals called for by advertisements in the 
newspapers. 

Two bids were sent in; one by Nalle & 
Co., offering to do the work for sixteen 
thousand dollars in State warrants, the 
other by Loomis & Christian, for seven 
thousand six hundred dollars in currency, 
receiving warrants in payment at market 
rates. , 

The bid of Loomis & Christian being the 
lowest, the contract was allotted to them by 
the board of trustees. They completed the 
work in due time, and have received in 
paitial payment the sum of $7248 09 in 
warrants, which were sold fcr $5193 66 in 
euriency, being a fraction above seventy- 
one cents. 

This leaves due the contractors the sum 
of $2406 34 currency, for which we 1ecom- 
mend the Legislature to make provision by 
a sufficient appropuiation. 

The new buildings consist of two plain 
and substantial wings of stone, each 60 by 
24 feet, extending east and west from the 
main front. The west wing is two stories 
high, containing two halls, five closets, two 
large sleeping rooms, a teacher's room, and. 
a sick 100m or hospital. The cast wing 
consists of a hall and spacious school room, 
and is one story high. The walls of the 
east wing are of the same thickness as the 
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west wing, with a view to another story be- 
ing superimposed, should additional*accom- 
modations in the future be required. Both 
wings are furnished with galleries, sixty feet 
long, and the whole is substantially roofed 
with tin. ; , 

These additions have doubled the accom- 
modations of the institute, and greatly 
augmented its efficiency. The builders say, 
and we believe truthfully, that so far from 
making a profit, they have sustained a con- 
siderable loss from the contract. 

The buildings are well finished, in accor- 
dance with the plan and specifications, and 
we do not hesitate to say, after a thorough 
examination, that the work is satisfactorily 
and honestly done, and that the State has 
received value for every dollar of the ex- 
penditure. on 

Your committee found, on examination, 
that the grounds attached to the asylum, 
consisting of but a single block, are too re- 
stricted to afford the necessary facilities for 
the health, comfort and convenience of the 
inmates. 

The last Legislature, in order to remedy 
this deficiency, appropriated $3500 in war- 
rants for the purchase and fencing of an 
adjoining block of two and a half acres. 
This sum still remains in the treasury, as 
the depreciation of warrants prevented the 
purchase. The land in question can be ob- 
tained for $8800 in coin, which we regard 
as reasonable. 

The town is rapidly extending in the di- 
rection of the asylum, and the land, if not 
sold to the State, will soon be subdivided 
and sold in lots, preventing In the future 
any extension of the asylum grounds, ex- 
cept at greatly enhanced rates. 

Your committee therefore recommend an 
appropriation of $1500 for the purpose in- 
dicated, which, when added to the unex- 
pended appropriation, will be sufficient to 
buy and enclose the additional grounds 
needed for the use of the asylum. 

Your committee would recommend that 
this report be referred to the Committee on 
Finance, and that said committee be re- 
quested to examine the propriety of making 
the said additional appropriation of $1500, 
and to report their conclusionsin reference 
to the same to the honorable House of Rep- 
resentatives at the earliest day practicable.

Further report from same committee : 
Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the Horse of 

Representatives : 

Your Committee on Public Buildings 
haye the honor to report that they have 
carefully examined the public buildings of 
the Lunatic Asylum, together with the im- 
provements thereto made, and find that the 
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Thirteenth Legislature made an appropria- 
tion of fifty thousand ($50,000) dollars for 
the erection of additional buildings for the 
purpose of making more room for the com- 
fort, protection and accommodation of that 
unfortunate class of our citizens. Upon in- 
vestigation and examination, we find that a 
pit for the foundation of.a new building 
has been dug, but no foundation laid, ‘no 
building material, ete., on the ground; and 
while we find no appropriation made to 
build stables, hen houses, etc., we find that 
there has been five to six thousand dollars 
expended in building and repairing stables, 
bins, and hen houses. 

We also find, that without any authority 
of law—that we can find—that five hun- 
dred and sixty ($560) dollars were paid one 
John O. Walker for one pair of mules, and 
the furthersum of four hundred and twenty- 
nine ($429) dollars paid to same individual 
for one ambulance and harness, but fail. to 
find either the mules or ambulance—either 
in the foundation or walls of the new build- 
ing. f 

Your committee would further report that 
they have also visited the Asylum for the 
Deaf and Dumb, and have no hesitation in 
saying that the condition of the same is 
neat and orderly; and that the buildings 
and other improvements are sufficient to an- 
swer the present demands. 

Your committee have also examined the 
capitol buildings and grounds, and find 
the repairs upon the same for the year 
1873 of a substantial character; but 
your committee regard the charges for 
said repairs as extravagantly high, and 
that in many instances the work could - 
have heen done at half the rates charged. 
Your committee deem it unnecessary to 
enter into a full report of the high 
charges made for work on capitol build- 
ings, owing to the fact that there is a special 
committee appointed for that purpose. 

The attention of your committee was 
called by Comptroller Darden to the fact 
that the present building for the Comptrol- 
ler’s Department is insufficient for the ne- 
cessary clerical force, together with the great 
accumulation of rolls, which rolls need a 
safe and secure place for their preservation. 
The rooms nowin use nowin that depart- 
ment having been constructed with a view 
to make them fire-proof, necessarily cuts 
off much of the room for the storage of 
books, rolls, etc. We further find that an 
addition can be made to said building at 
asmall expeuse by building two walls at- 
tached to the present building on the north- 
east, to be two stories high. Your commit- 
tee is of the opinion that hard rock should 
be used in the construction of said addi- 
tion, aud thatit should be built with a view 
to make it fire-proof. We would recommend 
that the contraet for building should be let

Having been read second time, Mr. Pat- 
rick offered the following amendment: 
Provided, that no such tax shall be levied 
or collected until after the county seat of 
such county is permanently located by a 
vote of the peopie, or where the same has 
been permanently located for five years be- 
fore the passage of this act.

In any county in 
this State having a population of not less 
than 20,000 nor more than 380,000, the 
county cout may order the erection of 
buildings and the making of improvements 
and iepairs not to exceed in cost in any one 
year the sum of $30,000. In no case under 
this act shall any county court order the 
erection of buildings, or the making of re- 
pairs or improvements, in addition to those 
already ordered and authorized by this act, 
till the buildings or repaiis or improve- 
ments antecedently ordered and author- 
ized, have been fully paid for. In 
all cases where the county court 
of any county in this State has ordered the 
e1ection of any buildings, or the making of 
any repairs or improvements, under this 
act, they shall continue to levy the taxes in 
this act specified, or so much of the same 
as they may deem necessary, from year to 
year, till the amount levied and collected 
shall be sufficient to defray the expense of 
such buildings, repairs or improvements.

GENTLEMEN —I hand you herewith a re- 
port of Hon. Jacob Kuechler, late Commis- 
sionur of the General Land Office, found in 
the office by the Ilon. J. J. Gioos, the pres- 
ent Commissioner, and sent to this office a 
few days since by him. This repoit em- 
braces the operations of the Land Office 
from Septembei 1, 1872, to August 31, 
1873, and shows that duiing that time 
1,632,609 acres of Jand have been patented, 
together with the class and character of 
scrip in viltue of which the lands were 
granted. It further shows that for office 
fees, patent fees, government dues, pre-em- 
tion dues, and from sales of public land, 
the sum of $82,358 48 has been received in 
the office, aadthat during the same period 
6394 ceitificates for land, amounting in the 
aggregate to 3,996,336 1-2 acres, have Leen 
issued, and stand as liabilities against the 
vacant public domain , besides 281,000 
acres taken up under pre-emption laws; 
and that 5753 files, covering 6,789,456 acres, 
have been made during the same time. 
The area of the State is estimated in this 
report at 175,594,560; liabilities heretofore 
reported, 86,751,855 1-2, increased liabili- 
ties, 4,277,336 1-2, total liabilities, 91,029, - 
192; areaagainst which no claim exists now 
actually issued, 84,565,868 acres. 

I commend to the careful consideration of 
your honorable bodies the recommendation 
made in this report of additional legislation 
on the various matteis therein referred to. 


SUPREME COURT 


Linvite the attention of your honorable 
bodies to a full consideration of the repor 
of Hon. O. M. Roberts, chief justice of tag 
Supreme Court, herewith transmitted. 
This report and accompanying exhibits 
show, in detail and most lucidly, the con- 
dition of the court, its docket, libraries, its 
financial account, etc., as also the legisiation 
rendered necessary by the reorganization of 
the court on a new basis. I recommend

I suggest promptness in this mat- 
ter because the court is much embarrassed 
and obstructed 1m its business now, for 
want of legislation adapted to its changed

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


I transmit herewith to your honorable 
bodies the report of John W. Glenn, late 
State Geologist, together with accompany- 
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ing exhibits. Having just received this re- 
port, and having not had time to read and 
examine it, except in the most cursory and 
hasty manner, I can simply invite the at- 
tention of your honorable bodies: to its 
proper consideration. 

The resignation of Mr. Glenn of this 
office, to take effect onthe first day of March, 
was handed to me some twenty days since, 
and accepted. Mr. 5. B. Buckley, a citizen 
of Tiavis county, Texas, an incumbent of 
this office under the administration of Gov- 
enor Throckmorton, a learned and scientific 
geologist, has been appointed to fill the va- 
eancy. 

It is believed that under his control and 
direction a geological survey of Texas will 
be prosecuted, with results eminently satis- 
factory. T1ecommend that your honorable 
bodies make appgupriations for this work 
liberal enough to insure its steady, healthy 
progress A proper geological survey of 
Texas must be the work of years, and no 
tıme should be lost in making it. There is 
no economy in dealing parsimoniously 
with the subject. The law requiring the 
survey oughteither to be repealed, or an 
applopliation to keep the work moving eon- 
stantly should be made. A survey of Texas 
made by a competent geologist, will be of 
incalculable value, and will do more to in- 
vite the investment of capital in industries, 
now unknown ın Texas, andof primary im- 
portance to her development than can be 
done in any other way.

Minority 1eport: 

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives : 

A majority of one of Judiciary Commit- 
tee No. 2 have reported upon and recom- 
mended the passage of Senate bill No. 64, 
entitled ‘‘An act amendatory of an act sup- 
plemental to ‘An act authorizing the dispo- 
sition and sale of the University lands,’” 
approved August 30, 1856, -approved No- 
vember 12, 1866, from which 1eport I feel 
compelled to dissent. 

In these lands the: ‘‘ University of Texas” 
has the grandest endowment ever made for 
Tn ad- 
Gition to the fifty leagues set apart by our 
fathers in 1839, comprising the best lands 
in the State, there cannot be less than 500,- 
000 more acres reserved for this purpose 
from the alternate sections surveyed by 
railroad and canal companies. Add to 
this the $100,000 United States bonds; 
added to this fund in 1858, and we have 
a grand total of not less than $3,814,000. 
A. great deal of this land is now occupied by 
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mere trespassers who have hewn down and 
destroyed the timber, knowing full well 
that it belongs to this sacred fund. 

I take it that the university is a corpora- 
tion authorized to hold these lands; and 
without the consent of its officers we can- 
not dispossess them. 

The bill ignores the rights ot the uni- 
versity entirely, does not even consult its 
officials, and without their consent, forces 
every foot of this land upon the market; 
not to the highest bidder, but it transfers 
to the settler at such a price as may be set 
on the same by a committee of three 
selected for cach county where the land 
is situated, without taking into considera 
tion the increased value of the lands by 
1eason of the improvements thereon. Nor 
is any provision made for the payment of 
rents by the occupants. Were these lands 
the property of, an individual, these occu- 
pants could but be regarded as trespassers 
with both actual and constructive notice, 
and would not only be required to pay 
rents but would lose their improvements 
also, 

The appraisers are to be three for each 
county, and will in all proability be selected 
trom the:counties in which the land is sit- 
uated, and if so, they will have to be some- 
thing more than human, if they can pre- 
vent their sympathies for their neighbors 
from warping their judgment to some extent. 

In legislating upon this subject we should 
forget every other consideration, and kee 
constantly in view the interest of the uni- 
versity instead of the interest of the tres- 
passer upon its lauds. This bill has reversed 
that order and proposes to legislate for the 
sole interest of the trespasser and against 
the university. And if the bill should pass 
in its present shape, I think the caption 
should be amended so as to read “An act to 
enable the present occupants to possess 
themselves of the University land of Texas 
at a reduced price.” 

When any of these lands are sold, I think 
the assent of the administrators should be 
secured. IT think the lands should be sold 
to the highest bidder, and at least one-fifth 
of the purchase money paid down, giving 
the present occupant the preference, as the 
highest bidder. ` 

I think that only such. portions of this 
land should þe sold as the administrators 
think to the interest of the University to 
sell, and atthe proper time wiH offer amend- 
ments to the bill in harmony with my views.

defendant at least five days before the re- 
turn day, exclusive of the day of service 
and return day; and when suit is brought 
against a private corporation, county, city 
or town, the copy of the citation shall be 
delivered to the chief officer, a director or 
managing agent of such Corporation, the 
clerk of the district court of such county, 
or the mayor of such city or town. The 
voluntary appearance of a defendant is 
equivalent to personal service of the citation 
and a waiver of all defects thercin. When- 
ever, in any civil suit before a justice of the 
peace, the plaintiff, his agent or attorney, 
shall make oath in writing before such 
justice of the peace that the defendant is 
absent from this State, or that he is a 
transient person, so that the ordinary pro- 
cess of law cannot be served on him, such 
justice shall issue a citation, directed tosome 
lawful officer, commanding him to cite the 
defendant to appear af some regular term of 
his court to answer the plaintiff’s complaint, 
stating the matter and amount thereof. 
Such citation shall be returnable at some 
regular term of such-justice’s court, and 
Shall be published in some newspaper 
printed in the county, if there be one, for 
at least three successive weeks before the | 
return day; if there be no newspaper 
printed in the county, then it shall be pub- 
lished inlike manner in some newspaper 
printed in the nearestscounty. In cases of 
emergency, any justice of the peace may 
depute any person of good character to exe- 
cute any process, civil or criminal; provided,

. that in every such case the justice shall cer- 
tify on the back of such process that the 


person is so deputed by him; and the per- 
son so deputed shall take and subscribe an 
oath that he will execute such process ac- 
cording to law, which oath, with the cer- 
tificate of the justice that it was adminis- 
tered, shall be endorsed on or annexed to 
such process. In all suits brought in a jus- 
tice’s court against two or more defendants, 
jointly liable, and when one or more of the 
defendants reside‘out of the county where 
suitis instituted, the justice of the peace be- 
fore whom suitis brought shall issue process 
to the sheriff, or any constable of the county 
or counties where such defendant or de- 
fendants are alleged to reside, and the offi- 
certo whom such process is directed shall 
serve the same, as in other cases, and make 
his return to the court from which the pro- 
cess issued. 

When there are two or more defendants in 
a suit; and one or more are served with pro- 
cess in due time, and others not so served, 
the plaintiff may either discontinue as to 
those not so served, and proceed against 
those that are, or he may continue the suit 
until the next term of the court and take 
new process against those not served; and 
no defendant against whom any suit may be 
discontinued according to the provisions of 
this section shall be thereby exonerated 
from any liability under which he was, but 
may at any time be proceeded against as if 
no such suit had been brought and no such 
discontinuance entered as to such defen- 
dants; provided, that this section shall be 
so construed as to allow a plaintiff to dis- 
continue as to the principal and take judg- 
ment against the endorser or surety, who is 
jointly sued. ~ Any justice of the peace, be- 
fore whom any suit or proceeding is pend- 
ing, may, for good cause, shown by either 
party, and supported by affidavit, continue 
the same to the next term of his court; and 
if such cause or proceeding is such as can 
be tried by such justice at any other time 
than at a regular term, he shall have the 
like power to continue the same for a rea- 
sonable time. 

Amend by adding after the word “‘right,” 
in the twenty-fourth line, in section two, 
the following: If it shall appear from the 
testimony that the plaintiff is entitled to re- 
cover, judgment shall be entered in his fa- 
vor for such amount. as shall appear to be 
due him, with costs; but ifit shall appear 
from the testimony that the defendant is 
entitled to recover, then judgment shall be 
entered in his favor for such amount as shall 
appear to be due bim (ifany), with costs.

To the Honorable Senate and, House of Repre- 
sentatives : 

Since it is understood that your honora- 
ble bodies haye decided not to call a con- 
stitutional convention, I deem it not im- 
proper to break the silence I have purposely 
observed on this subject pending its consid- 
eration. ; 

Feeling that action on the question 
should be taken by yourselves, as the more 
direct representatives of the people, unin- 
fluenced by the views of the Executive,in my 
first communication to your honorable bodies 
Tremitted'to you the question as to the mode 
in which the Constitution, admitted by all 
to be extremely obnoxious, should be 
changed, whether by amendment in the 
manner prescribed by the Constitution or by 
a convention called to frame a new Consti- 
tution, being content to approve either of 
the two adopted by you. Believing now, as 
I did then, that an imperative necessity ex- 
ists for a thorough change in the Consti- 
tution, and that your honorable bodies 
have acted wisely in deciding not to 
call a constitutional convention at this 
time, and more wisely still in voting 
down the plan for. making a Con- 
stitution by commission, I recommend 
that immediate steps be taken to pre- 
pare amendments, to be hereafter submitted 
to the people, which shall cover every de- 
fect in the present Constitution. I suggest 
for the purpose a joint committee of the 
two houses, and recommend that the amend- 
ments, when made, shall present to the peo- 
ple, for their consideration, an instrument 
of organic law, complete in all its parts, 
which, if adopted, will bean entirety with- 
in itself, and be the Constitution of Texas. 
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After the preparation of this amendment, 
I recommend that provision be made for 
the publication of it immediately after the 
adjournment of the Legislature, in such 
manner, that it will go into the hands of 
the people, generally, throughout the State. 
Being thus informed of the changes propos- 
ed to be made in the Constitution, the peo- 
le and press will discuss them, and from 
this discussion the Senators and Represen- 
tatives will be able to eliminate the popular 
will, as to whether the Constitution shall be 
amended, or a constitutional convention 
called, or as to whether any modification or 
change, in any of the proposed amend- 
ments, should be made; and at the next 
session of the Legislature, can, in their ac- 
tion, give effect to the will of the people as 
they find it to exist. This will be, in effect, 
a remittitur of the whole question to the 
people. , , 
The time which will elapse before final 
action on the subject, will be well con- 
sumed in a thorough discussion of princi- 
ples, which are to be the ground work of 
our futuie government. A constitution 
hastily gotten up, would soon have to be 
amended or superseded by a new one. 
Nothing renders a government more un- 
stable, or educates a people for revolution 
more perfectly, than a frequent handling, 
changing, remodeling, or overturning of the 
organic law. This is the o1iginal bond 
which organizes society into a State, and 
rarely can be Joosened without detriment to 
some of its best interests. A people who 
regard their organic law with reverence, and 
who approach it tochange or amend, only 
after the maturest deliberation and discus- 
sion, as to the alterations which shall be 
made, have the highest guaranty that hu- 
man wisdom can devise, of stability for 
their institutions. We know full well the 
many objectionable features in our present 
Constitution, but can we assert with equal 
confidence that we are agieed as to the 
wisest substitutes for them? Will not a 
thorough discussion of these matters by the 
best minds of the country, with a pro- 
posed amendment as a basis, lead to that 
thoroughness and maturity of deliberation 
and action so desirable and so necessary to 
the attainment ofa wise result? Can 1t be 
said that time is lost which is thus employed? 
Suppose half or two-thirds of the amend- 
ments proposed now are modified at the 
next session, before they are submitted to 
the popular vote, as a result of the thought 
bestowed on them by the people, will not 
that attest the wisdom of having framed 
them at this session? If the public mind 
should be satisfied with the amendments as 
proposed, and no change should be desired, 
we could ask nothing better, and would 
feel assured that your wurk had been wisely 
done. If, however, the amendments should 
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be thrown aside, and the people de- 
mand a convention, still all the benefits of 
the thought and discussion bestowed on the 
subject would be reaped in the action of the 
conven{ion. 

Constitution-making is a work greatly 
different now from what it formerly was in 
Texas, Our social and our labor systems, 
and m some degree, our political system, 
have changed fundamentally. We hardly 
yet appreciate the extent and import of the 
change ouiselves. These changes are going 
on and will continue. New population, 


with new ideas, are filling the country, - 


new industries, are springing up. Enter- 
prise and rapid improvement ‘is the order 
of the day. Associated capital in the hands 
of corporations, so imperatively necessary to 
our development, on the one hand, and so 
dangerous on the other, finds an extensive 
field for operation in Texas. We have 40,000 
unenlightened black voters, natural folow- 
ers, in their simplicity and ignorance, of the 
unscrapulous trickster and demagogue, in 
some portions of Texas, largely outnumber- 
ing the whites, and having equal privileges 
with them atthe ballot box, and in the jury 
box.” From these and other facts which 
might be stated, that exist among us now, 
with which our people are scarcely yet famil- 
iar, questions must present themselves to 
be dealt with by the framers of our organic 
law, which should be gravely acd most ma- 
turely considered. The new Constitution 
should be adapted to our changed social, 
political and industrial condition, and to 
the giowing and changing condition of our 
society and the different elements and inter- 
ests which constitute it. To make such a 
Constitution, we should have aclear percep- 
tion and appreciation of Texas as she is, 
and as she will be. 
will take time, and give mature deliberation 
to the problems of government, now for 
the first time confronting them, which must 
be solved in the formation of a Constitution, 
I have no fear of the wisdom of their con- 
clusion. But I do confess to fears of the 
iesult of hasty and precipitate action. A 
Constitution should be made as if for all 
time, and with a view to the evils and dan- 
gers of too frequent change or amexdment. 
It is the most important step ever taketi in 
the government of a State, and in propor- 
tion to the difficulty of the questions to be 
dealt with, should be approached with eau- 
tion and the gravestcare. The grave finan- 
cial embarrassment surrounding us at this 
time presents another cogent argu- 
ment in defense of. the wisdom of 
your course, in declining to call a con- 
vention. The expense attending the hold- 
ing of a convention, although considerable, 
is not the only item to be considered in this 
connection. Your honorable bodies have 
found it necessary, in order to meet obliga- 
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tions now due and pressing the State, to 
provide for the sale of State bonds to the 
amount of $1,900,000. These bonds must 
be sold, because the creditors of the State 
are clamorous for payment, and there is not 
a dollar in the treasury, and the honor and 
credit of the State-is at stake, and must be 
preserved. Itis well known that the sta- 
bility of a government enters largely into 
the estimate 1n fixing the value of its secu- 
rities. If a convention had been called, the 
canvass preceding theelection for delegates, 
would have been in progress with high 
party excitement, at the very time when our 
bonds will be in market; the newspapers of 
the State would have teemed with discus- 
sions, showing every shade and variety of 
opinion on the various questions, which 
have to be acted on in framing a Constitu- 
tion, and it is believed, that under the cir- 
cumstances, when the organic foundations 
of the government were about being taken 
up for readjustment and change, that capi- 
tal which is proverbially timid, would have 
shrunk from an investment in our bonds, 
except at discounts we would be unwilling 
to submit to. Texas ıs not yet known 
abroad as our people at home know her; 
but a short time since, bloodshed in the 
walls of her capital was narrowly escaped, 
in asserting the right of her people to free 
government; under the administration of 
her government preceding this, the 
vaults of her treasury were left empty, her 
paper depreciated and her credit dishonored. 
These things being of recent date, and well 
remembered as facts, it is believed that the 
causes of them are not much inquired into, 
or well understood outside of Texas. Only 
the facts, as they transpired, are taken into 
the estimate. - 

Tranquility and repose, rather than re- 
newed political agitation, following the ac- 
cession of the present administration to 
power, at least for a season, seems to me 
necessary to a restoration of confidence in 
Texas, her people and government, and a 
re-establishment of her credit abroad, and, 
I believe, in no inconsiderable degree at 
home. When conservatism, which meas- 
ures well the ground which it treads, and es- 
timates closely the consequences before it 
acts, rules the hour, while the people of 
Texas may wish that speedier progress 
could be made, I have no fear but 
that they will have an abiding confidence 
in the wisdom and beneficence of ul- 
timate results, through measures, which, 
though slow, are surely conducive to the 
public weal. Many hold that the ad- 
ministration is pledged, by the platform 
on which it came into power, to call a con- 
vention. This is true, literally, but why 
call a convention? Certainly the assémbly 
of the delegates in the Capitol in conven- 
tion is not the result sought to be attained. 
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The formation of a Constitution for Texas, 
acceptable to her people, and in a mode re- 
cognized as legitimate and constitutional, is 
the result for the accomplishment of which 
itis said inthe platform ‘‘we favor the call of 
a convention, etc.” Now, if that same result 
is accomplished, if the sovereignty of the 
people of Texas is invoked, and acts in 
another mode, sanctioned by usage, and by 
itself, in producing an instrument of organ- 
ic law, the result demanded in the platform 
is accomplished, and the pledge redeemed 
in substance and spirit. I would say to 
those who stickle for ‘‘the letter of the 
law,” that by another clause of the same 
platform, the administration is pledged-to 
economy in carrying on the government. 
Would not this pledge be grossly violated, 
if, when the necessities of the government 
imperatively demand a sale of her bonds, 
we should deliberately do that which would 
certainly produce a ruinous discount on 
them, if it did not defeat their sale alto- 
gether, which could as well be done in 
another way without affecting the credit of 
the State at all? The plan of changing the 
Constitution by amendment, is one provided 
for by the people in their last expression of 
sovereign.will. It is as legitimate as to call 
a convention for the purpose, because the 
people have prescribed it inthe present Con- 
stitution, as they bad previously done in the 
Constitution of 1845, as one mode in 
which, if the Legislature prefer it, the or- 
ganic law shall be changed, Itis, in my 
judgment, a wiser plan than to calla con- 
vention at this time; because the interven- 
tion of another session of the Legislature, 
before amendments can be submitted to 
the popular~ vote, insures double deliber- 
ation and care, in this, that an opportu- 
nity will be afforded at the next session, 
of correcting, and amending errors or 
mistakes, which a searching investi- 
gation by the popular mind, may ex- 
pose in the amendments as proposed now. 
Thus guarded against too much haste in 
their formation, and having received the 
maturest consideration af the people, and 
two sessions of the Legislature, the amend- 
ments, when. finally passed upon by the 
people at the polis, if adopted, and after- 
wards ratified by two-thirds of the.Legisla- 
ture chosen at the same election, will be 
stamped. with the highest guaranty of their 
wisdom. The -instrument made in the 
manner I suggest, will not be patch work, 
but will be an entize, consistent, harmonious 
whole, and at the same time, will be an 
amendment, because, however radical.and 
thorough the change made, at least one- 
fourth of the present Constitution will re- 
main untouched, which will be the basis of 
the amendment. If permitted, I would 
suggest to your honorable badies, in fram- 
ing amendments, to bear in mind that a 


constitution should be a well digested sys- 
tem of purely organic principles, and hmi- 
tations; that it should consist only of ele- 
mental land marks, and beacon lights, to 
limit, and: guide the government, gn the 
subjects embraced in it; that its provisions 
should be general, so that legislation under 
it may have scope wide enough to meet all 
the exigences and changes likely to occur 
in a growing and expanding society. Our 
present Constitution has been not inaptly 
termed an omnibus bill, containing special 
legislation on almost every subject, and it 
isfor this reason that at every turn in your 
efforts to enact desirable laws, you are met 
and stopped by some of 148 provisions. 

Legislation should find no place in a con- 
stitution. Our legislatures meet for the 
purpose of enacting laws. Constitutions 
are ordained to limit aud define the powers 
of the government, and to guide itin mak- 
Ing and executing laws. Whenever the 
maker ofa constitution descends into or- 
dinary legislation, he plants inthe instru- 
ment the seeds of :ts destruction, and dues 
that which will surely render a change 
necessary. It will be found untversally 
true that those State constitutions” which 
contain the smallest number of provisions, 
which adhere most closely to fundamental 
declarations, and to the fixing simply of 
buundaries, leaving the interior to be filled 
by the enactments of the legislatures, have 
been the wisest and most enduring. A law 
enacted at this session of the Legislature, 
which proves on trial to be bad, may be 1e- 
pealed at the next, but put in the Constitu- 
tion and it must be submitted to, possibly, 
for years, and untilthe sovereignty of the 
State is aroused. 

Many of the vices of our present Consti- 
tution can be cured by simply dropping out 
obnoxious clauses, and leaving the subject 
matter of them to be dealt with by the Leg- 
islature. In order to provide against a too 
frequent recurrence of the necessity for 
change in the Constitution, [suggest that the 
amendments should not be too restrictive, but 
that much should be confided to the discre- 
tion of the law-making department of the 
government. 

As before remarked, we do not aurselves 
fully understand as yet the changes which 
have been wrought among us by the events 
of the past few years, and the government 
should have room and verge enough to meet 
and provide for developments and exigen- | 
cies which our new surroundings and condi- 
tions may bring about. A Constitution cons 
structed of principles which do not change, 
but which leaves to the government it cre- 
ates power to expand and adapt itself to 
the changes which are constantly occurring, 
is what we need. : .

To the Honorable Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives : 

GENTLEMEN—TI send herewith for your 
consideration the report of the Boaid of 
Managers of the Lunatic Asylum. This 
board 1s composed of Messrs. George Han- 
cock, John A. Green, James H. Raymond, 
A.S. Walker and Q. E. Bouldin. These 
gentlemen, since their appointment, have 
been exceedingly faithful, zealous and 
thorough in the discharge of their duties, 
which are onerous, in view of the fact that 
no compensation is-allowed them. Their 
report will show that they have brought to 
the performance of this purely honorary and 
voluntary service not only that high intelli- 
gence, but that genuine spirit of philan- 
thropy so necessary in those who give direc- 
tion tothe management of a great State 
charity. 

To these gentlemen, prompted alone by 
motives so unselfish, patriotic and merito- 
rious, in giving their time and their tal- 
ents to the care of her unfortunate wards, 
the State owes a debt of gratitude, 
which, as her Exceutive, I take pleasure in 
acknowledging. It will be perceived from 
this report, that the appropriation for the 
support of this institution for the fiscal 
year ending thirty-first of August, 1874, had 
been exhausted, and a debt of $10,000 con- 
tracted before the incoming of this board 
and the present Superintendent. This 
amount, together with the sum estimated 
to be necessary for the support of the insti- 
tution up to the thirty-first of August, 
ISTE, making together a total of $30,600, 
must be provided for by appropriation at 
{lLisse-ion of your honorable bodies. The 
cta te fer the support of the institution 
rtie Cs abyear ending the thirty-first of 
onh 9895, for which your honorable 
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cases itis, no mode is provided for enforc- 
ing it; the consequence is that many 
counties pay nothing for their patients, leav- 
ing the burden on the State, to be assessed 
equally on all, thus operating auty on 
those counties which discharge their duty 
in this respect and pay for patients, in this; 
that after paying in full for their own pa- 
tients, they are taxed pro ratæ to pay for 
those of delinquent counties. I suggest 
that certain and adequate means be pro- 
vided by appropuiate legislation for enforc- 
ing the collection of dues from the various 
counties. 

I invite your attention also to the abuses 
that may arise, as suggested in this report, 
from the fact that in the present law no 
check is placed upon the treasurer of the 
asylum in the collection and disbursement 
of moneys collected from counties, and 
for private patients, and concur in. the 
recommendation of the report, that all 
moneys coming to the institution shouid be 
made payable by law into the Treasury of 
the State, and disbursed therefrom on the 
orders of the board of managers. The 
recommendations of this report, with refer- 
ence to heating, lighting, and the sewerage 
of this institution, and supplying it with 
water by the more recent and improved 
methods, are worthy of your most careful 
consideration. I am satisfied that safety 
from accidents by fire, comfort, conve- 
nience, health and economy will be greatly 
promoted by adopting the plan suggested ; 
and will state that I am informed that com- 
petent architects, who are in this city, and 
can be had before a committee of your hon- 
orable bodies, can furnish estimates of the 
probable cost of these improvements. 

It is urged by the board of managers, and 
by the Superintendent, that the appropria- 
tion for this institution be made not in spe- 
cific items, but in solido. I understand-the 
reason for this recommendation to be, that 
when made in items, some of these appro- 
priations will fall short, while there will be 
an excess in others. Tn such cases the ex- 
cess remains wundrawn, while the deficiency 
mist be provided for by another appropria- 
tien = Thia will be avoided by making the 
riation in the manger proposed.

252. Of this amount, $679,400 is for the 
support of common free schools, leaving 
$807,855 as the estimate for the ordinary 
expenses of the government. - I am of the 
opinion that many of the items going to 
make up this aggregate are greatly over- 
estimated, while many others should not be 
allowed at all, and that a critical review, 
such as should be made of this 1eport, be- 
fore any appropriation is made based upon 
it, will result in a material reduction of the 
grand total. 

The estimate for the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion, I am satisfied, is not as liberal as it 
should be. Iam deeplyimpressed with the 
conviction that funds enough to carry on 
the operations of that bureau, on a liberal 
scale, will be most wisely »ppropiiated. . 

Gen. Robertson, the chiet of that depart- 
ment, is at this time absent on official busi- 
ness, and could not be called on to furnish 
estimates, as the heads of other depart- 
ments were. Irecommend that this appro- 
priation be increased to an amount com- 
mensurate with the important part this 
bureau should perform in settling and de- 
veloping the State. i 

I concur in the suggestion of the Adju- 
tant General, that it will be much less ex- 
pensive and more convenient for the State 
to build an arsenal at once, than continue to 
rent at an cxorbitant price, an inconvenient 
and out-of-the-way house, in which to store 
State arms and ammunition. A small 
amount will suffice for this purpose asshown 
in the accompanying estimate. 

It will be borne in mind by your honorable 
bodies, that the expense of maintaining the 
system of frontier defense that may be 
adopted, will have to be provided for, an 
estimate for that not being-embraced in this 
report, and I take this occasion to say that 
I hope your honorable Lodies will not fail 
to make adequate provision for maintain- 
ing such military operations on the frontier 
as your legislation may require. I believe

Sin—The clerks to whom you entiusted 
the examination of assessment rolls in,your 
office, respectfully report that by direction 
of the honorables, the Committee on’ Comp- 
troller’s Accounts, we have examined the 
assessment rolls of 1872 ard 1873, and find 
a balance of $242,667 43 due for 1872, and 
a balance of $731,919 20 due far 1873, as 
more fully shown by accompanying state- 
ment. " 

We found on the assessment rolls of 1872 
$14,973 79 illegally assessed for justices’ 
fees and commissions, which amoynt is not 
embiaced in the total amount of.taxes. due. 
We also found, onthe same assessment, 
$8440 34 assessed as a special tax in Brazos 
county, which is not included in thie total 
amount due, but accounted “for by the sher- 
iff on a separate return. We find errors and 
omissions in the rolls of 1872 amounting to 
$1546 29, which have been included in the 
total amount. 

You will also observe that $22,142 85, 
railroad bond tax, has been added to the 
total amount of taxes due for 1873, since 
your report tq his excellency, Gov. Coke. 

We also estimate the taxes of seveial 
counties’ from which no returns have been 
received, at $25,000. i 

_ Should it be the desire of yourself and the 
committee to have the rolls from 1867 to, 
1871 examined, we bave to remark that it 
willbe long and tedious, for it will become 
necessary to recapitulate each roll before 
the indebtedness of the sheriff can be cor- 
rectly ascertained. We are of opinion, 
however, that a sufficient amount will be 
gained to the State to justify a prosecution 
ofthe work.

as actual settlers; provided, that no person 
other than an actual settler shall be per- 
mitted to purchase less than 160 acres; and, 
provided further, that if under the provis- 
ions of this section any improved lands 
should be sold, the purchaser thereof shall 
pay for the enhanced value of said land, by 
reason of improvements, in addition to the 
‘appraised value thercot.” 

On motion of Mr. Storey, the further con- 
sideration of the bill was postponed to 10:30 
A, M. to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr. Miller, the rules were 
suspended to allow the introduction of the 
following report:

the judge sought to be removed of appear- 
ing in person or by counsel ; and that hence- 
forth the respondent shall be heard in the 
opening argument in person or by counsel 
fortwo hours, and that one person, to be 
designated by the Legislature, shall be heard 
for a like period of time in reply, and that 
so much of the rules of procedure as con- 
flict herewith be annulled. 

That this resolution take effect fiom and 
after its passage.

THE MEMORIAL OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
GALVESTON BAR TO THE LEGISLATURE OF 
THE STATE OF TEXAS. 

The undersigned, a committee acting in 
pursuance of a resolution adopted at a meet- 
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ing of the members of the Galveston bar, 
respectfully present their views upon thein- 
terests of Galveston county, as involved in 
any contemplated arrangement of the judi- 
cial districts of the State. 

And first, we desire briefly to state our 
present facilities for the transaction of civil 
business through the courts. : 

The counties of Galveston and Brazona 
constitute at present the Eighteenth Judi- 
cial District. The court sitting at Galves- 
ton attends only to civil business, jurisdic- 
tion in criminal causes being vested in a 
separate tribunal for the counties of Galves- 


- ton and Hanis. 


The sessions of the eourt at Galveston be- 
gin on the third Mondays in June, Novem- 
ber and February. The June term has not 
- been, and, from climatic causes, is not likely 
to be of much consequence so long as the 
judge is a non-resident of our county. 

The November term is interrupted by the 
holidays, and the Brazoria court convening 
on the third Monday in January, makes it 
but a session of some five weeks. We are 
thus reduced to the condition of having but 
one term of the district court 1n the course 
of the year, the February term, at which 
any considerable amount of business can be 
transacted. It is not practicable to force 
the trial of litigated cases at any other than 
the February term, otherwise than by the 
merest casualty. 

We present below an abstract showing the 
relative state of our docket at different pe- 
riods.

It will thus be seen that the number of 
cases is continually on the increase, with our 
docket in rapid process of becoming so en- 
cumbered as to make the period when a trial 
can be had in any given case, to which it is 
80 important, forthe purpose of convenience 
and economy, that a reasonable degree of 
certainty should attach, merely conjectural 
and beyond the limits of calculation or pro- 
bability. So far from charging accounta- 
bility for this condition upon the present in- 
cumbent, it is but justice to him, as it is a 
pleasure to ourselves, to say that it is in no- 
wise due to any want of earnest effort on bis 
part to produce a different and more satis- 
factory result, but is due alone to the inade- 
quacy of our facilities to meet the require- 
ments of our business. 

While this accretion of cases, under a dil- 
igent use of ali present facilities, constitutes 
in itself strong evidence of the requirements 
of our condition, we would further present 
for the convenient reference of your honor- 
able bodies, such statistical information 
bearing thereon as may be gathered from 
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data readily at hand. The total taxable 
property of the State, as estimated by his 
excellency the Governor, in his message of 
February 10, is $240,000,000, and the total 
occupation tax, in the same message, is es- 
timated at $250,000. The taxable property 
of the city of Galveston alone, as shown by 
the assessment rolls for 1878, is $17,772,468, » 
and the occupation tax payable by Galves- 
ton is about $100,000. Thus the edvalorem 
tax payable by Galveston is about one four- 
teenth, and the occupation tax an approxi- 
mation to one-half of the whole. . 

The population of this city, as shown by 
census recently taken by the municipal au- 
thorities, is 35,000. 

The receipts of cotton alone at this port 
to date, for the current cotton year, as 
shown by statements of the Galveston Cot- 
ton Exchange, amounts to 320,000 bales. 
Galveston is the fourth cotton market of the 
United States in receipts, and follows 
closely upon Charleston and Norfolk, 
ranked above her. 

In connection with other facts and figures, 
it should also be understood that the busi- 
ness Of Galveston is, from its very nature, 
out of all proportion to local population, it 
being the mart or market where, in some 
shape, the great bulk of the business of the 
State is transacted. i 

Werespectfully refer your honorable bodies 
to the accompanying documents, viz: Sta- 
tistics of the city of Galveston, prepared by 
the Chamber of Commerce; report of Cotton 
Exchange for the week ending March 13; 
report of the county treasurer of Galveston 
county for 1873. 

The high rates of interest for money which 
obtain here we bebeve to be largely due to 
the delay incident, under our present sys- 
tem, to obtaining judgments upon ordinary 
moneyed demands. The time of recovery is 
rendered remote and indefinite, the expense 
attending collections largely increased, and 
securities subject to failure and depreciation 
by the lapse of time. 

We have not statistics. at hand to show 
the fact, but, after inquiry, we fail to 
find any city, even of the population of Gal- 
veston, and certainly none can be found 
transacting the same amount of business, 
where superior facilities for the enforcement 
of civil nghts through the courts are not af- 
forded. With a full and high appreciation of 
that desire for an economical administration 
of our public affairs, which we perceive-to an- 
imate your councils, gratifying to us in com- 
mop with the whole people, we do not believe 
you will, on that account, refuse to this 
community and to the business interests of 
our State, which it so largely represents, an 
act of simple justice, so far-reaching in its 
consequences, so imperative in its character, 
and of so high an order as the providing of 
such additional facilities for the assertion 
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of civil rights in the courts of justice as our 
condition may require. Already are our 
merchants driven, for the want of remedies 
through the avenue of the courts, to ruin- 
ous compromises and vicarious arbitrations. 
Nor does it require other than a fair deduc- 
tion from the facts to attribute to the same 
source of evil the frequency of the resort 
now had tothe harsh and summary pro- 
cesses of bankruptcy and attachment. 

We therefore 1espectfully urge, as an act 
ef jrstice to this community and toall with 
whom it has business relations, that the 
evils arising from this unnatural condition 
be no longer suffered; that the growth and 


_ prosperity of the principal city of our great 


State be no longer impeded by a practical 
denial of civil rights, in ‘‘due course of the 
law of the land.” 

We ask that Galveston county be created 
a separate judicial district for the transac- 
tion of civil business only. To require that 
court also to discharge the criminal business 
of this county would be to impose a burden 
that would impair its usefulness in both 
branches, and is a measure, we think, much 
to be deprecated. The working of the 
Criminal Court for this and Harris counties 
has, we believe, proved satisfactory, and 
certainly furnishes a full measure of em- 
ployment to the judge and the district at- 
torney, 

The number of cases before the judge of 
a civil district court for Galveston in the 
course of a year would probably exceed the 
number coming before the judge of any 
ather district in the State. The office, in 
our opinion, would be a laborious one. 

We cannot too earnestly express our own 
conviction that a resident judge is indis- 
pensable to the proper discharge of the civil 
business of this county. From the nature 
of commercial business, in very many cases, 
frequent and prompt relief by the interlocu- 
tory order of the judge inchambers must be 
had, or there will be an utter failure of 
justice.

Sir:—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication of the 21st instant, requesting my 
Official opinion, in writing, as to the constitutional author- 
ity of the Legislature to reduce the number of judicial 
districts in the State, and herewith submit the result of my 
investigations. 


The Constitution (Art. V., Sec. 6) provides as follows: 


‘The State shall be divided into convenient judicial dis- 
tricts, for each of which one judge shall be appointed by 
the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, for a term of eight years, who shall, after his 
appointment, reside within the,district, and shall hold a 
court three times a year in each county thereof, at such 
time and place as may be prescribed by law; provided, 
that at the first general election after the 4th of July, 1876, 
the question shall be put to the people, whether the mode 
of election of judges of the Supreme and district courts 
shall not be returned to ?’ 

An analysis of this section results in these proposi- 
tions : ‘

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ist. That the people, in -adopting their organic law, . 
waived the right to designate and prescribe the number 
of judicial districts, and devolved that duty upon one de- 
partment of the governmental agency thus created. 

2d. That the power and duty of determining the .con- 
venience of the people.of the State was vested necessarily | 
in the first Legislature to be assembled under the pro- 
visions of the Constitution.

I am opinion that it was not. There are no express words 
of limitation in the Constitution to that effect, and it is 
deemed clearly within the province of each succeeding 
Legislature to change, alter or modify the constituent ele- 
ments of districts at pleasure. It can increase the number - 
of judicial districts whenever, in its judgment, the public 
interest may so demand ; and, upon the creation of the new 
district, the provision of the Constitution above quoted 
becomes operative, and the appointment of ‘the judge is 
: provided for, who takes position with all the rights, 
` powers, privileges and emoluments of other district judges, : 
and is covered with the same mantle of protection as they. . 
But can the Legislature reduce the the number of judicial 
districts, and thereby abolish some now in existence? It 
would seem that the power to increase being conceded, the 
ower to reduce would ensue as a necessary consequence. 
rdinarily, this principle is true, and it would obtain in 
this instance, but for the constitutional provision with ref- 
erence to the tenure of judges. Upon the creation of a 
district, a judge is appointed ‘‘for a term of eight years.”’ 
The Constitution provides two modes for his removal, to- 
wit: by impeachment or address. The one requires a two- 
thirds vote of the Senate for conviction and removal; the 


r 
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other a two-thirds vote of both Houses. These two modes 
being provided, all other modes areexcluded. If the Leg- 
islature can abolish a district, it can be done by a majority 
vote only ; and if by such’ abolition, the judge thereof 
ceases to be judge, his removal is perfected in a mode not 
‘pointed out by the Constitution, and possibly, if not prob- 
ably, by a simple majority vote of both Houses of the 
Legislature. That it was the intention of the peor: in 
adopting their organic law, to place one co-ordinate de- 
partment of the government entirely at the mercy of 
another cannot be entertained. They were careful to divide 
the powers of the government about to be inaugurated into 
three co-ordinate egual departments, and to make each, as 
far as practicable, independent of the other. They fixed the 
terms of their district judges beyond Legislative control, and 
were careful to designate the salaries they should receive, 

-and to provide that these salaries should not be diminished 
during their incumbency. If it be competent for each suc- 
ceeding Legislature to legislate district judges out of office 
from motives of public utility or convenience, the inde- 
pendence of one branch of the judicial department is at an 
end. Judges at best are but human; and if their continu- 
ance in office is made to depend upon the political victory 
of their friends, it is not hazarding much to say, that but 
few will be found to refrain from using every exertion in 
their power to secure such victory. 

The precedents after quoted as establishing the author- 
ity of the Legislature to abolish an office when the public 
interest may so demand, after examination, will be found 
confined exclusively to statutory officers. (See 10 How., 
402 ; 2 Denio, 272; 6 S. & R. 322; 5 W. & S. 418; 2 Sandf. 
N. Y., 355; 4 Penn. 49; 1 Oregon, 149; 15 Iowa, 538.) 
But when the Constitution defines the tenure, the mode of 
peepee any or the compensation, the Legislature is pre- 
cluded from altering either, or from abolishing the office 
itself. (2 Sand. supra, 6 Con. 642; 9 Con. 640; 3 Met. 
(Ky.) 237; 62 Penn. st., 343; 14 Wis., 163; 23 Ill., 547; 24 
Ind., 184.) 

The decision in People vs. Surey, 6 Con., 642, would seem 
to be singularly in point. The attempt was made by the 
Legislature of New. York to legislate out of office certain 
justices of the peace (whose terms of office was fixed by the 
Constitution at four years, as in ours), by attaching the 
territory over which they exercised jurisdiction to another 
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county, and providing for a new election. The Court held 
that the Legislature, while it might multiply counties ad 
infinitum, and alter and change the boundaries thereof at. 
pleasure, yet it could take no action that would shorten 
in any way the constitutional term of office of a. justice 
of the peace, either directly or indirectly, by the creation. 
or division of counties; and thai the justice, being quali- 
fied and commissioned, was entitled to his office, to dis- 
charge its duties, and take its emoluments, no matter to 
what county or municipality his territorial jurisdiction. 
might be attached. 

It is sometimes said that the action of Congress, in pass- 
ing the act of April 29, 1802 (U. S. Statutes at Large, vol. 
2, p. 156), repealing the act of February 1, 1801 (U. S. 
Statutes at Large, vol. 2, page 89), whereby certain circuit 
and district judges were legislated out of office is a a 

recedent, and sufficiently establishes the authority of a 
State Legislature to take similar action. Ido not so un- 
derstand it. These circuit and district judges were not 
constitutional officers. They and their courts were mere 
creatures of statutes, and liable at any time to statutory 
extinction. Nor do I apprehend that the action of the 
Legislature of 1866, in legislating out of existence certain 
district judges, can be invoked as a precedent. All the 
district judges in 1866 were elected at the’same time with 
the Legislature itself and under the old apportionment, and. 
with the power and duty of the incoming Legislature to 
change the districts staring them in the face. 

That the public interest might be subserved by a re- 
districting in the number of districts I entertain no doubt. 
But that the Legislature is at all times the judge of what 
may be tothe public interest, and to give effect to their views, 
may at any time, either by action, direct or indirect, disre- 
gard and annul poi constitutional provisions, is a pro- 
position to which I cannot give my assent. That depart- 
ment of thè Government is as much bound by the consti- 
tution as any other; and notwithstanding that the safety 
and interests of the body of the people may in its judgment- 
demand certain measures, yet if the people have failed to 
confer this power upon it, the direct action of the people 
must be invoked to cure the evil. 

My conclusions are as follows: 

1. That it is competent for the Legislature, at any time, 
to alter the judicial districts, but that it cannot entirely 
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destroy any district pending the incumbency thereof by a 
judge constitutionally appointed and acting. 

2. That the Legislature cannot, either directly or indi- 
rectly, abridge the term of office of a judge, except in the 
modes pra ibed by the Constitution.. ~ 

- 3. That the action of a Legislature in re-districting the 
State, in so far as it attempted to legislate an officer of this 
character out, of existence, by abolition of his district, 
would be unconstitutional. ` 

Fully impressed with the fallibility of my own judgment, 
I submit these views with diffidence, but with a fair con- 
viction that they are correct.

trict. 

First. That heretofore in the year 1871, when and while 
the said S. B. Newcomb was judge of the Twenty-fifth Ju- 
dicial District of the State of Texas, and while exercising 
the duties as such, did institute in the county of El Paso a 
suit in the favor of Josiah E. Crosby against one George 
Bulchosky, of forcible entry and detainer, before Joseph 
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McGriffin, a legal justice of the peace, and did prosecute 
the same, and while so prosecuting, did say, that unless 
the justice and the jury trying the said case, decided the 
same in the favor of said Crosby, that he, ithe said New- 
comb, would appeal said case to his court, and that when 
so appealed, he would apply the law thereto, or words to 
that effect; and that when so uttering said words, he, the 
said Newcomb, was then and there the agent of said 
Crosby, and the said Crosby was then and there his client. 

Second. That the said S. B. Newcomb, while he was 
judge of the Twenty-fifth Judicial District, in the State of 
Texas, did, while the matter involved in the case of Simon 
Hart vs. W. W. Mills, was pending before him as judge, 
demand of the said Simon Hart, that he, the said Hart, 
should give money; presents, and the whole of his influence 
toward carrying the election for member of Congress for 
the Republican po: or in default thereof, he, the said 
Newcomb, would rule against him, said Hart, in the case 
aforesaid, and that if he, said Hart, would give such money, 


presents and influence aforesaid, he, the said Newcomb, | 


would rule in his,‘said Hart’s favor in said case. 

Third. That the said S. B. Newcomb, while acting as 
judge of the Twenty-fifth Judicial District in Texas, on or 
about the .... day of ...., 1871, knowingly, willfully and 
corruptly, did favor one John Woods, then and there þe- 
ing indicted for an assault with intent to kill and murder ; 
the said John Woods then and there being a notorious 
negro politician ; his said favoritism then and there being 
shown to said Woods for the purpose of securing the favor 
of said Woods, and with the intent to secure said favor 


even though the law was violated and judicial propriety ` 


were sacrificed to obtain the object. 
Fourth. That the said S. B. Newcomb, while exercising 
the functions of judge of the Twenty-fifth Judicial District, 


` and while being such judge, did demean himself on the 


bench in such a way toward the bar, as to bring the prac- 
tice of law into disrepute and to scandalize the bench. 

Fifth. That the said S. B. Newcomb, while being and 
acting as judge of the Twenty-fifth Judicial District, in the 
State of Texas, has descended from the high dignity of the 
bench, and earnestly engaged in the practice of politics, 
thereby lowering the dignity, honorable character and in- 
tegrity of the bench, to the level of corrupting practices 
in local as well as general political contests. 
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Sixth. That the said S. B. Newcomb, while being judge 
of the Twenty-fifth Judicial District, in the State of Texas, 
has been vindictive, tyrannical and partial.

Seventh. The said 8. B. Newcomb was not a citizen of 
Texas when he was appointed judge, nor when he accepted. 
said office, nor was he a qualified elector in this State. 

By reason of all of which, the two Houses of the Legis- 
lature say, that said 8. B. Newcomb is no longer fit to be 
judge of the district court in the State of Texas, and do 
request his removal, by the Governor, therefrom.

That in addition to the force herein provi- 
ded for, the Governor be and he is hereby authorized to 
organize a battalion of mounted men, to consist of four 
companies of seventy-five men each, to be officered in ac- 
cordance with the rules and regulations of the army of the 
United States. The battalion and company officers shall be 
PPPOA by the Governor, and shall be removed at his 
pleasure. 

Sec. 21. The pay and allowance of the officers and men 
of this force shall be the same as now allowed for similar 
service in the army of the United States, except that no 
commutations for forage, fuel or quarters shall be allowed. 
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Sec. 22. The Governor shall appoint a quartermaster 
and paymaster for this force, who shall discharge all 
the duties usually imposed on quartermasters and com- 
missaries, as far as may be necessary. The duties of said 
officers to be regulated by direction of the Governor. 

- Adopted. - 

Sec. 23. That the officers and men of this force shall be 
paid monthly or quarterly, as the Governor may direct. 

Sec. 24. That this force is not designed as a standing 
force, but shall always be under the command of the Gov- 
ernor, to be operated by his direction in such manner, in 
such detachments and in such localities as the Governor 
may direct, and the same shall be disbanded, and reorgan- 


ized, or reassembled, from time to time, asin his judgment 


the exigencies of the frontier may demand. 
Sec. 25. Each soldier and officer shall furnish his own 
horse and, unless the same is killed in battle, shall not be 
aid for by the State; provided, if from any cause a sol- 
ier shall be dismounted, the commanding officer of the 
company, under direction of the Governor, shall furnish 
said soldier a horse. 

The additional sections were adopted seriatim. 

Further additional sections : 

Sec. 26. The Governor is hereby authorized to keep this 
force in the field as long as in his judgment there may be 
a necessity for such force, and soldiers who may volunteer 
in such service shall do so for such term, not to exceed 
four years, subject to disbandment and reassemblage by 
order of the Governor. 

The House refused to concur in section twenty-six. 

Sec. 27. Whenever, in the opinion of the Governor, 
this force shall be insufficient to protect the frontier, he 
shall be authorized to call out the minute men or any 
pee thereof hereinbefore provided for, which said force is 

ereby declared ‘to be auxiliary and supplemental to the 
battalion of mounted mən, authorized by this act. 

Section twenty-seven was concurred in. 

Sec. 28. That the Governor of the State is authorized to 
disband all troops now in service of the State for frontier 
protection as soon as practicable ; and that they be allowed 
to retain all arms furnished by the State at the same price 
that the same were furnished the State. 

Section twenty-eight was concurred in. 

Sec. 29. That an act entitled “An act to provide for the

protection of the frontier,” approved June 13, 1870; also, an 
act entitled ‘‘An act to muster into service mounted men for 
the protection of the frontiers,’’ approved November 25,1871, 
also, an act entitled ‘‘An act to amend the first section of 
an act entitled ‘an act to muster into service minute men 
for the protection of the frontiers,’ ’’ approved November 25, 
1871, approved June 2, 1873; and all other laws and parts 
of laws heretofore enacted on the same subject be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Section twenty-nine was concurred in.

: Leave being granted, Mr. Chambliss, chairman of the 
sf Committee on Asylums, submitted the following report: 


Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives : 

Your Committee on Asylums beg leave to report that 
they have made a thorough examination of the general 
operations and expenditures of the Lunatic Asylum, from 
October ist, 1872, to February 10th, 1874, and respectfully 
call attention to Exhibits ‘A’ and ‘B,’ herewith submitted. 

We have caused an inventory of all the personal prop- 
erty belonging tothe Asylum to bemade out, the estimated 
value of which amounts to twenty-four thousand, one 
hundred and ninety-nine dollars and eighty-six cents 
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($24,199 86), one half of which is valuable and useful, the 
rest not being available or of use to the institution. ; 

As no accurate accounts were kept of receipts and dis- 
bursements it was only after an an research that 
we are enabled to reach the following results, viz: 

Receipts, one hundred and sixty thousand, five hundred. 
and twelve dollars and five cents, ($160,512 05). Disburse- 
ments, one hundred and fifty-five thousand, three hundred 
and twenty-nine dollars and fifty-six cents, ($155,329 56). 
In the amount of receipts is included the amount on 
hand October 1, 1872, viz: one thousand three hun- 
dred and eighty-seven dollars and seventy-seven cents, 
($1,387 77). 

The average number of patients in the Asylum for the 
year, was one hundred and ten (110). The known out- 
standing indebtedness being eight thousand, seven hundred 
and twenty-three dollars and thirty-four cents, added to the 
amount actually disbursed for the support-of the institu- 
tion, gives the cost for the period of sixteen and one-third 
(164) months, from October 1, 1872, to February 10, 1874, 
viz: one hundred and sixty-four thousand and fifty-two 
dollars and ninety cents ($164,052 90), showing an actual 
cost per annum for each patient, of one thousand and ninety- 
six dollars and thirty cents ($1,096 30), or ninety-one dol- 
lars and thirty-five cents ($91 35) per month. 

The gross extravagance which marked the management 
of the financial affairs of this institution becoming noto- 
rious, the Board of Managers were at length induced, after 
having exhausted all the Ue a or the support of 
the Asylum, to pass a resolution of Retrenchment and Re- 
form, (which was spread upon the records), instructing the 
Superintendent to discharge all supernumeraries, and in- 
crease the bond of the Steward, and at the same time autho- 
rized the purchase of an ambulance and pair of mules, 
(worth five hundred dollars) for which nine hundred and 
eighty-nine ($989 00) dollars was paid to a son of Judge M. 
B. Walker, member of the Board, out of the appropriation 
for additional buildings. 

This purchase we consider of no benefit to the inmates of 
the Asylum, and believe that Judge Walker was the owner 
thereof, and the sole beneficiary by said sale. 

We find also that five thousand, three hundred dollars ç 
Sa 300) purports to have been paid to a certain Voss & Co. 

or the erection of an additional stable and fence, when the 
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whole could have been constructed for about fifteen hun- 
dred. dollars ($1500. ) 

In our opinion the building was unnecessary and its con- 
struction procured through the instrumentality of W. H. 
Green, Steward of the Asylum, in collusion with James P. 
Newcomb and Judge Walker, members of the Board, for 
the purpose of swindling the State. 

e have proof that the Steward was a partner of Voss 
& Co., the firm name being but ‘a blind for his operations. 

We also find that over two hundred : ($200) dollars have 
been expended for fancy chickens, all of which are value- 
less for the poor demented. 

Among other items, (their name is legion), are cigar bills 
for one hundred and fifty ($150) dollars and upwards, bills 
for casks of brandies, cases of imported wines, carriage 
hire, livery stable bills, etc., ete., ad infinitum. From the 
vouchers, so called, supporting these expenditures,- we 
have turned over to the Attorney General of the State, for 
such action as he may deem advisable, accounts amount- 
ing to over sixteen thousand ($16,000) dollars, of which 
over ten thousand ($10,000) dollars are either fraudulent 
receipts and forgeries, or, at least, have a very suspicious 


- aspect. 


ortunate it is that the bonds of certain officers of this 
institution have good and sufficient bondsmen thereon, who 
can indemnifiy the State for losses sustained through the 
malfeasance of its agents. An example will be made that 
shall in future deter conspiracies against tie State. The 
blind goddess, meeting out evenhanded justice, shall yet 
right all radical wrong. i . l 
The State has undoubtedly lost upwards of fifty thou- 


- sand ($50,000) dollars, by the collusion of the Steward of 


the Asylum, who is the purchasing agent, with merchants 
and others, bills of goods purchased being overcharged, 
and receipts for money paid being given, for which no goods 
were ever delivered. In one bill alone, amounting to over 
fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars, pee a deficiency of 
one thousand, nine hundred and eighty-seven dollars and 


` sixty-four cents ($1987 64) for goods invoiced the Asylum 


which were not delivered, and we have ascertained that a 
portion of these were carried to the residence of W. H. 
Green, and appropriated to his own use and benefit. 

We find that the employees of the Asylum have not been 
paid since September first, though for each and every month 


Se 
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subsequent thereto pay rolls, fraudulently signed, were 
. filed in the Comptroller’s office, and warrants drawn thereon. 

In several instances warrants thus drawn were hypothe- 

cated with bankers and~brokers, and money borrowed. 
thereon at the rate of thirty (80) per eent. per annum, 

which was used to pay the officers of the institution, leav- 
ing, as will be seen by reference to Exhibit ‘B, over four 
thousand ($4000) dollars still due the employees. 

in this connection we would state that Dr. Richard 
Bibb, the assistant physician, who has been retained, and. 
_who has rendered us valuable assistance, has still due him, 
up to February tenth, 1874, the sum of four hundred and 
forty-four dollars and forty-four cents ($444 44), balance 
due him upon his salary, which was fixed by the by-laws 
at two thousand ($2,000) dollars per annum, and would 
_ recommend the payment of the same from the deficiency 
approp nen to be hereafter made. 

y consulting the records, we find that although there 
appears no evidence of any regular meeting of the board 
of managers from July twenty-eighth until October 
twentieth, 1873, bills and accounts for which there is no 
evidence of indebtedness were approved by different mem- 
Lees of the board, and moneys wrongfully and irregularly 

aid out. . 

j While about seventy-five thousand ($75,000) dollars, 
economically and judiciously expended, should have been 
sufficient to have supported the institution, it has cost the 
State over one hundred and sixty-thousand ($160,000) 
dollars, and your committee are convinced that upwards of 
eighty-five thousand ($85,000) dollars have been squan- 
dered by the steward and treasurer, in collusion with 
other interested parties. 

It is with a feeling of great relief that your committee 
turn from this subject of wholesale fraud, jobbery, corrup- 
tion and crime, and call attention to the sole thing in the 

management of the affairs of, this institution that has af- 
‘forded us any gratification, Yiz: the proper treatment of 
'. the insane, the neat state of the grounds, the cleanliness of 
the buildings, and the general excellent sanitary condition 
of the whole establishment. One by-law of the institution 
has, apparently, not been neglected by the late superin- 
tendent, viz: ‘‘that nothing is to be considered clean that. 
can be made cleaner.’’ 


+ 
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Skill, humane treatment and rigid enforcement of hy- 
gienic laws have had their effect in causing the restoration 
of over nineteen (19) per cent. of the average population of 
the asylum to the enjoyment of God-given reason. l 

Where such results have been obtained, under misman- 
agement and neglect of duty on the part of other officials, 
the conviction is forced upon us that, under the supervision 
and administration of the present superintendent, Dr. D- 
R. Wallace, far greater improvements cannot but be 
made; and we deem it cause of congratulation that his 
Excelleney Governor Coke has seéired to the asylum the 
services of such an accomplished scholar and experienced 
physician. 

We would supplement the above report by saying, that 
since it was written, evidence procured by us in this in- 
vestigation has been deemed sufficient by the Attorney 
General to induce him to cause the arrest of the former 
steward of the asylum, and that he is now under bond for 
his appearance upon the three following charges, viz: 
“uttering forged receipts;’’ ‘‘forgery to the amount of 
$1,000 00;° “forgery to the amount of $353 82.”

_ prior to the oe of the present administration, we 


would recommend that the amount of ten thousand 
($10,000) dollars be appropriated as recommended by His 
Excellency, the Governor, to pay off indebtedness incurred 
prior to February 10, 1874. 

As has been shown by us in an exhibit accompanying 
another report, the known indebtedness, per Ledger and 
Pay Rolls, was as follows, viz: Due merchants, etc., 
$4,650 52; due Pmplorees $4,066 82; due Assistant Super- ` 
intendent, $444 44. Total $9,167 78. To which must be 
added $3,000, the estimated amount of approved accounts , 
on filein Comptroller's Office, and in hands of creditors, 
as shown by the Records of Proceedings of Board of 
Managers. : 

Though we have every confidence in the patriotism, in- 
tegrity and business capacity of the present Board of 
Managers and Superintendent, we must candidly confess

SIR: Ihave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a 
resolution, adopted by the House of Representatives on 
March 30, 1874, requesting the official opinion of the 
Attorney General ‘‘as to the relative responsibility of the 
State and counties thereof, in the matter of support and 
maintenance of lunatics legally consigned to the State 
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Lunatic Asylum, to the end that the Legislature may 
roperly make the necessary appropriation for the 
tate.”’ 

Section ten of ‘‘An act for the organization of the State 

Lunatic Asylum, and for the care and maintenance of the 


insane,” approved February 5, 1858, as amended by the < 


act of March 15, 1871, (see P. D. Art, 5834), provides 
as follows: ‘‘All persons admitted into the Lunatic Asylum 
shall be admitted as State patients, except as hereinafter 
provided.” i 

This establishes the general rule. The exceptions are as 
follows :' 

1. Private patients, who must be sustained and sup- 
ported by their friends. (See P. D., Articles 125 and 5835.) 

2. County patients, that is such as are proceeded against- 
by information before presiding justices, and adjudged 
lunatics, and consigned to the Asylum by order of the Jus- 
tice. (See P. D., Art. 120.) The county from which the: 
patient is sent must provide funds for his support, to the 
amount of four dollars per week, (P. D. 5835) and any 
excess, necessary for the support of the patient, over that 
sum, must be borne by the State. (Id.) 

8. Article 125, Paschal’s Digest, would seem to autho- 
rize counties in certain instances to forward patients with- 
out regular proceedings. If so, such class would come 
under the term ‘‘county patients,’? and the sum to be 
provided by the county, 1s regulated by the provisions of 
Art. 5885, P. D. -

Captains, $100 each; Lieutenants, $75 each; Sergeants, 
350 each ; for all other-non-commissioned officers, $40 each ; 
privates, $40 each per month, and nothing shall be paid by 
way of commutation. Section 22. The Governor shail 
appoint a Quartermaster for this force, who shall discharge 
the duties of a Quartermaster, Commissary and Paymaster, 
and shall rank and receive the pay of a Captain, and give 
such bond as the Governor may require for the faithful 
performance of his duties. 

Sec. 23. That the officers and men of this force shall be 
paid quarterly. 
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Sec. 24. That this force is not designed as a standing 
force, but shall always be under the command of the Gov- 
ernor, to be operated by his direction, in such manner, in 
such detachments, and in such localities as the Governor 
may direct, and the same shall be disbanded, and reorgan- 
ized, or reassembled, from time to time, as in his judgment. 
the exigencies of the frontier may demand. 

Sec. 25. Each soldier and officer shall furnish his own 
horse, and, unless the same is killed in battle, shall not be 
paid for by the State. i 

Sec. 26. The Governor is hereby authorized to keep this 
force in the field as long as in his judgment there may be a 
necessity for such force, and soldiers who may volunteer 
in such service, shall do so for such term, not to exceed 
four years, subject to disbandment and reassemblage by 
order of the Governor. 

Sec. 27. Whenever in the opinion of the Governor this 
force shall be insufficient to protect the frontier, he shall 
be authorized to call out the minute men or any part 
thereof hereinbefore provided for, which said force is here- 
by declared to be auxiliary and supplemental to the bat- 
talion of mounted men, authorized by this act. 

Sec. 28. The State shall furnish all necessary ammuni- 
tion, and to each officer and be be of this battalion an 
improved breach-loading cavalry gun at cost; the guns 
furnished to be of the same kind and calibre, the price of 
Nera shall be deducted from the first money due the bat- 
talion. 

Sec. 29. Each officer of the battalion and of the com- 
panies of minute men herein provided for shall have all the 
powers of a peace officer, and it shall be his duty to exe- 
cute all criminal process directed to him, and make arrests 
under capias properly issued, of any and all parties 
charged with offenses against the laws of this State. 

Sec. 80. That the Governor of the State is authorized to 
disband all troops now in service of the State for frontier 


. protection as soon as practicable ; and that they be allowed 


to retain all arms furnished by the State at the same price 
that the same were furnished to the State. 

Sec. 31. That “An act entitled an act to provide for the 
protection of the frontier,’ ’’ approved June 13, 1870 ; also, 
“An act entitled ‘an act to muster into service mounted 
men for the protection of the frontiers,’ ’’ approved Novem- 
ber 25, 1871; also, “An act entitled an act to amend the 
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first section of an act entitled ‘an act to muster into ser. 
vice minute men for the protection of the frontiers,’ ap- 
proved November 25, 1871,” approved June 2, 1873, and 
all other laws\and parts of laws heretofore enacted on the 
same subject, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 32. The Governor and the Adjutant General are 
hereby authorized and empowered to make all additional 
regulations, not contrary to, the laws of this State, which 
are necessary to carry out the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 33. That this act take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

The report was adopted.

Sec. 83. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this act, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 84. That this act take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives : 

Your Joint Select Committee, to whom was referred the 
memorial of the citizens of Caddo and DeSoto Parishes, 
State of Louisiana, expressing a desire to have all the ter- 
ritory embraced within these two parishes brought under 
the jurisdiction of the State of Texas, have maturely con- 
sidered the same and have unanimously arrived at the 
‘conclusion that the result of this measure, if carried into 
effect, would not only promote the best interest and future 
happiness of the people inhabiting this territory, but would 
also redound to the best interest and future prosperity of 
the people of our own State. 

Those parishes, which are contiguous to our eastern bor- 
der, contain an area of over two thousand square miles of 
territory, equal in point of fertility to that of any other 
section on the continent. 
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And notwithstanding the blighting influence of the war, 
and troubles of a domestic character, are now on the high 
road to prosperity and full development. They contain 
an intelligent and enterprising population, of nearly fifty 
thousand inhabitants, who are closely allied, socially and 
commercially, to the people of our eastern counties. This 
country has a front of one hundred and fifty miles on Red 
River, and if acquired, would fix the boundary of our State 
where nature intended it should rest. 

The city of Shreveport, whichis virtually a Texan town, 
and entirely identified with our interest, would be em- 
braced in this cession. This city is at present the terminus 
of the Texas Pacific Railroad, and destined to become one 
of the greatest thoroughfares on the continent. It is situ- 
ated at the head of low water navigation on Red River, and. 
in the opinion of your committee, would, if brought 
wholly under the influence of our State, spring into mag- 
nificent proportions—it is now the entrepot and gateway 
to much of our most valuable commerce. Steamers are 
continually plying between this port and New Orleans, St. 
Louis, Louisville and Cincinnati, bringing the rich products 
of the South-East and North-West to our own doors, and 
taking in exchange our cotton, wool, hides and cattle. 

We find this city makes near an annual shipment of one 
hundred thousand bales of cotton, and its export trade, ap- 
proximates the value-of twelve millions of dollars. 

That as said city derives its principal -support from our 
influence and trade, we believe it would be proper for it to 
be brought under the jurisdiction of our laws. 

And her increased trade, wealth and importance, which 
would naturally result from her becoming a Texan city, 
would redound to the benefit of New Orleans and the rest 
of the State of Louisiana, particularly by the increased 
commerce of Red River. 

In fine, your committee are convinced that the acquisition 
of this territory would, not -only be of great advantage to 
those who will be immediately affected, but to our whole 
people. That it would give usa boundary much to be de- 
sired, and a river outlet to our North-Eastern and Western 
trade of which we are now greatly in need. 

Your committee would therefore recommend and urge 
the passage of the accompanying joint resolution, which 
provides for the immediate cession of this territory as soon 
as the consent of the Legislature of our sister State of 
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Louisiana, and of the Congress of the United States, shall 
have been obtained.

GENTLEMEN—I transmit herewith a communication from 
Mr. Henry Brace of New York, who states that he was 
commissioned by Mr. John A. C. Gray, of the city of New 
York, to present to the State of Texas the portrait of Gen- 
eral Sam. Houston now in the Executive office. It seems 
from this communication that no acknowledgment has 
ever been made to the donor. of an acceptance by the 
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State of this gift. I found this portrait in the Executive 
office when I took possession in January last. This letter 
from Mr. Brace gives me the first information I have had 
as to howitcame here.

Hon. Richard Coke, Governor of the State of Texas: 


Sir—Last September, when I was in Austin, I was com- 
missioned by Mr. John A. C. Gray, a gentleman of this city, 
to present a portrait of Gen. Houston to the State of Texas. 
I accordingly called upon your predecessor in office, of- 
fered the picture to him as the official representative of the 
State and requested his acceptance of it on the State’s be- 
half, asa mark of the giver’s respect for the memory of 
the first President of the Republic of Texas, as well as a 
proof of the giver’s remembrance of the kindly greeting 
which he received from the people of Texas during a late 
visit to the State. The gift was accepted, but in what 
manner I care not to state, and no acknowledgement of 
the donor’s courtesy, so far as I know, has ever been 
made. 

The portrait was painted from life in Washington in 
1846 or 1847 by Mr. Martin J. Heade, an artist of reputa- 
tion, and is, I am informed, an excellent likeness; it cer- 
tainly isa work of art of unusual merit. It had always 
been in the possession of the painter until Mr. Gray ob- 
tained it for the purpose of offering it for the acceptance 
of your State, to which it should seem it most properly be- 
longs. Irespectfully call these facts to your notice, and 
now beg leave to submit the matter entirely to yourself, for 
such action by way of acknowledgment, if any acknowl- 
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edgment be deemed by you appropriate, as may seem to 
you fitting. i

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives : 

Your Standing Committee on the State Penitentiary, 
now here, ‘respectfully report its consideration of the 
pill referred to it, entitled “An act authorizing and em- 
powering the Governor to appoint a commission of three 
persons, for the purpose of selecting suitable places for the 
erection of two State Penitentiaries, and to receive propo- 
sals for the building of the same.’’ The bill urges that 
the increased and increasing number of penitentiary con- 
victs, now averaging a clear increase of three hundred in 
number per annum, over and above those pardoned and 
whose term of sentence expires, with due consideration for 
their proper well being and comfort, together with the 
present crowded state of the penitentiary, which cannot 
healthfully accommodate more than five hundred (500) 
convicts, requires the building of two additional State 


` Penitentiaries, one of them to be located north-eastward of 


the Trinity river, with a view of utilizing in manufactures 
the iron ores which abound in that section of the State, 
and the other to be located. westward of the river Colorado, 
in contemplation of the manufacture of cotton, wool, 
leather ane: other material, which would not come into in- 
jurious competition with the personal industries of the 
mechanical professions. 

Committee upon examining into the contract for the 
lease of the penitentiary, executed on the part of the State 
with Messrs. Ward, Dewey & Co., lessees, on the .. day 
OF cee 1871, for the term of fifteen years from that 
date, find that said lessees, for the consideration of certain 
annual payments of money, and for the erection of certain 
needed penitentiary buildings, are entitled to the exclusive

‘possession and use of the labor of all-of the convicts who 
may be sentenced to the penitentiary during the period ot 
their lease, which does not expire until some time in the 
year 1886. From these facts it appears that the State does 
not, beyond the retained supervisory powers in behalf of 
the proper treatment and well being of the convicts, pos- 
sess any right to the disposition or control of the convicts 
now in the penitentiary, nor to those who may be sentenced 
to it during the period of the lease named, without the con- 
sent of said lessees. While your Investigating Peniten- 
tiary Committee were inspecting the penitentiary, the 
‘utility of buildmg other State Penitentiaries in sections 
where mineral resources abound, and where water power 
and material were accessible for manufacturing purposes, 
and of the application of convict labor in building them, 
was discussed with Mr. Ward, one of the lessees, and he 
expressed his ready willingness, fora just and proper con- 
sideration, to afford every facility on the part of the les- 
sees, for id laa into effect such measures in relation 
thereto, which might be determined on by the Legislature. 
Since our return to the capital, Mr. Manning, one of the 
Inspecting Committee, addressed a letter of inquiry to Mr. 
Ward on the subject named, who promptly replied to him, 
stating that, “‘if a favorable site for a penitentiary was 
determined on, we (speaking for the lessees), would pro- 
bably agree to erect a ‘Branch Penitentiary’ under the ex- 
isting contract we have with the State, without asking for 
an appropriation of money before doing so. I would 
agree to visit the different penitentiaries in the United 
States, particularly those more recently built, and obtain 
plans and specifications, and submit them to the Com- 
mission.’’ 

Questions of some consideration have arisen in the 
minds. of your Committee in regard to the position 
which the State and the lessees of the penitentiary will 
occupy toward each other, in the use and application of 
the convict labor in building additional penitentiaries, and 
of the use and application of the convicts confined in them 
when built or completed. They are here following 
submitted to the consideration of the House, to-wit: First, 
If the penitentiaries are built by the lessees with their 
convict labor, what application can the State make of their 
labor when the penitentiaries in which they are to be con- 
fined are completed? Second, If not built by the les- 


we 
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sees, but still being built, for the confinement of the ex- 
cess of convicts belonging to the lessees for the period of 
their lease, which the present penitentiary cannot accomo- 
date, what will be the relations of the State and the 
lessees in regard to the support and use of the convicts 
who may be imprisoned in them? As before stated, the 
lessees are, under their contract, entitled to the possession. 
and use of all of the convicts who may be sentenced to the 
penitentiary during the period of their contract, but at the 
same time they are bound for the same period to receive 
all such convicts and to support, clothe and treat them 
well. Ifthe accumulation of convicts continues with the 
same ratio of increase that is now taking place, and from 
the large annual incoming of immigrant population at so 
many sources, it is reasonable to infer that it will, their 
numbers will soon become too large for the adequate man- 
agement and utilization of their labor in their own sup- 
port, by the lessees, and it may then become necessary for 
the State to take in charge the excess of convicts over-the 
numbers that the lessees can employ and maintain. It is. 
thence equally and mutually the interest of the State and 
of the lessees, to make such adjustory arrangements in 
view of the premises, as will be serviceable to the State, as. 
well as to themselves. It'is probable, under these circum- 
stances, that the lessees sould. and would offer to the State, 
a better contract for the building and completing one or 
both penitentiaries, than any other persons in the State, 
and whatis of much importance in the contract, in view 
of the early completion of one of the penitentiaries, they 
are ready and prepared with their well disciplined and. 
trained convict labor, to commence and complete the work 
at the earliest possible day. Proper considerations how- 
ever, render. it expedient, that the contracts for building 
said penitentiaries should be duly offered, by sufficient 
advertisement and notice, to public competition. Your 
Committee suggest, as provided for in the bill, -that- full 
discretionary power be given to the Governor, either of 
himself or with the assistance of the Attorney General and 
Comptroller if by him required, to enter at once, so soon as 
the sites of the penitentiaries have been determined and 
sufficient bodies of land whereon to build the same have 
been acquired by the State, into contracts with reliable- 

arties offering such terms and guarantees as he would. 
hold it best for the interests of the State to accept. 
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It is deemed best by the committee to report a substitute 
for the bill referred to it, in which provision is made for 
the appointment of five commissioners of selection and lo- 
cation, in place of three proposed in. the original bill. It 
is well that the three great sections of the State, yet un- 
provided with penitentiary facilities, to-wit: the eastern, 
northern and western sections, should be represented in 
the commission, associated with two others selected from 
the State at large, to aid at arriving at impartial and early 
conclusions in regard to the particular sections of the State 
and immediate localities, which should be selected for 
founding the penitentiaries now desired. The substitute 
is herewith submitted. 

The Committee, while reporting the causes or reasons 
why additional penitentiaries should .be provided, to-wit: 
Theincreasing number of penitentiary convictions, and the 
public desire that certain manufacturing enterprises should 
be developed, or assisted through the’ instrumentality of 
convict labor in appropriate structures, consider it not in- 
appropriate, in order to prevent or correct misapprehension 
at home and abroad, as to the apparent increase of crime 
in the State, to disclose or state the causes which latterly 
have increased the number of penitentiary convictions. 
Briefly stated, they are as follows, to wit: 

1. The influx of criminals fleeing from justice, disbanded 
Mexican soldiers and border ruffian population from the 
ill governed territory of Mexico, upon the western sections 
of the State, who are now, through the vigilance of the 
citizens of those sections, apprehended and brought to 
justice. 

2. From the large annual accessions of immigrant popu- 
lation, which, although as a whole of the highest character, 
for worth, intelligence and morality, yet brings with ita 
proportion of the reckless and dissipated individuals op- 
posed to the just restraints of law and society that exists 
in all communities, and who, on their coming to the State, 
seek our remote or frontier borders, there to lead lives of 
lawlessness. 

3. The commission of offenses punishable with peniten- 
tiary penalties on the part of a portion of our population, 
who under the blessings and latitude conferred by freedom 
seem, in many instances, to be growing indifferent to the 
fact of their equal obligation and liability to the law and. 
its penalties. OO 
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4, To late enactments inflicting penitentiary punishment 
found necessary upon lesser offenses not previously sub- 
ject to such penalty, whereby a greater number of persons 
than formerly are now sentenced to the penitentiary, thus 
increasing the number of convictions without material in- 
crease of heinous and flagrant crimes. It may be further 
noted that the State contains nearly one and a half mil- 
lions of inhabitants, and at the annual increase of three 
hundred convicts, the proportion of convictions does not 
annually amount to one person in four thousand of the 
Pope aan of Texas.

original charter, or such amendments as have been made 
by special act, which shall be recorded by the Secretary 
of State, followed by the proposed changes or amendments 
to same; such changes or amendments shall take effect and 
be in force from the date of filing with the Secretary of State. 
No amendments or changes, violative of the Constitution 
or laws of this State, or of this act, shall be of any force or 
effect; and no changes or amendments shall be of any force 
and effect, which are not germain to the original objects or 
charter of incorporation, and calculated to carry out and 
effect the same.

House met. Prayer by chaplain. Roll called; quorum 
present. 

Mr. Stuart, of Falls, moved to reconsider the vote passin 
House bill No. 380, to regulate the management of r iroad 
companies, which was carried. 

Mr. Stuart, of Falls, moved to amend section eight by 
striking out the words ‘where freight is received’ and in- 
serting in lieu thereof ‘where the said freight was delivered 
to said road, or to be delivered to consignee, at the discre- 
tion of the owner? . 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Epperson moved to amend section two by inserting 
after the end of line twelve: ‘‘ provided, the said place of 
delivery is on the line of the said railroad.” 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Stuart, of Falls, offered the following amendment :. 

‘Section two, strike out all between and inclusive of 
‘within,’ in line fourteen, and ‘expense’ in line eighteen, 
and insert in lieu thereof ‘and keep the same subject to 
the owner or consignee for three days, and, if not called for 
in that time, then the said company may store the same 
with some responsible receiving or forwarding merchant at 
the expense of the owner.’ ”’ 

The amendment was adopted and the bill passed. 

The journal of yesterday was read and adopted.

Your Committee on Enrolled Bills have carefully exam- 
ined, compared, and find correctly enrolled, House bill No. 
48, entitled “An act to reorganize Young county;’’ also 
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House bill No. 55, entitled ‘‘An act to suspend the powers 
of an act entitled an act to levy a special tax in the county 
of Angelina,” passed May 23, 1873; also, House bill No. 
77, entitled ‘‘An act to amend section one of an act to in- 
corporate the Texas Banking and Insurance Company,” 
approved June 28, 1870; also, House bill No. 213, entitled 
“An act relating to the headright claim of Louis Rosseau 
to three hundred and twenty acres of land;’’ also, House 
bill No. 482, entitled ‘‘An act to amend the fourth section _ 
of an act entitled an act to establish, organize and define 
the powers of the Criminal District Court of the cities of 
Dallas, McKinney and Sherman,” passed June 4, 1873; 
also, House bill No. 510, entitled ‘‘An act to reassess taxes 
in certain cases,” and presented the same to the Governor 
for his nos on yesterday, the sixteenth day of April, 
1874, at four o’clock, P. M. E. D. Linn, Chairman.

The report was adopted. : 
The following resolution accompanying the address was 
read : 
Resolved, That the address of the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Texas, requesting the re- 
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moval of James R. Burnett, District Judge of the Thirtieth. 
Judicial District, be entered upon the journals of both: 
Houses of this Legislature, and that said James R. Burnett 
be served with a copy of said address, and that citation, 
issue requiring him, the said Burnett. to appear before 
the proper committee of three from the Senate and five from 
the House, within the time required by the rules governing 
such cases, and show cause why such address should not 
be adopted; and that a committee of three from the Senate 
and five from the House be appointed to consider said ad- 
dress and conduct proceedings thereon. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, of Grimes, the resolution was 
adopted. ae 


To His Hacetlency, Richard Coke, Governor : 


The Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Texas, do hereby address your Excellency, and represent 
and charge that one James R. Burnett, Judge of the Thir- 
tieth (80) Judicial District, in the State of Texas, is unfit 
to hold the office of district judge of the district court 
aforesaid, and in the Senate and House of Representatives, 
reserving the right hereafter to prefer additional charges 
„and cause of removal, do request that the said James R. 
Burnett be removed from his office as judge aforesaid for 
the following causes, to-wit: 

1. In the case of the State zs. Nat. Outlaw, Joseph 
Wright, John McParish and Fred Parks, charged with the 
murder of one Sam J enkins, on or about the fifth day of 
December, 1870, in the county of Walker, the district 
court being then in session, and the grand jury of said 
county having thoroughly investigated the case, aided and 
assisted by the district attorney, and not being able under 
their oaths to present said parties under said charge; itis 
charged that the said James R. Burnett, Judge of the 
Thirtieth Judicial District, after the adjournment of his 
courts, and being moved thereto by fear of losing his said 
office, through the influence of James Butler, then a mem- 
ber of the Twelfth Legislature, and others of like political 
faith, did on or about the fifth day of January, 1871, send 
for and obtain a body of State police, and caused said Out- 
law, Wright, Parish and Parks to be arrested and brought 
before him the said Burnett, as an examining court, having 
first procured an affidavit to be made by one Solomon 
Jones, who knew nothing of the truth of the same, charging 
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said parties with the murder of said Sam Jenkins, the said 
Solomon being early thereafter appointed on the police 
force, by the recommendation of ad Burnett to the Gov- 
ernor; and the said Burnett having then and there heard 
all the evidence and reduced the same to writing, and hav- 
ing then and there prejudged said cause, did then and 
there refuse bail to said parties, when under the law and 
the evidence, they were clearly entitled to bail, and were 
then and there able and ready to give any amount of bail 
required. 

2. Itis further charged that the said J. R. Burnett, 
Judge aforesaid, did on the twelfth, and again on the sev- 
enteenth days of January, 1871, by letters of said date, 
falsely represent to E. J. Davis, Governor of Texas, and 
did falsely say and write to said Governor as follows, to- 
wit: “The civil authorities, I regret to say, are unable for 
the present to execute the laws’’—and did otherwise dis- 
parage the good people of Walker county as to their will- 
ingness to suppress crime, which representations were 
false and a slander upon the good people of said county, 
who were, then and since, and now aver, willing and ready 
to support the civil authority in the rightful exercise of its 
power. And it is further charged that by and through the 
said false representations so made by the said Burnett to 
the said E. y Davis, he the said Burnett, did procure at 
the hands of the said Davis, Governor of Texas, a procla- 
mation of martial law in said county of Walker, on or 
about the fifteenth day of February, 1871, and procured 
the same to be enforced, to the great terror and oppression 
of the good people of said county, and that the said Bur- 
nett by the means aforesaid did procure thereby the sus- 
pension of the laws in said county, and the suspensions of 
the functions of every civil officer in said county, and pro- 
cured and caused the same to be usurped by a military 
commission or court martial, which lawless power reigned 
supreme in said county for the space of three weeks, and 
by reason thereof many of the good citizens of said county 
were arrested, without warrant or complaint made, said 
citizens being then and there tried by said military power, 
and heavy fines and penalties assessed and inflicted, and 


one of them, Nat Outlaw, imprisoned in the peniten- ` 


tiary for the term of four years, to the great terror and 
oppression of the good and law-abiding people of said 
county. 
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3. Andit is charged that said Burnett, judge of said 
district, did on or about the fifth day of February, 1871, 
send a communication in writing to the said E. J. Davis, 
Governor of Texas, by the hands of one William Baines, 
a citizen of Grimes county, who undertook and performed 
said service at the instance and request of said Burnett, 
which letter, together with a verbal communication, was. 
handed and made to said Davis, by said Baines, at which 
time he, the said Davis, had not declared martial law in 
said county of Walker, when said Davis as Governor of 
‘Texas, upon receipt of said last letter and message so de- 
livered and made by said Baines, as the agent and courier 
of said Burnett, did through the means and information 
aforesaid, declare martial law in said county, whereby the 
good people of said county, were deprived of the protec- 
tion of the laws, in their lives, liberty and property, and 
thereby procuring them to be turned over to an illegal,\cor- 
rupt and irresponsible military power, headed by one James 
Davidson, Chief of Police, and other like bad characters, 
whereby the good people of said county were greatly op- 
pressed and required to pay large sums of money in taxes, 
levied and collected and fines imposed, amounting to about 
the sum of eight thousand dollars, all of which was done 
and suffered, by the procurement of him the said James R. 
Burnett, judge as aforesaid. 

4. Anditis further charged, that on or about the twen- 
ty-fifth of February, 1871, and while said county of Wal- 
_ Ker was under martial law, by the procurement of said 
Burnett, the military power being then supreme, a military 
force, at the instance of one John Spencer, with force and 
arms did proceed to the house of one William Skelton, of 
said county, and surrounded his house and put his wife in 
great terror and alarm ; and then and there, with force and 
arms, and under threats of instant death, did compel said 
Skelton to deliver up to said force his crib key, and then 
and there did rob him, the said Skelton, of every bushel of 
corn on his premises, and put the same into the possession 
of said Spencer, who removed it by the force aforesaid ; 
when Benton Randolph, Esq., made application, in due 
form of law, to said Burnett, judge as aforesaid, for an in- 
junction to restrain said Spencer and his lawless associates 
from depriving him, the said Skelton, of his bread, and the 
said Burnett, then and there refused said writ, thereby aid- 
ing and abetting said lawless acts and robbery. 
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5. And it.is further charged that said Burnett attempted 
to assassinate, and to procure to be assassinated, one of the 
counsel in the case of the State vs. Outlaw et al., tried þe- 
fore him as an examining court, said attorney being as- 
saulted by said Burnett, he being surrounded by an armed 
body of State police, the said attorney being alone and un- 
armed, and this on or about the .... day of March, 1871. 

6. And it is further charged, that after said Burnett 
had procured the declaration of martial law in Walker 
county, and while he was holding court in Grimes county, 
on or about the fifteenth of February, 1871, he, the said 
Burnett, did then and there furnish to one Farrow, captain, 
of State police, the names of citizens of Walker county to 
be arrested, the said Farrow being then and there on his 
way to Walker county to assist in the enforcement of mar- 
tial law, and as a member of said court martial ; and it is 
alleged that said Farrow, upon his arrival in said county, 
did arrest the persons whose names had been furnished 
him by said Burnett, without warrant or complaint made, 
supported by affidavit, whereby he, the said Burnett, be- 
came a party to these lawless acts and false imprisonments. 

And it is charged that in all these acts, doings and de- 
vices of said Burnett, he was moved thereunto by a wicked, 
oppressive and revengeful spirit towards the good people 
of said county, and did by his acts and doings aforesaid in 
procuring the arrest and trial of citizens by said court mar- 
tial, make himself particeps criminis in the false imprison- 
ment of sundry citizens of said county, to-wit: C. Bref- 


fields, John Garrett, Sam Wilson, George Luff, G. W. ` 


Rather, Thomas Walker, C. Kess, and many others, by 
reason whereof he has made himself odious to the respect- 
able and law-abiding portion of the people of said county. 

7. And it is further charged, that at the March term, 
1874, of the district court of Walker county, John McPar- 
ish, one of the persons charged with the murder of Sam 
Jenkins, and who had been refused bail by said Burnett, 
came into open court and demanded a trial before a jury 
of his country, and was then and there tried and acquitted. 
(the testimony being substantially the same as that taken 
before said judge when he refused him bail), said verdict. 
showing that said Parish was entitled to bail in the first 
instance ; and upon the conclusion of said trial said judge 
did congratulate him, the said Parish, pen his acquittal, 
and did then and there apologise to said Parish for having 
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refused him bail, upon the plea that he was compelled so 
to act (meaning thereby that he, the said judge, would 
have lost his office had he granted bail). All of which was 
a reflection upon the high office he holds. 

Wherefore, the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Texas do say that, becanse of the complicity 
of said James R. Burnett, Judge of the Thirtieth Judicial 
District, in conspiring with others to overthrow civil rights 
in said county of Walker, and of his criminal acts and do- 
ingsin procuring the proclamation of martial law in said 
county, and of his participation in the crime of false im- 
prisonment of ©. Briffields, John Garrett, Sam Wilson, 
George Luff, B. Courtade, G. W. Rathu, C. Hess and Nat. 
Outlaw and others, that he, judge as aforesaid, is not 
worthy to hold the high office he now holds and occupies, 
and demand and request his removal therefrom; and the 
Senate and House of Representatives do reserve unto them- 
themselves the right to add hereto additional charges, and 
a offer such proofs as may be necessary to sustain the ad- 

ess. . 

Leave being granted, Mr. Rosborough introduced a bill, 
to establish the per diem pay and traveling expenses of 
members of the Legislature, which was read third time. 

Mr. McLeary moved to refer the bill to the Committee 
on State Affairs. _ 

Mr. Kemble moved to take up House joint resolution 
No. 88, regulating the mileage and per diem of the mem- 
bers, and the per diem pay of the officers of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Texas. 

The special order, Senate bill No. 136, to extend the time 
for the construction of works of internal improvements, 
was announced pending the report of the Committee on In- 
ternal Improvements containing an amendment to the bill. 

Mr. Rosborough moved to postpone the special order 
until the pending matter should be disposed of. The 
etn refused to postpone. The report and bill were 
read. 

Mr. Kessler moved to lay the report on the table tempo- 
rarily, and to take up the bill. The motion was lost.

of Texas, and conditioned that such company shall in good 
faith begin to construct, or continue to construct, as the 
case may be, their road sixty days before the year shall 
expire, and that they will construct and complete at least 
ten miles of their road within the next twelve months, or 
more, should their charter require it, which said bond shall 
be filed in the office of the Comptroller, and if forfeited, 
shall be collected like other statutory bonds.’’ 

Mr. O’Neal' offered the following substitute for the 
amendment and the amendment thereto : i 

« Provided further. that all subsidies heretofore voted 
to any railroad included in this act, of money, county or 
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city bonds, shall be forfeited, revoked and rendered. null 
and void to all intents and purposes.”’

of Seems proposed in this bill, of passing a law to take 
effect, contingent upon the decision of a court. Second— 
That while we doubt the right and condemn the policy 
of the Twelfth Legislature in voting moneyed subsidies 
to aid in internal improvements, yet we appreciate the 
fact that the matter in controversy between the State 
and the International Railroad Company should be amica- 
bly and satisfactorily adjusted in a spirit of liperal com- 
ps We also oppose this compromise being made in- 

irectly ; but believe that if it is made at all, it should be 
done in a bold, honest and statesmanlike manner, striking 
the mean between the two extremes—the company on the 
one hand claiming the rise of six millions of dollars in the 
bonds of the State, and the people on the other hand hold- 
ing different shades of opinions as to the right of the com- 
pany to said bonds. The minority of your committee, be- 
lieving it to be to the interest of the State and also of the 
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company that this perplexing question be finally disposed 
of, and wishing to avoid any appearance of repudiation 
upon the part of the State, even though it may appear to 
be an unjust debt, would therefore propose the following 
amendments to the bill, and recommend their adoption, 
confidently believing that they will meet the approval of 
the thinking and liberal minded men of the State, and 
greatly tend to allay the bad feelings engendered between 
the people and the company, as it makes a final disposi- 
tion of the question and will save to the State seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars more than the bill recommended by 
the majority of your committee; besides it requires the 
company to receive like bonds of the State at par for all 
interest that may be due on said bonds up to July, 1874, 
and thereby relieve the people of direct taxation until 1875, 
at which time many railroads will commence to pay into 
the State Treasury a handsome revenue, which will con- 
tinue to increase from year to year, and thereby lighten the 
burthens of taxes upon the people. We would, therefore, 
submit this minority report with the accompanying amend- 
ments, and respectfully ask that they be spread upon the 
journals of this House. Tae e Ree

Section 1. Lett enacted by the Legislature of the State 
of Texas, That the obligation of the State to aid in the con- 
struction of the International Railroad, by virtue of the 
provisions of ‘‘an act to incorporate the International Rail- 
road Company, and to provide for the aid of the State of 
Texas in constructing the same,’’ passed August 5, A. D. 
1870, be and the same is hereby limited to three millions of 
dollars, or ten thousand dollars per mile for three hundred 
miles of its road, which shall be constructed in accordance 
with the requirements of the aforesaid act of incorporation ;

Whereas, It is of the uttermost importance that the lia- 
bilities of the State should be determined and definitely 
fixed, and all uncertainty as to the rights of said company

Whereas, The said railroad company, by its authorized. 
agent, has signified its desire to have a fair and equitable

Reports from Committee on Internal Improvements : 


Hon. Guy M. Bryan; Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives : 


The Committee on Internal Improvements, to whom was 
referred the petition of the citizens of Washington county, 
asking that all bridges obstructing the navigation of the 
Brazos River be removed, have had said petition under 
consideration. 

Your Committee find that the term “navigable stream ”’ 
has a technical meaning and is defined. by our statute to be 
a stream of “the average width of thirty feet.”? Under 
this definition your Committee consider that the Brazos 
River at the point of the crossing of the Houston branch of 
the Texas Central Railroad is a navigable stream. 

Your Committee find that the General Law of the State, 
enacted February 7, 1854, declares that ‘‘no bridge or other 
obstruction shall be erected across, in or over any navigable - 
stream, so as to prevent or unreasonably impede the navi- 
gation therof,’? and that the charter of the Washington 
County Railway, passed February 2, 1856, two years subse- 
quent to the enactment of this General Law, declares that 


p” 
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‘Cit (i. e. railroad company) shall be subject to the provisions 
-of any general law that has or may be enacted.” The lang- 
uage of the charter, authorizing the railroad to cross the 
Brazos river is as’ follows: ‘‘Fhe company shall be 
authorized to construct, own, and maintain a railway, 
commencing at such point on the Galveston and Red 
River Railroad as said corporation shall deem most suit- 
able, crossing the Brazos River within the limits of Wash- 
ington county, running thence by most direct route to 
Brenham.” 

While your Committee believe that when navigable 
rivers are exclusively within the State, that the Legislature 
may partially or wholly authorize the obstruction of navi- 
gation, yet your committee do not conceive that this autho- 
rity to obstruct the Brazos River is given either directly 
or by intendment in the charter of the Washington County 
Railroad, nor can any such authority be derived from a 
fair construction of the foregoing extract of said chatter, 
especially since by the very terms of the charter it is sub- 
ject to the provisions of the General Law enacted anterior 
to the granting of the charter, which General Law inhibits 
the erection of any bridge obstructing navigation. It is 
manifest to your committee that it is now and has long 
been the settled policy of the State to guard its navigable 
streams from obstruction, and to improve them for high- 
ways. This policy was evidenced by the decision of the 
court in the case of the toll bridge over the Angelina River 
at Buck Shot Crossing. This bridge obstructed the pas- 
sage of cotton boats on a navigable stream, and the court 
decreed. that a portion of the bridge should be removed so 
as to pass cotton boats, which was accordingly done. The 
policy of the State is also indicated by the penal law 
against obstructing navigable streams (Art. 428); by the 
internal improvement law (O. and W. 1478). 

Your Committee believe that two alternative remedies 
are applicable to this case: First. If the bridge be such a 
nuisance as ‘‘worketh hurt, inconvenience or damage” to 
others, it is competent for the people of Washington county 
to present this bridge as such, and to invoke the action of 
the proper tribunal thereon. Second. For the Legislature 
to direct that the Attorney General inquire into the matter, 
and if proper cause be found, to bring suit to forfeit the 
charter of said company for the violation of the law of this 
State respecting the obstruction of navigation. 
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Your Committeee has not deemed it necessary to recom- 
mend any special legislation in the premises.

GENTLEMEN—I return, without my approval, and re- 
spectfully ask your reconsideration of House bill No. 284, 
being ‘‘An act to regulate the order of business in district 
courts of Karnes county.” 

This bill provides thatall terms of the district court, held 
in Karnes county, between the first Mondays in May and 
October, shall be devoted exclusively to the transaction of 
AR business, and the trial of criminals who may þe 
in jail. . 

t will be perceived by reference to section six, article 
five, of the Constitution, that the district court is a court 
of original and general jurisdiction ; that it was created by 
and derives its powers from the Constitution. Section five 
of the same article of the Constitution provides that terms 
of this court shall be held three times a year in each county 
in every judicial district in the State, leaving to the Legis- 
lature the power to designate the times and places at which 
they shall be held. > 

Is it competent for the Legislature to enact, that a por- 
tion of this general jurisdiction vested in these courts by 
the Constitution, which they were created to exercise, shall 
not be exercised at any particular term or terms? it seems 
to me that this question must be answered in the negative ; 
an affirmative answer would involve a concession to the 
Legislature of the power to take away from the district 
courts jurisdiction granted them by the Constitution, and 
in effect to destroy this court, because, if the Legislature 
have the power over a portion of the jurisdiction, they 
have it over all, and if they can strip them of it, and refuse 
its exercise at one term, they may do the same thing at the 
other two terms. The power to prescribe general rules 
regulating the exercise of this~ constitutional jufisdiction 
by the district courts, undeniably resides in the Legisla- 
ture; but there is a wide difference between regulating the 
exercise of jurisdiction, and prohibiting its exercise, as this 
dill does of much of the rightful jurisdiction of the district 
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courts of Karnes county, at the terms named. I respect- 
fully submit that the bill is repugnant to the Constitution, 
and should not be passed.

this bill passed this House on the final vote without the 
yeas and nays being called. Article three, section twenty- 
four, of the Constitution of the State, provides that ‘‘ the 
final vote on all bills or joint resolutions, appropriating 
money or lands for any purpose, shall be by the yeas and 
nays.” - 

The undersigned. believe that this bill contains an appro- 
priation of $3,700,000, which, with interest thereon for 
Jb thirty years at eight per cent. interest, amounts to the sum 
A of $12,580,000, principal and interest. 

j Tf there is no appropriation in this bill, then we are ata 
loss to discover why the International Railway Company 
should be solicitous for its passage, for the introduction of 
the present bill implies a serious doubt on the part of 
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the company whether the appropriation under the original 
charter is legal and constitutional. The charter of this 
company, passed August 5, 1870, contained a much more 
liberal appropriation than the present bill, as it provides 
for the issuance of bonds at the rate of $10,000 per mile for 
each mile of the road constructed, the eastern terminus of 
the road being Fulton, on Red River, and the western ter- 
minus being Laredo, on the Rio Grande. It may be perti- 
nently asked, if the appropriation under the charter was. 
-Tegal and constitutional, why does the company now con- 
sent to an appropriation which is less in fact than under 
the charter? Manifestly because the company believed. 
that the people would not willingly pay these bonds, and 
would invoke the interposition of the courts to prevent the 
payment of them, and the bill under consideration 
makes an appropriation irregardless of that made in 
the chaiter of the company, and is an original appro- 
priation. 

It occurs to us, however, that in point of fact it makes 
no difference whether this is an original appropriation or 
whether it pretends to be the ratification of a previous 
illegal and unconstitutional appropriation, the principle is 
the same, and that the vote ratifying this character of ap- 
propriation must also be by yeas and nays. The fourth 
section of this bill carefully declines in theory, to recognize 
the right of the Legislature to tax the people to build rail- 
roads, but it does in fact sanction this principle by ap- 
propriating the aforesaid sum of $12,580,000 to the Inter- 
national Railroad, which is an onerous and oppressive tax 
upon the industry of this State for thirty years to come. 
If the act of August 5, 1870, appropriating $10,000 per 
mile for every mile of road constructed, was unconstitu- 
tional and void, an original appropriation, irregardless of 
that made by the charter of the road, is now indispensable 
to the interests of the road, and this bill seems to us to 
provide for it. . l 

The undersigned further insist that under section six of 
article twelve of the constitution, it requires a two-thirds 
vote of each House to make the appropriation contem- 
plated by the act in question. 

In view of the premises, the undersigned respectfully 
protest against the manner in which this bill has been 
passed by the House without calling the yeas and nays, 
and without the requisite number of votes, and they re- 
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spectfully ask that this protest be spread upon the jour- 
-nals of the House.

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mitted the following report, which was received and ordered.

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives : i 


In accordance with the resolution of the House, passed 
....day of January, 1874, we have-visited the State Peni- 
tentiary at Huntsville, Texas, and beg -leave to submit the 
following report: 

The convict is the ward of the State, and as such comes 
directly into the care of the Legislative and Executive De- 
partments of the State. 

We haye been very thorough in our examination of the 
condition of the convicts in our State Penitentiary, and find 
each and all provided with everything necessary to the 
bodily’ comfort and welfare of a human being. They are 
well clad, much better fed than the majority of the labor- 
ing classes outside the walls; have clean, comfortable 
sleeping places, warm bed clothing, and all the nursing 
and medical attendance when sick, possible in a well regu- 
lated hospital, fitted up and amply provided. 

The clothing is made within the walls, and is so adapted. 
in its quality to the different seasons as to be comfortable. 
Aside from these necessaries the convicts are furnished to 
some extent with books, papers, and such school parapher- 
nalia as they need. Each Sunday they have an oppor- 
tunity to communicate by letter to their friends, or make 
such statements to the Executive as they may desire ; and 
all such letters or statements are mailed by the lessees 
each Monday. They have religious teaching at the hands 


_of the chaplains each Sunday. 


As far as we could observe ‘for ourselves and learn from 
other sources, the system oftreatment is that which appeals 
directly to the self-respect of these convicts, to the man- 
hood of each, and in which physical coercion or brute force 
has no share more than is necessary for the strict enforcement 
ofa just discipline. The system admits of no unnecessary 
pain, nor does it recognize any studied imposition of degra- 
dation as a part of punishment. The convict makes his 
burden light or heavy of his own option. This system so 
in contrast with old principles of punishment of crime, has 
resulted here in the success, which has made the Texas 
State Penitentiary second to none in the land. 
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There are natures hard to control, and these are made the 
peculiar objects of this better principle; but when it is found 
actually necessary to enforce discipline, punishment is in- 
flicted. In this too, there seems to be system; there is a 
central, controlling authority, nothing left entirely to the 
discretion of passionate employees. Good conduct meets 
with personal commendation, and a premium is awarded 
thereto in the shape of more privileges ; a recommendation 
to clemency, a commutation of sentence, anda helping 
hand when once free. 

The men employed by the lessees as foremen of the work- 
shops, have no power to inflict punishment, (that being the 
duty of the officers); their duties being the proper control 
of the labor assigned them. We have met these gentlemen 
{foremen) and find them intelligent, possessed of discretion 
and good judgment, skilled workmen, and uniform in kind 
treatment to those under them. 

The accompanying report of the Inspector, covering the 
year 1873, furnishes the statistics. necessary to explain the 
numbers, labor, loss and gain in and about the institution ; 
and the transcript from the prison books, accompanying 
this report, shows the financial statement called for in the 
resolution of the House. 

In addition to the above statistics we report, that dili- 
gent inquiry on our part, shows that the system of hiring 
convict labor to the citizens of Walker county as house 
servants or farm laborers, ismuch desired by these citizens. 
It supplies the place of immigration, that does not come 
there to locate, and furnishes them with a reliable labor 
system. The only complaint made to your Committee by 
these citizens, has its source in the habit of discharged con- 
victs, especially colored, stopping in and about the town of 
Huntsville, spending the money given to each one by the 


lessees, $20 each, in riotous living, to the discomfort of © 


peaceable citizens. The lessees have no control of this 
matter, and it can only be reached by statutory enactments. 

In the matter of buildings, your Committee report, that 
they have been careful to examine this feature, with the 
same degree of minuteness accorded other departments, 
and find nothing approximating extravagance or waste. 
In fact the improvements made are yet inadequate to the 
wants of the Institution, and as the limit to these will 
have been reached by the completion of those now in ac- 
tive progress, we take this opportunity to state, that in our 
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opinion, branch penitentiaries, should be built at once, as 
a provision against the very probable increase of criminals, 
an increase which cannot be provided for at Huntsville. 
We think that the work of building another penitentiary, 
should occupy this increase, and whatever number, could 
be taken from the institution at Huntsville. There are 
objects gained by this plan, worthy the serious considera- 
tion of your Honorable Body. First, the labor is cheap ; 
second, it would relieve the undue strain upon the present 
institution and render it better adapted to the classification 
of the convicts, the first step to any permanent reform in a 
prison ; third, it would conduce to the sanitary condition, 
as also relieve the anxiety of the public, who have some 
fears of the aggregate power of so many convicts; fourth, 
it would-retrench in the payment of transportation of 
convicts in an annual sum almost sufficient to build a new 
penitentiary. 

The keeping capacity ‘of this institution is about five 
hundred and fifty, yet the records show a little over twelve 
hundred. To meet this, the lessees have been obliged to 
find outside work, have had to purchase tracts of land, 
etc., to furnish this excess, employment. 

We find that the only expensive building connected 
with the penitentiary, is that intended for the residence of 
Maj. Ward, one of the lessees, built on private grounds, 
and by private funds, and of no charge to the State. 

Very little ground adjacent to the penitentiary has been 
purchased in the interest of the institution, and this as a 
needed protection of the State. Whatever ground has 
been attached to the institution, or streets changed, has all 
been done, with the legal sanction of the corporation of 
Huntsville, the corporation binding the lessees to certain 
conditions, and the lessees fulfilling them. In considera- 
tion of any doubt about the legality of the act of the cor- 

oration in making said sale, and in order to protect 
the interest of the State in the premises, we suggest 
that an act, legalizing the action of the corporation be 
passed. 

In concluding our report, we wish to say ina general 
way, that we have taken pleasure in stating the facts set 
forth herein, and have been highly gratified with our visit 
to the institution. We have had no occasion to send for 
persons or Mig de except by courteous invitations. The re- 
ports attached were furnished by the lessees, their books 
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and records, laid before your Committee, and everything 
in detail made plain and satisfactory. 
Enjoying the most ample o porruniiy of witnessing the 
resent management, accorded by the lessees, and the citi- 
zens of Huntsville generally, we must say that we find. noth- 
ing to warrant a proposition for a change, or to impair our 
confidence in the character or ability of the gentlemen com- 
posing the firm of lessees, Messrs. Ward, Dewey & Co. 
Comparing this with other prisons of which we have infor- 
mation, we unhesitatingly affirm, that the State peniten- 
tiary at Huntsville, compares more than favorably with 
those in older States in features of discipline, reformation, 
method and management, and much beyond them in a 
pecuniary sense. Our tax payers are thereby relieved of 
an immense burden, and the institution yields a revenue to 
the State. C. B. STEWART, Chairman,

employment of convict labor in manufacturing, as a means 
of saving the tax payers of the State from the expenses of 
heels the institution. : 

ours at the Prison.—The prisoners leave their cells, 
for the shops, at six o'clock A. M. in the summer, and an 
hour later in winter. . 

They assemble in the dining hall for breakfast,at 9 o’ clock. 

Dinner is served in the dining hall at half past two o’ clock, 
and supper about sundown, from which they go to their cells. 

Sunday prisoners are shaved, put on clean clothing, write 
letters, read, attend church, and have the entire day to rest. 

In the Shops.—The prisoners in the shops,.work under 
the instruction of a competent foreman, whose orders for- 
bid any partiality,’ and each one may learn the trade at 
which he worksif he chooses. At the entrance to the prison, 
the prisoner is allowed a choice of trade, which he makes 
in his answer to the question of the lessees, ‘‘what trade 
have you?’ or ‘‘what-do you wish to work at?’ 

Seeing Friends.—The friends of those confined in the 
prison can’ visit them at all ordinary times, and have the 
privilege of bringing them winter or summer under cloth- 
ing, fruit,- tobacco, books, papers or any other like matters, 
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which will contribute to the physical comfort or moral 
welfare of these prisoners. 

Overwork.—The system of pay for overwork, has al- 
ready been introduced by the lessees among the prisoners 
on the railway, and will be applied in the prison as soon 


-as the work can be systematized more thoroughly. 


Letters to Convicts.—All letters to the convicts in the 
State Penitentiary, should be addressed to them, care of 
Ward, Dewey & Co., Huntsville. 

Every letter so addressed, will be given tp its owner, on 
the Sabbath morning following its receipt at the office. 

Money or other valuables sent in letters, or by express, 
will be put to the credit of the convict, and if the convict so 
wishes, it will be expended in the purchase of tobacco, 
under clothing, or other necessaries of this nature. Other- 
wise it will be kept in the office, and given to him at his 
discharge. 

Every convict who desires can write one Sunday in each 
month. Ifthey have business of importance to transact, 
they are allowed every opportunity for that purpose. 

Paper, envelopes and stamps are furnished each one wish- 
ing to write. ‘ 

Letters are regularly mailed on each Monday. 

A long experience in the management of prisons, con- 
vinces us that letters from home and friends accomplish 
much towards inducing reformation in those confined in 
these institutions. l 

This is especially true with those young in years, and 
crime, in whom thereis yet a strong love for the better 
scenes of a better life. 

Write them long letters, letters full of home, and- neigh- 
borhood news, letters full of earnest thoughts and desires 
for their future welfare.

GENTLEMEN—We have witnessed with great satisfaction, 

asa committee appointed by the Legislature, and in an 

individual sense, the successful operation’ of the method 
and system of management introduced by you into the 

Peniténtiary. 

This system appears to us to be as thorough and com- 
prehensive in its outlines, as practical in its details, and in 
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each several part it appears to us to be as perfect and suc- 
cessful as could be desired. ' 


We see the convicts well fed, clothed, ordered and obe- 


dient, with cheerful expression in their faces, working and 
performing the labors and duties ‘assigned them with sur- 
prising method, regularity and willingness. This is not 
only apparent, but we see that everything throughout the 
entire penitentiary is working in its appropriate place, and 
in so quiet a manner that we hear no harsh expressions to 
the convicts from the guards, officers, or the foremen of the 
different departments. We see in these guards, officers 
and foremen, that propriety of conduct always necessary 
in an institution of this nature. 

Seeing all this, and the pecuniary success that has followed 
the method, we are satisfied that other penitentiaries can be 
established and conducted with equal beneficent results to 
the convicts thereof, and to those who may employ convict 
labor,and that without any cost to the State for maintenance. 

It is desirable that the knowledge we as individuals, or 
a committee, have gained in our examination of the peni- 
tentiary, should be generally known, and especially to 
those who exercise the important trust of legislating for 
the State, to the end that due and early legislation may be 
had toward the establishment of the penitentiaries already 
so much needed in other sections of the State. 

From the large and constantly increasing annual influx 
of population, from natural accretion, and from the disor- 
dered condition of our vast frontier, there is an increasing 
supply of this convict labor, which may be, as shown by 
your example, profitably applied by enterprise and capital. 

So far as we understand the subject, penitentiaries afford 
the only practical means by which the tax payers can be 
saved the heavy and constantly enlarging expenses of 
building massive and secure county jails, and of feeding 
and clothing the large number of convicts that each county 
would be compelled to maintain.

To fhe Hon. the House of ‘Representatives of the State of 
CLAS | 


GENTLEMEN—I respectfully return, without my ap- 
proval, and ask your reconsideration of House bill No. 
357, being “An act to authorize- the issuance of land cer- 
tificates to the heirs of those who were killed in the Daw- 
son massacre, near the Salado, in September, 1842, and of 
those who were taken prisoners there, and died while such 
prisoners.”’ ; 

This bill proposes to grant land to the parties named, in 
the only mode that has ever been used by the State, in 
making land grants, to-wit : by the issuance of certificates, 
under which vacant public domain may be acquired. Sec- 
tion six of Article ten of the Constitution, as amended by 
final ratification of the Thirteenth Legislature, reads as 
follows : 

‘The Legislature of the State of Texas shall not here- 
after grant lands, except for purposes of internal improve- 
ments, to any person or persons, nor shall any certificate 
for land be sold, at the Land Office, except to actual set- 
tlers upon the same, and in lots not exceeding one hun- 
dred and sixty acres. Provided, that the Legislature shall 
not grant out of the public domain more than twenty sec- 
tions of land for each mile of completed work, in aid of 
the construction of which, land may be granted ; and pro- 
vided further, that nothing in the foregoing provision shall 
affect any rights granted or secured by laws passed prior 
to the final adoption of this amendment.” 
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It seems to me, that this bill is in direct contravention 
of this clause of the Constitution, in that it proposes to 
grant lands to persons, said grant not being for purposes of 
internal improvement. It further contravenes the spirit, if 
not the letter, of the amendment to the Constitution, 
adopted finally by this present Legislature, which forbids 
special legislation. 

The claims of those who are beneficiaries under this bill 
are meritorious, and appeal as strongly to the sympathies 
of the Executive as to those of your Honorable bod: , and 
if not restrained by convictions of duty, would be re- 
sponded to with alacrity, but the Constitution is the su- 
preme law, and when it speaks must be obeyed.

The joint committee of the Senate and House, appointed 
to ascertain and report what legislation may be necessary 
in the sanitary interests of the State, calling itself, for 
convenience, ‘‘Sanitary Committee,” here report their 
immediate and present action upon the memorial referred 
to it, entitled ‘‘The preamble and resolutions adopted by 
the State Medical Association, lately held at Dallas, Texas, 
with respect to the creation of a State Board of Health, 
and suggesting appropriate legislation in behalf thereof.” 
The several members of the committee have read, and with 
much interest, the ‘‘preamble and resolutions,” together 
with the accompanying remarks and suggestions of Messrs. 
R. H. Harmon, Leonidas Hudspeth, and D. F. Stuart, the 
committee appointed by the Medical Association of the 
State to memorialize the Legislature in regard to the meas- 
ures proposed, but the brief space of time left between the 
reception of the memorial and the period appointed for the 
adjournment of the Legislature, together with the constant 
and momentary demand of the attention of the members 
of your committee to the fast passing legislation, precludes 
the possibility of a report commensurate with the gravity 
and importance of the subject. Te 

Committee therefore recommend that the preamble and 
resolutions named be spread upon the journals of the Senate 
and House, and published. ' 

It is here deemed proper to suggest to our medical, sci- 
entific, legal and informed citizens, to give their earnest con- 
sideration to the provisions for the public health indicated 
in the named preamble and resolutions, at the same time 
to invite them to place the committee in possession of ‘their

the desired objects.

To the Hon. Members of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Legislature of Texas: 


The undersigned, committee from State Medical Associa- 
tion lately in session at the city of Dallas, respectfully beg 
leave to submit to your consideration the following pream- 
ble and resolutions adopted by that body, with respect to 
the creation of a State Board of Health, and the passage of 
a general health law, to-wit : 

HEREAS, the Thirteenth Legislature passed alaw to 
regulate the practice of medicine, the object of which is to 
protect the public health, and ; 

` Whereas, elaborate laws designated for that purpose, 
though commendable in the highest degree, are of com- 

aratively recent origin and but limited growth, their effects 

or the good of the Commonwealth cannot be fairly esti- 
mated, and can scarcely be imagined ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the President appoint a committee of 
three of the members of this Association, to memorialize the 
Legislature, now in session at Austin, on this subject, to 
the end that the State Medical Association be created a 
State Board of Health, and its officers made the executive 


officers thereof, and making it the duty of said Board of ° 


Health, so created, to consider all questions relating to the 
public health and its protection, throughout the State, and. 
act upon the same; to appoint the county boards of medi- 
cal examiners for the several counties, and creating them 
County Boards of Health, the executive of each of which 


w 
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shall be health officer for the county in which he is ap- 
pointed, and required to reside at the county seat, where 
all involving the protection of the public health of the sev- 
eral counties, shall be considered and acted upon in accor- 
dance with such directions and regulations as the State 
Board of Health may from time to time promulgate, and 
report fully of the same to the annual sessions of the State 
Board of Health, as well as of all other matters of scientific 
interest or importance to the public weal, and that the pro- 
ceedings of the said State Medical Association, in its char- 
acter of State Board of Health, onall questions of sanitary 
hygienic or other scientific matter, of general or special 
interest or importance, be reported by the officers of said 
State Medical Association, annually to the Governor of the 
State, prior to the assemblage of the Legislature, for his 
action and recommendations, as in the case of other depart- 
ments of the State government, and that the same be pub- 
lished for distribution, as other public documents are, and 
that one copy be furnished to each member of the Legisla- 
ture, and other State officers, two copies to each of the 
clerks of the several county courts, and recorders of incor- 
porated towns or cities, and two copies to each member of 
the State Medical Association. 

It should also be made the duty of the corporate authori- 
ties of towns and cities, and county governments, to pro- 
vide for the prompt and efficient execution of all sanitary 
and hygienic measures, the several Boards of Health may 
direct. 

Resolved, that the President of this Association, D. K. 
Wallace, M. D., and Ashbel Smith, M. D., are hereby ap- 
pointed a Committee of Conference, to consider and confer 
with the Committee on the State Board of Health, of such 
modifications of our constitution and by-laws, as may be 
necessary to facilitate the action and give effect to the de- 
crees of this Association in its discharge of any duties that 
may be devolved upon it, by any general health law that 
may be passed. 

Resolved, that this Association recognises no sectarian- 
ism in the science of Medicine. That Allopathy,. Home- 
pathy, Hydropathy and Eclecticism, in the technical and 
general acceptations of these terms, are alike inimical to 
that broad, comprehensive, catholic science we all revere ; 
and while we are perfectly willing to meet and contend with 
their several representations, on terms of equality before 
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thelaw, confident in the stability of our foundation, and 
vastness of our resources, we cannot, nor do not, recognise 
their professional competence in any respect whatever. 
Adopted after extended discussion, and R. H. Harrison, 
M. D., of Columbus, D. F. Stuart, M. D., and L. Huds- 


peth, M. D., of Houston, were appointed the committee. 


It will be observed that the State Medical Association, -` 


in its adoption of the foregoing resolutions, proposes the 
creation of anew department in the State government, a 
department of health and sanitary science, the duties and 
the responsibilities of which it is willing to assume and 
discharge without cost to the State, and without fee r-re- 
ward to its members, beyond the sanction of the law to its 
labors, and the publication, at State expense, of such mat- 
ter as may demand of sufficient value. 

To enable the State Medical Association to discharge the 
various and important duties incident to such an engage- 
ment, it is suggested that it be charged also, with the ap- 
pointment of the ‘‘County Board of Medical Examiners,”’ 
and that said ‘‘ Boards of Examiners,” be made tributary 
tothe State Medical Association in its capacity of State 
Board of Health, as ex-officio County Boards of Health, 
thus affording a thorough and effective health organization, 
extending its ramifications into every county in the State. 

The importance of the subject commends it to the most 
careful consideration of your Honorable Body. The pro- 
tection of the lives, and the promotion of the prosperity of 
its citizens, constitutes the highest duty of a State. Itis 
immaterial whether they are menaced by war or by pesti- 
lence ; the knife of the assassin, or the ignorance of a medi- 
cal mountebank or charlatan, it is equally a duty of the 


first magnitude. Ample provision is made, at enormous - 


cost of time, talent and treasure, to secure all the protec- 
tion possible from the ravages of war; elaborate laws are 
passed, and hosts of officers supported, to visit with heavi- 
est penalties, murderers, homicides, etc. May we not, 
then, have a law to secure such protection as may be in our 
reach from epidemic and endemic pestilence? Is it not as 
much a duty of the State to protect its subjects from an in- 
vasion of disease, as itis to avert an attack of hostile Indi- 
ans upon our frontier? The awful tribute paid-by Mar- 
shall, Denison, Calvert and Columbus, isa sufficient answer. 
In addition to the legitimate right of the citizen to this 
profecdoy from his Government, we further beg to invite 
H 
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your attention to ‘‘ Health Department” of the English 
Government, which, although it has only been efficiently 


s 


organized for fifteen or twenty years, has already become - 


a tremendous power for good, and ranking highin popular. 
favor. Some five years ago, Massachusetts, and about the 
same time California, er Ue general health laws, and ap- 
pointed the necessary officers to execute their provisions. 
And now Alabama, under the direction of Professor Jerome 


Cochran, the distinguished health officer and sanitarian, - 


is about to follow suit in a plan, more complex, but none 
the less comprehensive, than this to which we solicit 
your attention. 

It is worthy of note too, that the American Medical As- 
sociation, that ‘‘ august assemblage of the medical wisdom 
of the nation,”’ is urging action of this character, and pro- 
poses as soon as six States shall engraft State Medicine 
upon their statute books,” to “form a National Health 
Council”? - 

In view of these facts, and the extraordinary spectacle 
of epidemic, sweeping like a besom of destruction, through 
a number of our fairest inland towns, while our cities on 
the coast, under irregular and fitful sanitary rule, escaped 
almost scot free, your memorialists deem it unnecessary to 
say more in favor of the propriety or importance of the, 
measure. 

_ We would respectfully ask then, that this Legislature 

ass “alaw to provide for the protection of the public 
health and preservation of vital statistics.” Let this law: 
invest the State Medical Association, with the functions, 
power and responsibilities of the State Board of Health,- 
and authorize it to exercise such functions through its or- 
dinary officers. 

Being composed, as it igof “representative men’’ of 
the medical profession from every section of the State, it is 
right and proper, that it being the only competent power in 
the State, should have the appointment of the County 
Boards of Medical Examimers ; and by making said Count 
Boards, ex-officio County Boards of Health, as suggested, 
the best men for the purpose, will, more probably be 
secured, and a far more effective organization attained, 
than any other means could accomplish. 

The advantages of this programme may be considered 
under two heads. First, the advantages to the State, and 
secondly, the advantages to the profession, which however, 
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are’reflected back, inure wholly tothe State (or the public) 
at last. The advantages to the State are, that a vast 
amount of work, ordinarily accomplished at heavy expense 


and involving large salaries, would-be performed for the- 


trifling expense of. an almost inappreciable addition to the 
public printer’s bill. Second, it would be done more effici- 
ently than it could possibly be done by any other practi- 
cable means. 


The State Medical Association can afford’ to do this, be-. 


cause the very investigations involved in the duties of a 


Board of Health, the causes of epidemic and endemic dis-- 


ease, and the means of preventing or assisting them, the 
influence of climate, locality, occupations, ete., etc., on 
health and longevity, and all other questions affecting life 
and health or calculated to shed light upon the great ques- 
tions of their preservation,.comprise some of the para- 
mount objects for which it was organized, and it would ac- 
complish the work as an incidental function of its original 
organization; an organization already forméd and already 
self sustaining. 

I. It would be done more efficiently, because all of 
the legitimate medical men of any ability, in the State, 
would be virtually engaged init, each contributing, from 
his observation and experience, something to the common 
stock. True, some malcontents and- disorganizers, some 
few in the medical profession, as in every other, whose over- 
weening vanity and arrogance blinds them to any excel- 
lence that does not emanate-from themselves, might with- 
hold their allegiance, or even deny the plan and impugn the 
motives of its devoters, but the number will be found too 
small, and their powers too feeble to detract materially from 
its intrinsic excellence, or mar its potency for good. | 

The advantages to the profession are not-inconsiderable : 
It makes.every member more or less.a conservator of the 
public health, stimulates him to investigation and research,, 


thus giving them an additional claim npon publie confi-’ 


dence and esteem, at the same time that it impels them to 
renewed efforts to merit it. 


. II. It will result in more intimate business- relations. 


with the civil authorities of towns, cities, counties and even 
of the State itself, thus affording an advantage whereby 
the profession can exert a more effective influence on sani- 
tary and other scientific questions of both professional and. 
State interest. 
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II. It will serve as an additional bond of union be- 
tween members of the State Medical Association, increase 
the interest and power of the organization, in the work for 
which it was designed ; and 

IV. It will relieve the State Medical Association of the 
pecuniary burden of publishing its transactions, while it 
secures to the entire State the benefit of that body’s 
labors to protect the public health and develop other mat- 
ter of scientific import. 

The second in the series of resolutions, appoints a com- 
mittee to confer with the committee on State Board of 
Health, with respect to any modifications of the State 
Medical Association’s constitution and by-laws, which may 
be necessary to facilitate the.discharge of the duties of the 
Board of Health; etc. Your memorialists would merely 
suggest that the same corps of health officers, to secure the 
best results, should be continued for a term not less than 
four years. 

The third resolution is simply a disclaimer of any desire 
or intention on the part of the Association, to interfere in 
any respect with the legal status of any of the irregular 
sects in medicine, except in so far as that itis the duty of the 
State to its subjects, to require that they furnish the creden- 
tials of the schools to the dogmas of which they profess to 
be devoted, or require them to pass a satisfactory examina- 
tion before a competent board. The necessity for such a 
restriction, is so evident, the protection to life and health 
which it secures by excluding from practice incapable, 
mercenary men, of whatever school, is so palpable, that 
any argument of the question is deemed unnecessary. 
Rational or legitimate medicine aspires to .avail itself of 
every resource that nature or art affords, forthe accomplish-. 
ment of its work. It acknowledges no dogma, it tolerates 
no sectarianism in medicine. The resources of the Home- 
path and Hydropath, the Allopath and the Eclectic, are 
alike ours; and with reason to guide us, and an open field 
for investigation, repudiating as disgraceful to humanity, 
all the hosts of secret nostrums, proprietary medicines and 
cure alls, with which the public are demagogued, we pro- 
pose to press on in the great work of philanthropy our 
calling involves. 

In conclusion, your memorialists would suggest that they 
have heard but very little of pertinent objections to the 
proposed plan. It has been urged, erroneously, we think, 

Loy t 
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that such a law would be ‘‘ practically inoperative” in a 
‘large majority of the counties,” and ‘‘in case of incom- 
petent, speculative or visionary County Health Officers, 
may be annoying and troublesome.” ‘‘Simply that and 
nothing more.’’ With respect to the second “count in 
this indictment,” if it is remembered, the State Medical As- 
sociation, comprising the assembled medical and sanitary 
wisdom ofthe State, is not only to appoint the County 
Boards, but to determine the general sanitary and hygienic 
outline to þe observed by them, there is very little of 
weight left to the objection. But if it is still deemed un- 
safe to entrust so huge a grant of power to County Boards, 
so selected and restricted, why, since the medical profes- 
sion is by no means anxious to force favors upon the public, 
the law might leave it optionary with corporate or conny 
authorities to coöperate with the several Boards of Healt 
or not, as in their cultivated wisdom and discretion, they 
might deem best. But even in case it did not ‘‘suit the 
fancy” or accord with their judgment of corporate or coun- 
ty authorities to codperate with the County Boards of 

ealth, by the requisite facilitating action, the duties of 
such boards would not be merely nominal. The observa- 
tion of disease, and the influence of climate, locality, pro- 
fession, the vicissitudes of the seasons, temperature, rain- 
fall, and vital statistics would afford an ample field anda 
fruitful one for such boards to occupy their powers in; 
and the matter thus accumulated, when procured and 
moulded into shape by the central health bureau, as itb 
would exist in the State Medical Association, would be of 
more benefit to the State, independent of its value in the 
preservation of life and health, than all the immigration 
agents the State has ever supported. 

It is only the very few sparsely populated counties, where 
properly qualified men, to fill the County Boards, cannot 
be found, that the law will be inoperative or valueless.

Hon. Guy M. Bryan, Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives : 

Your Committee on Asylums beg leave to supplement 
their report of the twenty-eighth of March, relative to the 
frauds perpetrated at the State Lunatic Asylum, under the 
management of the late Board. 

At the time that report was made, it was not deemed ad- 
visable to some to make as full and explicit a report as the 
facts in the case would appear to warrant, but now that 
several criminal prosecutions have been commenced, and 
justice, though traveling slowly, is about to overtake some 
of those implicated in these gigantic frauds, we deem it ` 
our duty to present to the public some additional facts. - 

In our former report it was stated, ‘ the State has un- 
doubtedly lost upwards of $50,000 by the collusion of the 
steward of the asylum, who is the purchasing agent, with 
merchants and others, bills of goods purchased being over- 
charged, and receipts for money m being given, for 
which no goods were ever delivered. In one bill alone, 
amounting to over $15,000, appears a deficiency of $1987.64 
for goods invoiced the asylum, which were not delivered, 
and we have ascertained that a portion of these were car- 
ried to the residence of W. H. Green, and appropriated to 
his own use and benefit.” These goods were divided be- 
tween Green, the steward, James S Newcomb, member 
of the Board of Managers, and A. S. Mair, of the firm of 
Stuart & Mair,-commission merchants of this city, who re- 
ceived and forwarded the goods. 

As an evidence of the extent to which bills of goods 
were fraudulently overcharged, and the modus operandi 
adopted, we will instance the following : 

In October last, the steward of the asylum drew $50 to 
defray his expenses to Galveston, to make purchases for: 
the asylum, and among other bills of goods purchased the 
following, which we give in extenso, that the comparison

Of two hundred and nineteen pair of blankets, costing 
$911 50, but for which the State paid Stuart & Mair 
$1,785, only one hundred and sixty-three were delivered at 
the Asylum. 

The deficiency of clothing, which was divided as hereto- 
fore stated, amounted in value to the sum of 81,987 64, 
which added to the overcharge amounts to $5,845 45, and 
that in the clothing bil alone, and we are satisfied that in 
every invoice that passed through their hands for pur- 
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chases for the Asylum, figures were raised to over one hun- 
dred per cent., and the State swindled out of over $100,000, 
instead of $50,000 as estimated in our previous report.

If the Board of Managers were not directly interested 
in these outrageous charges, they must have been as im- 
becile as the afflicted inmates of the asylum. 

For the firm of Stuart & Mair alone, on invoices thus 
made out for goods purchased at this time by the steward, 
accounts were approved by the Board of Managers, amount- 


ing to $15,984 54, and an additional amount of $536 60. 


for freights and commission charges, of which $42 25 was 
for charges on these identical State goods, the balance 
being for charges in April on State goods similarly invoiced 
for which this firm received $13,389 07. 

Warrants for $31,846 41, were issued to this one firm 
during the year 1873. ; 

For the one bill, which we have itemized, Messrs. Leon 
& H. Blum received the acceptance of Messrs. Stuart & 
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‘Mair at ninety days, when they should have been paid di- 


rectly by the Treasurer of the Asylum, who had received 
the previous month $19,899 75 in cash, over and above all 
warrants he had drawn from the Comptroller’s office. 

On this particular bill, this firm having outfigured them- 
selves by increase of yardageand percentage to over double 
the amount of the legitimate bill, and finding that the ap- 
propriation for dry goods was only $6000, and that their 
raised bill was $1,678 58 in excess thereof, did not think it 
worth their while-to trouble this Honorable Body with any 
request for a deficiency appropriation, but through the 
complacency of W. C. Phillips, Acting Comptroller, drew 
that amount from the $18,000 appropriation for provisions, 
which now presents the singular anomaly of being over- 
drawn $258 31. . 

Among the papers at the asylum, was found one that let 
some little light upon the share of profit shat by some 
of the stockholders in this Texas Credit obilier, W. H. 
Green, the steward, receiving credit on his bank account 
with Stuart & Mair, for $750, being one-half of joint ac- 
count for their April transactions. What amount of divi- 
dend has been declared on the fall profits, and what amount 
of shares are held by the varions members of the Board of 
Managers, your Committee has as yet not ascertained, but 


_ as Mr. A: S. Mair informed one of the Committee, ‘‘ that 


he would rather give $5000 than that his name should ap- 
pear in connéction with the asylum frauds,” your Commit- 
tee are of the opinion that the stock has been extremely 
valuable. The exact amount of ‘cash dividends to the 
Board of Managers and others, we cannot accurately state 
until Mr. A. S. Mair, following the example of the stew- 
ard, turns State evidence and divulges.

Yoùr Committee of three members of the House, ap- 
pointed to examine the bureau of tax rolls in the Comp- 
troller’ s department, here in brief report the discharge of 
their duties, at same time asking permission to defer ma- 
king a more comprehensive report and review of the bu- 
reau and the details of its operation, until the next session 
of the Legislature. Every facility was afforded to them in 
making this examination by the Coniptroller of Public 
Accounts, and by the chief clerk of the bureau, and full 
explanations oo to them as to the system and order in 
which the books ‘and records of the bureau are kept. The 
system, as far as it extends, is complete, but it is materi- 
ally limited from full efficiency by an insufficient supply 
of clerical force. The tax burean appears to have always 
labored under this drawback to its and effective opera- 
tion in all of its varied and numerous details, to-wit: the 
want of a sufficient number of clerks to open and duly 
keep the needed number of books, and to ascertain the 
lands and property unrendered and unpaid of taxes. To 
perform this duty efficiently, trained clerks of great method 
and exactness of search and competent ability are needed. 

The bureau is now two and a half years behind the pres- 
ent date in discovery. and assessment of the unrendered 
lands and property of the State. Upon due inquiry, we 
learn from the department that it will require the services 
of six fully competent clerks for two years, to bring all of 
the tax business of the burean up to first of January, 1874. 

Under former laws the duty of ascertaining the unren- 
dered lands and property of each county, rested upon the 
respective assessors of the counties, and was rarely, from 
various causes, ever fully discharged. Now, under the 
laws that have been in force for some time past, the tax 
bureau, where every facility from its records, from ready 
access to the records of the General Land Office, and other 
sources for the full discovery and assessment of the unren- 
dered property of the State, exists—is charged with this 
important and necessary duty.

Texas : 

GENTLEMEN—TI return herewith, without my approval, 
House bill No. 385, being an act to limit the power of tax- 
ation, in cities and towns. 

I would gladly approve this bill, because its principal 
features, I believe to be, highly expedient, were-it not for 
the second proviso, found in it, in these words: ‘ And 
provided further, that if any city or town, shall desire to 
expend in any one year, more than one-half of one per 
cent. it shall first obtain the consent of a majority of the 
persons assessed for an ad valorem tax upon real or per- 
sonal property in such city or town, at an election to be 
held for that purpose, etc., etc.” This clause, in so far as. 
it restricts the right to vote on the question, to those per- 
sons who have been, or are assessed tor an ad valorem tax, 
on real and personal property, in such city or town, hold- 
ing the election, is to my mind, manifestly repugnant to 
section one, article three, of the Constitution, which de- 
fines the qualifications of electors. 

_ This section of the Constitution, declares in substance, 
that every male citizen of the United States, twenty-one 
years of age, who has resided twelve months in the State, 
next preceding an election, and the last six months within 
the district or county, where he offers to vote, and is duly 
registered, shall be deemed a qualified elector. I do not 
believe it competent for the Legislature to add to these 
the additional requirement, that one shall have real or 
personal property, which has been assessed for tax, before 

e can vote in the city or town of his residence. 

The Constitution treats all men as equal, as respects the 
question of suffrage, and leaves no discretion with the Leg- 
islature, to make distinctions between those who have, and 
those who have not property. 

I respectfully ask that this bill be reconsidered.
